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Gays  win  protection 
under  BC  Rights  Code 


n  a  landmark  decision,  a  Bnlish 
Columbia  Board  ol  Inquiry  has  ruled  thai 
the  8C  Human  Rights  Code  providess 
protection  to  homosexuals  In  a  case 
led  by  the  Gay  Alliance  Toward 
Equality  (GATE),  the  Board  has  ruled 
that  The  Vancouver  Sun,  Canada  s  third 
largest  daily  newspaper,  has  discnmin- 
aled  against  GATE  in  refusing  a  clas- 
sified advertisement  lor  Its  paper  Gay 
Tide  The  Sun  was  ordered  lo  pay 
GATE  $500  m  costs  and  "lo  refrain  Irom 
commuting  the  same  or  similar  contra- 
ventions of  the  Code  in  future" 

The  decision  was  delivered  fourteen 
months  alter  GATE'S  November  14, 
1974  complaint  under  Ihe  new  BC 
Human  flights  Code  Section  3  ol  that 
new  Code,  proclaimed  only  days  before, 
provides  that1 

if  No  person  shall  a)  deny  lo  any  per- 
son or  class  of  persons  any  accomo- 
dation, service  or  facility  customarily 
available  to  the  public,  or  b)  discriminate 
againsl  any  person  or  class  ol  peisons 
wcth  respect  lo  any    accomodation  ser- 
vice or  facility  cuslomanly  available  to 
Ihe  public,  unless  reasonable  cause 
exists  for  such  denial  or  discn  mi  nation 

The  history  of  Ihe  case  is  in  many 
ways  Ihe  history  of  GATE.  As  early  as 
1971  GATE  was  demonstrating  thai  exis- 
ting human  rights  legislation  was 
inadequate  io  protect  gays,  and  through 
briefs,  meetings  with  government  officials 
and  public  protests,  pressed  lor  the 
Inclusion  of  Ihe  term  "sexual  orienlalion" 
in  new  legislation 

In  relusing  lo  do  that,  then  NDP  Min- 
ister of  Labour,  Wm  King,  under  whose 
department  the  Code  is  admin  isle  red. 
staled  ihai  he  did  not  wish  to  give  homo- 
sexuality "benefit  of  legal  sanction" 
Government  has  a  "responsibility,"  he 
said,  lo  discourage  "impressionable 
youth"  from   going  down  that  road." 
Nevertheless,  King  stated  lo  the  press,  In 
his  opinion  homosexuals  were  covered 
under  Ihe  "reasonable  cause'  provision 
of  the  new  Code.  GATE  decided  to  lest 
the  Code  ai  the  first  possible  opportunity 

Attempts  by  Human  flights  Director 
Kathleen  Ruff  lo  settle  the  complaint  in 
meelings  with  Sun  publisher  Stuart 
Keale  failed  In  her  report  to  the  Minister 
of  Labour,  she  expressed  the  opinion 
that  The  Sun  had  no  "reasonable 
grounds"  tor  refusal  and  was  in  conlra- 
vention  of  the  Code  The  government- 
appointed  Human  flights  Commission 
concurred  The  Minister  named  a  Board 
ot  Inquiry  chaired  by  Vancouver  lawyer 
Joe  Wood  and  the  first  public  heanng 
under  the  new  legislation  was  held. 

The  hearing  received  testimony  that,  in 
The  Sun's  view,  homosexuality  is  "offen- 
sive (o  public  decency"  and  "a  ihreal  to 
soaety"  Sun  Director  of  Marketing  and 
Advertising  John  Toogood  testified  Ihai 
The  Sun  sees  a  responsibility  lo  protecl 
its  lamily  readership  trom  material  Ihey 
mighi  tmd  offensive     Any  association 
with  gay  liberation  would  be  offensive  to 
some  ol  our  subscribers"  The  Boards 
decision  aptly  pointed  out  the  absurdity 
Ol  this  argument  il  all  newspaper  con- 
tent were  judged  by  this  standard,  almost 
nothing  would  be  published. 

Thai  lorty-five  page  ruling  ol  Chair- 
person Joe  Wood  has  attracted  national 
media  attention.  In  coming  lo  the  his- 
tonc  landmark  decision  in  favor  of  gays, 
the  lodgment  recognizes  the  following 
ihai  homosexuality  is  not  an  illness  or 
mental  disorder;  thai  homosexuality  "is  a 
predominant  and  permanent  characteris- 
tic" ol  as  much  as  ten  percent  of 
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Canada's  population,  thai  g3ys  have 
been,  and  continue  lo  be,  in  modern 
Canadian  society,  persecuted  by  "intol- 
erant populations  and  institutions  of 
government     and  that  gays  are  a  recog- 
nizable minority  and  as  such  are  entitled 
to  protection  by  human  rights  legislation 

One  may  question  ihe  Board's  as- 
sessment ihai  the  Sun's  refusal  was 
motivated  by  "personal  bias  against 
homosexuals  and  homosexuality"  by 
certain  individuals  in  ihe  Sun's  manage- 
ment And  Kathleen  Ruff's  commeni  after 
the  ruling  thai  "ihe  judgment  does  nol 
mean  that  ihe  Commission  supports  or 
endorses  homosexuality"  begs  the  ques- 
tion ol  the  degree  to  which  even  sup- 
porters ol  Ihe  decision  understood  the 
real  signilicanee  ot  ihe  judgment's  obser- 
vations and  conclusions  Bui  unques- 
tionably, the  ruling  is  in  favor  of  homo- 
sexuals  and  shows  Ihe  impacl  of  Ihe 
gay  liberation  movement  in  the  con- 
clusions it  draws  Moreover,  it  is  a  legal 
prt_cedeni  which  will  influence  the  reso- 
lution of  all  situations  ol  gay  discrimin- 
ation m  the  future. 

To  celebrate  the  ruling,  GATE  organ- 
ized a  victory  picket  ol  The  Sun  Close 
10  fifty  women  and  men  marched  out- 
side the  Pacific  Press  Building  dunng  the 
busy  lunch  hour  penod  Placards  Ihey 
earned  included  "We  won'.  "Too  Bad, 
Toogood",  and  "We  Won  Our  Place  m 
The  Sun"   Accompanied  by  national 
television  cameras,  Ihey  entered  The 
Sun  building  en  masse  to  place  an  up- 
da  ted. version  ol  the  same  advertisement 
the  paper  had  relused.

The  Sun  has  appealed  Ihe  ruling  lo 


the  BC  Supreme  Court  GATE  will  con- 
tinue to  fight  the  case  as  tar  as  it  goes 
GATE  plans  lo  resubmit  lo  the  new 
government  a  brief  demanding  inclusion 
ol  ihe  term    sexual  orienlalion    in  the  8C 
Human  Rights  Code,  consistent  wiih  the 
organization's  position  that  explicit 
relerence  to  homosexuals  is  required  as 
the  first  step  in  guaranteeing  lull  equality

Last  summer  the  Third  Annual  Nation- 
al Gay  Conference  voted  overwhelmingly 
to  include  in  the  programme  of  Ihe 
National  Gay  flights  Coalition  a  demand 
lor  ihe  abolition  ot  all  age-ol -consent 
taws  The  alternative  was  a  demand  tor 
a  uniform  age-of-co risen  1  tor  all,  gay  or 
straight   Ai  present,  ihe  age-of -consent 
for  lesbians  and  homosexuals  Is  21, 
while  it  vanes  Irom  14  io  18  lor  hetero- 
sexuals 

In  a  short  slate  men  I  appended  lo  the 
lesbian  righis  proposal,  the  Lesbian 
Caucus  staled  "The  Gay  Rights  move- 
ment in  Canada  advocates  the  total  abo- 
lition of  age  ot  conseni  legislation  As 
lesbian  feminists  we  cannol  support  this 
demand.  The  presenl  laws  provide  some 
protection  against  the  sexual  exploitation 
of  young  women.  Abolition  ol  age  ot  cc 
senl  laws  would  worsen  ihe  situation."

Editorial 


Public  Struggle 


OB.  Goodstein  s  Advocate  editorial  of 
January  14  was  an  attack  not  only  on 
gay  mililanls  in  the  Uniied  Slates  bul 
also  on  gay  liberation  activities  of  almost 
any  kind  anywhere 

His  remarks  are  directed  first  and  lore- 
most  against  those  he  describes  as 
neurotics  and  jackals  feeding  olf  gay 
people   II  is  clear  thai  he  means  those 
who  have  adopted  ihe  kind  ol  strategy 
Ihe  Canadian  movement  has  -  the 
public  struggle  for  gay  rights.  Their 
crimes,  according  to  Goodstein  are  1) 
(hat  they  insist  everyone  come  out  of  the 
close!,  and  2)  lhal  they  divide  the  gay 
community  by  their  internal  bickering 
(read,  their  debates  over  strategy)  and 
by  the  fact  thai  they  are  all  supposedly 
leftists  (read:  they  all  want  to  change  the 
status  quo) 

The  fact  is  that  coming  out  has  never 
been  made  a  precondition  ol  participa- 
tion in  gay  rights  organizations  What 
bothers  Goodstein  is  the  idea  ol  encour- 
aging and  helping  people  to  come  out:  in 
fact,  he  is  against  coming  out  Public 
action  creates  conditions  in  which  people 
can  come  out.  For  example,  il  John 
Damien  wins  his  case,  that  will  be  a  real 
deterrent  to  discrimination  by  employers, 
and  even  if  he  loses,  fear  of  similar  pub- 
licity will  have  its  effect  But  H  is  only  be- 
cause the  case  is  widely  known  that  this 
is  true.  • 

Goodstein  says  quiet  lobbying  (as 
opposed  lo  things  like  demonstrations) 
has  gotten  many  cities  to  pass  pro-gay 
ordinances  So  what?   GATE   Toronto 
got  a  resolution  passed  through  lobbying 
in  1973  forbidding  discrimination  against 
Toronto's  municipal  employees.  But 
no-one  knows  about  ft,  It's  not  some- 
Ihing  the  gay  community  sees  as  its 
acquisition,  as  something  il  won  and 
must  defend.  Politicians  have  often 
ignored  us  completely,  but  a  demons- 
tralion  or  other  public  action  cannoi  be 
ignored.  Such  action  has  repeatedly 
brought  political  response,  not  to  men- 
tion publicity  (or  the  idea  of  gay  nghts. 

Goodstein  says  "almost  everything  of 
any  significance  is  being  done  behind  the 
scenes'.'  Did  the  Toronto  Star,  which,  in 
a  hate  editona)  of  October  1974,  slan- 
dered gay  people  as  child  molesters, 
suddenly  become  an  advocate  of  includ- 
ing sexual  orientation  in  the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Code  (in  editorials  of 
November  1975  and  January  1976)  be- 
cause a  Goodstein  had  quietly  brought 
its  editors  to  see  the  light?  Can  anyone 
senousiy  believe  lhal  this  could  have 
happened  wtthoui  the  public  demand  put 
forward  by  the  Coalition  of  Gay  Rights  m 
Ontano  through  demonstrations  and  the 
Oamien  case?  The  Star's  editonal  was  a 
reaction  to  public  opinion  which  under 
the  influence  of  ideas  publicized  by  the 
visible  gay  movement,  had  left  behind 
the  Star's  reactionary  stance  It  is  be- 
cause some  gays  have  demanded  their 
nghts  in  an  organized  way  that  there  are 


some  signs  of  change 

Goodstein  aims  to  cut  off  politics  from 
gay  people  by  trying  to  isolate  those  who 
organae  themselves  His  main  fire  is 
directed  at  militants,  but  he  attacks  every 
Kind  of  se tf -organization  The  reason  for 
this  is  staled  in  the  editonal,  where 
Goodstein  talks  about  the  appearance  ot 
gay  pnde   It  is  manifest  m  "the  many 
new  well-lighted,  expensively  decorated 
bars  and  duos  that  are  rapidly  replac- 
ing the  dingy  toilets  ot  oW".  Coming  out 
for  Goodstein  means  taking  a  tnp  to  a 
bar 

This  is  the  message  of  the  editorial 
stay  away  from  any  form  of  self-organiz- 
ation, come,  sit  in  our  bars,  hand  over 
your  money  for  dnnks,  music  and  news- 
papers like  mine,  and  we  the  owners  will 
put  in  a  good  word  for  you  wilh  the 
powers  that  be. 

Instead  of  sitting  in  closets  at  home, 
gay  people  are  to  move  into  money- 
making  closets  and  keep  Ihe  it  mouths 
shut.  This  is  a  lamiliar  prescnplion  for 
gay  oppression  maintain  the  division 
between    gay"  life  and  'closet"  life. 

The  aim  of  gay  liberation  is  ihe  ending 
of  this  double  life:  coming  out.  While 
coming  out  is  a  personal  matter  that 
each  individual  must  face,  it  also  has  an 
organized  or  political  form.  Bars  may 
remove  some  isolation,  and  (or  an  in- 
dividual in  a  smaller  centre  newspapers 
may  be  Ihe  only  form  of  communication 
with  other  gays  The  establishment  of 
some  form  of  gay  social  life  is  certainly  a 
necessity,  an  immediate  response  to 
social  oppression.  Bul  the  public  struggle 
for  gay  rights  is  the  only  activity  thai 
aims  specifically  at  a  full  coming  out  into 
society  by  all  gays   In  seeking  to  end 
discrimination  in  areas  like  employment, 
housing  and  education,  il  can  make  such 
coming  out  a  practical  possibility.

Revolutionary  Union 

The  review  in  TBP  #22  by  Brian 
Mossop,  who  announces  himself  as  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Canada,  should  not  pass  without 
comment.  Seeing  the  cartoons  he  is 
reviewing  as  critical  of  the  Soviet- 
controlled  stales,  Mossop  can  only  find 
them  "destructive"  and  "an  anarchist

The  attitude  is  a  mirror  image  ol  Western 
conservatives'  claim  lhal  any  criticism  ol 
the  United  States  is  giving  aid  to  the 
communists. 

Mossop  menlions  thai  in  communist 
East  Germany,  anti-gay  laws  have  been 
abolished,  "which  puts  the  GDR  miles 
ahead  of  W.  Germany "  it  is  difficult  lo 
see  how,  as  anti-gay  laws  have  been 
thrown  out  in  West  Germany  too,  and 
m  addition  there  is  an  open  and  thriving 
gay  liberation  movement  with  its  own 
periodicals  and  books.  None  of  this  is 
even  allowed  in  E  Germany  where  there 
is  no  (ree  press  of  any  kind. 

The  Canadian  Communis!  Party  knows 
very  well  that  individuals  ol  anarchist  and 
Trotskyist  views,  sirongly  opposed  to  the 
pro-Moscow  CP,  have  been  among  the 
most  active  gay  liberation! sis.  As  the  CP 
is  unwilling  -  or  unable  -  to  disassociate 
itself  from  the  anli-gay  policies  lollowed 
in  communist  nations,  il  must  neces- 
sarily rely  on  trying  to  discredit  the  pro-

as  Ihe  University,  that  ihe  Fan  Employ- 
ment Act  did  not  cover  sexual  onen- 
tation.  lhat  Ihe  Commission  was  biased 
and  that  Ihe  Board  ol  Directors  ol  the 
University  or  its  officers  could  not  have 
any  action  brought  against  them  lor 
action  taken  with  good  intent.  Consider- 
able argumenl  was  presented  by  both 
sides  on  whether. Ihe  term  sex  as  used 
in  the  Act  covered  sexual  onentation. 
The  University  cited  numerous  diction- 
ary definitions  of  the  word  sex  to  back 
Iheir  contention  that  sexual  onentation 
was  not  covered. 

Myron  Kusiak,  acting  on  behalf  ol  Ihe 
Commission,  and  N.W  Sherslobilotl. 
represenling  Mr  Wilson,  both  forwarded 
many  of  Ihe  same  arguments  in  arguing 
agamsl  Ihe  injunction.  They  cited  recent 
Supreme  Court  decisions  on  pornog- 
raphy  lo  argue  that  the  term  sex  inclu- 
ded immulable  sen  charac  ten  sties  such 
sexual  onentation  Sherstobitolf  also 
argued  thai,  unless  there  are  unusual  cir- 
cumstances, the  courts  will  not  grant  pro- 
hibitions m  junsdiclions  where  Ihere  are 
procedures  of  appeal 

is  judgement.  Juslice  F  W 
Johnson  deal!  only  with  the  definition  ol 
Ihe  ferm  sex'  and  S he rstobi toft's  issue 
on  prohibitions  He  defended  the  nght  of 
the  court  lo  issue  prohibitions  when  n  tell 
il  necessary  He  also  lell  thai  the  lemi 
sex',  as  used  in  Ihe  Saskatchewan  Fair 
Employment  Act,  referred  only  to  gender 
In  his  judgemenl  he  stated.  "While  resort 
to  dictionaries  is  permissible  to  assist  in 
ascertaining  ordinary  meaning  ol  words  il 
may  not  be  necessary  to  so  resort  if  their 
meaning  as  they  would  have  been  gen- 
erally understood  Ihe  day  after  Ihe  slat- 
uie  was  passed  is  deaf- 
Carole  Fogel,  Director  of  the  Human 
Flights  Commission,  would  only  slate  lhat 
the  Commission  would  not  appeal  Ihe 
case  when  asked  for  commenl  on  Ihe 
decision   Mr  Wilson  has  indicated  thai 
his  lawyer  will  file  for  an  appeal  on  both 
the  decision  on  ihe  definition  ol  the  term 
sex'  and  Ihe  decision  in  regards  to  issu- 
ing prohibitions.  "The  decision  just  points 
out  that  present  legislation  is  madequale 
and  there  is  no  protection  for  people  like 
myself!'  slated  Mr  Wilson,  "and  I  must

The  Committee  lo  Oelend  Doug 
Wilson  is  continuing  lo  appeal  for  do- 
nations to  cover  cos!  of  the  legal  actions 
At  a  benefit  dance  January  24  over  $400 
was  raised  for  the  defence  committee.

Minority  and  the  Canadian  Human 
Rights  Act,  points  oul  lhat  homosexuals 
in  this  country  constitute  a  signilicanl 
minority  group  and  outlines  concrete  ex- 
amples ol  discrimination  in  Ihe  areas  ot 
employment,  housing  and  access  lo 
public  services,  The  cases  ot  John 
Dam  ten  and  Ooug  Wilson  are  particu- 
larly documented.  II  concludes  by  stating 
thai  "Gay  people  in  this  country  are  suf- 
fering discrimmalion  loday  They  cannot 
wail  for  vague  promises  of  possible  relief 
in  len  years  or  so  We  demand  Ihe 
immediate  inclusion  of  the  term  "sexual 
onenlation"  in  the  Canadian  Human 
flights  Act!" 

The  dislribution  ot  Ihe  bnel  to  MPs  is 
seen  as  a  major  step  in  the  gay  nghts 
cause  since  it  is  ihe  first  lime  thai  federal 
representatives  have  been  conlronled  on 
a  systematic  basis  by  the  gay 
movement   The  Nalional  Gay  Election 
Coalition  (NGECl.  ihe  ad-hoc  predeces- 
sor of  the  present  coalition,  had  organ- 
ized mailings  to  all  candidates  in  ihe  pasl 
two  federal  elections  in  1972  and  1974, 
bul  sitting  MPs  have  never  been  ap- 
proached on  a  national  basis.  Copies  of 
the  bnef  are  available  al  a  cost  of  two 
dollars  (including  posiagej  or  a  donation 
lo  the  Coalition  from  the  National  Co- 
ordinating Office,  CP  2919.

The  National  Gay  Flights  Coalition,  a 
coalition  of  27  Canadian  gay  organiz- 
ations, adopted  a  ten-point  programme 
lor  legislative  reform  on  the  federal  level 
al  the  Third  Annual  National  Gay  Con- 
ference .n  Ottawa  last  July  The  demand 
lor  civil  nghts  legislation  on  bolh  the  pro- 
vincial and  ihe  federal  levels  is  one  of 
the  major  priorities   However,  ihe  civil 
rights  struggle  on  the  lederal  levei  is  less 
advanced  than  m  several  provinces  due 
to  a  lack  ol  co-ordination  ol  efforts  prior 
to  (he  formation  of  the  Coalition 

The  inlroduction  of  the  Canadian 
Human  Rights  Act  inlo  Parliament  tor 
first  reading  only  weeks  after  the- 
Coahtion's  founding  provided  the  firsl 
concrete  opportunity  lor  th©  national 
grouping  lo  mobilize  itself  in  this  area. 
The  bill  is  intended  to  provide  for  pre- 
lection of  minonty  and  individual  nghts  in 
areas  ot  federal  government  junsdiction 
and  will  set-up  a  lederal  human  rights 
commission  lo  enforce  it  Since  human 


ngnts  are  largely  a  provincial  responsi- 
bility. Ihe  legislation  will  be  ot  limited 
scope  II  will  be  ot  particular  importance 
lor  employees  ol  Ihe  lederal  civil  servic* 
and  federally  chanared  businesses  sucn 
as  airlines,  railways,  banks  and  unions 
Provincial  human  nghts  commissions 
have  been  unable  to  intervene  in  these 
areas  in  the  pasl   However,  as  in  the 
case  ol  Ihe  various  provincial  human 
nghls  codes,  no  prelection  lor  homo- 
sexuals will  be  provided  under  the  Acl  as 
n  now  stands  This  is  of  particular 
concern  lo  gay  federal  civil  servanis  who 
have  in  Ihe  pas!  suffered  discnmmation 
under  Ihe  screen  of  security  clearance 
provisions  The  only  other  piece  ol  civil 
rights  legislation  on  ihe  lederal  level,  the 
Canadian  Bill  ol  Rights,  has  proved  to  be 
practically  unenforceable  It  is  unlikely 
thai  the  new  law  will  be  much  more  ef- 
fective than  us  provincial  count erparts  due 
lo  a  complicated  arbitration  procedure 
but  a  recognition  ol  the  need  lor  Ihe  pro- 
tection ot  the  civil  nghts  ol  gays  is  seen 
as  important  by  the  Coalition. 

In  letters  lo  gay  organizations,  lornier 
Justice  Minister  Otto  Lang  slated  thai,  in 
drafting  Ihe  legislation,  his  department 
had  decided  lhat  "it  would  be  desirable 
lor  the  new  Commission  lo  begin  its 
work  in  areas  where  a  considerable  body 
ol  precedents  already  exisi.    As  the 
Commission  accumulates  expenence  il 
could  in  time  seek  amendments 
authonzing  extension  ol  its  role  "  Thus 
little  hope  tor  extension  ot  the  bill's  pro- 
tection to  gays  is  foreseen  In  addition  to 
presenting  the  briel  lo  MPs,  ihe  Coal- 
ition intends  lo  make  a  representation 
be  lore  Ihe  Standing  Committee  on 
Justice  and  Legal  Affairs  when  Ihe  legis- 
lation goes  belore  Ihe  House  lor  second 
reading  This  is  Ihe  only  stage  where 
amendments  are  possible 

Meanwhile,  Stuart  Leggatt,  New 
Democratic  Party  lusiice  critic  and  MP 
lor  New  Westminster  (BC|  has  declared 
his  support  lor  the  inclusion  ol  "sexual 
orientation"  in  the  Bill  in  an  interview 
The  same  member  had  recently  also 
brought  up  in  Ihe  House  ot  Commons 
the  question  ol  Warren  Zufell's  death 
(see  The  Body  Politic  #18)   During 
third  reading  ol  the  recenlly  adopted 
Cnmmal  Code  amendments.  Mr  Leggatt 
expressed  regret  that  no  legislation  had 
been  introduced  to  protect  individuals 
from  pre-trial  publicity  and  pointed  oul 
the  case  ol  Zufell  as  an  example. 

The  Nalional  Co-ordinating  Office  ol 
the  Coalition  is  calling  on  all  suppor- 
ters of  gay  rights  to  wnle  to  their  Mem- 
ber of  Parliament  urging  them  lo  support 
the  amendment  lo  include  "sexual 
orientation"  in  the  Canadian  Human 
Rights  Act. 

In  another  area  of  concern  to  the 
National  Gay  Rights  Coalition.  Ihe  immi- 
gration issue,  ihe  Coalition  has  received 
a  letter  from  Minister  ot  Manpower  and 
Immigration  Robert  Andres.  The  letter,  in 
response  to  a  request  from  Ihe  Coalition 
lor  an  explanation  tor  fhe  delay  in  Ihe 
long  promised  new  Immigration  Act. 
assures  Ihe  Coalition  lhat  "it-is  my 
tnlenlion  lo  introduce  new  legislation  in 
the  House  of  Commons  by  June  ol  this

Bar  sparks 
tensions  in  gay 
community 

Until  recently,  the  city  of  Windsor  never 
had  a  gay  bar  of  its  own.  With  dozens  of 
gay  spots  across  the  river  in  Detroit  it 
has  been  all  loo  easy  to  only  leave  your 
closel  by  leaving  the  country 

At  the  end  of  last  summer  this  situ- 
ation changed  The  owners  of  an  old, 
sparsely  populated  bar  in  downtown 
Windsor  were  so  desperate  to  make  a 
profit  that  they  turned  the  bar  gay 
Perhaps  they  were  inspired  by  the  suc- 
cessful dances  that  the  local  gay  liber- 
ation group,  Gay  Unity,  had  been  holding 
the  past  year.  By  openly  inviting  the  gay 
community  and  hiring  a  gay  staff  and 
manager,  the  owners  of  the  Ritz  sold 
more  beer  in  one  week  than  they  had  for 
months  as  a  straight  operation. 

To  the  amazement  of  its  patrons,  the 
Ritz  is  still  thriving,  even  though  the 
going  has  been  rough  Early  in  the  fall 
Ihe  introduction  of  a  dollar  cover  charge 
to  sit  in  the  main  room  caused  consider- 
able bitterness  and  resulted  in  even/one 
boycotting  that  side. 

An  issue  of  Gay  Unity's  monthly  news- 
letter earned  some  stinging  criticism  of 
the  management  and  general  atmos- 
phere of  the  bar.  Although  these  opin- 
ions were  of  the  writer  and  not  the 
official  line  of  Gay  Unity,  many  gays 
came  to  believe  that  there  was  a  feud 
between  the  staff  of  the  Ritz  and  the  gay 
liberation  group.  Both  groups  are  trying 
to  end  this,  but  an  uneasy  tension  still 
exists. 

Another  problem  has  been  the  after 
hours  club  opened  up  by  the  manager  of 
ihe  Ritz  several  months  ago.  The  atten- 
dance has  been  disappointingly  smalt 
and  the  club  is  currently  up  for  sale 

While  the  people  who  run  the  Ritz 
have  made  several  mistakes  Ihe  general 
opinion  seems  to  be  that  Windsor  gays 
are  happy  it  is  there  The  beer  is  cheap 
both  men  and  women  are  welcome  and 
the  staff  are  quick  to  break  up  fights  and 
other  disturbances

Movement  aids 
gay  community 
development 

Winter  m  Halifax  is  not  usually  kind  to 
the  gay  community  The  area  around 
Spring  Garden  Road.  Cruising  Capital  of 
the  East,  suffers  from  the  double 
onslaught  of  slushy  weather  and 
teen-age  gangs  of   queer-bashers",  try- 
ing lo  escape  the  tedium  of  life  in  the 
suburbs.  The  summer  flood  of  tourists 
dries  up,  leaving  gay  people  shivering  in 
their  collective  closet. 

This  winter,  however,  has  been 
marked  by  a  significant  increase  in  gay 
liberation  activities.  Last  fall  saw  the 
establish  mem  of  the  "Alternate  Book- 
store ".  the  first  gay  liberation  bookshop 
in  Atlantic  Canada  (see  TBP  issue  #21), 
and  the  reorganization  and  revitalization 
of  the  Gay  Alliance  for  Equality. 

After  nearly  a  year  of  inactivity.  GAE 
started  up  again  in  October  1975,  operat- 
ing under  new  pnnciples  of  democratic 
participation.  The  old  top-heavy 
executive  structure  was  replaced  by 
whole-group  decision  making,  with  a 
rotating  chairperson  ship  and  one  execu- 
tive position:  secretary- treasurer.  All 
decisions  are  made  by  consensus  and 
meetings  are  open  to  everyone,  wrth  no 
official  membership.  Meetings  are  on  the 
firs!  and  third  Thursdays  of  each  month, 
at  730  pm  at  1712  Argyte  St.  (offices  of 
MOVE,  a  coalition  of  citizens'  groups  of 
which  GAE  is  a  member),  although  this 
is  subject  to  revision  because  of  changes 
-  MOVE'S  key  policy. 

A  gay  phone  line  offering  counselling, 
information  and  referrals  has  been  in 
operation  since  November  Irom  7  pm  to 
10  pm  every  Thursday,  Friday  and  Satur- 
day at  (902)  429-6969.  The  Gay  Alliance 
has  had  close  co-operation  from  Ihe  Help 
Line,  the  local  crisis  line,  and  the  train- 
ing of  new  volunteers  may  soon  enable 
the  GAYLINE  to  expand  its  hours. 

GAE  has  become  concerned  with  the 
shortage  of  non-oppressive  gathenng 
places  for  gay  people  m  Halifax.  The  one 
gay  discotheque.  Thee  Klub,  is  open  only 
on  week-ends,  and  the  bar  favoured 
during  the  week,  the  Heidelberg,  is  anti- 
gay  A  number  of  people  have  been  ex- 
pelled by  Ihe  management  for  same-sex 
dancing,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
clientele  is  predominantly  gay  To 
provide  an  alternative  for  the  gay  com- 
munity. GAE  has  started  its  own  disco- 
theque, tentatively  named  The  Other 
Side,  which  is  open  every  Saturday  night 
from  9:30  pm  to  3:00  am  in  the  Turret,  a 
coffee-house/ restaurant  at  1588  Bar- 
nngton  St.,  third  floor.  The  disco  is  run 
entirety  by  volunteers  and  has  a  liquor 
license  about  every  second  week.  Ad- 
mission is  St. 50,  all  funds  going  to  the 
activities  of  GAE  and  the  National  Gay 
Rights  Coaiibon.  A  bigger  success  than 
anticipated.  The  Other  Side  has  created 

new  interest  in  GAE  within  the  gay 
community.  The  Alliance  hopes  to  open 
a  regular  coffee  house  on  Tuesday  even- 
ings at  the  Turret  as  soon  as  it  is 
feasible 

GAE  has  also  organized  a  speakers 
bureau  and  is  developing  actions  against 
local  media  organizations,  mainly  CBH 
radio  (CBC)  and  The  Chronicle  Herald/ 
Mall  Star,  which  have  refused  to  accept 
advertising  for  GAE  or  the  GAYLINE. 
The  success  of  The  Other  Side  has 
raised  hopes  for  the  establishment  in  Ihe 
not-toc-di slant  future  of  a  gay  commun- 
ity centre 

in  other  news,  the  Alternate  Bookstore 
has  changed  its  hours  to  7  pm  to  10  pm 
waBkntghts.  The  Bookstore  is  located  in 
Suite  301.  1585  Barrington  St.  (the 
Green  Lantern  Building)  and  deals  with 
'iterature  of  gay  and  feminist  concerns 
and  of  the  libertanan  left. 
Finally  rumour  Irom  Newfoundland 
is  it  that  a  group  in  Harbour  Grace  Is 
interested  in  forming  a  chapter  of  the 
Canadian  Homophile  Association  of 
Newfoundland  (CHAN)  This  is  another 
encouraging  sign  of  the  emergence  of 
gay  liberation  in  Atlantic  Canada

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John  Damien: 
one  year  later 

It  was  a  yea'  ago  this  February  that  John 
Damien  was  called  into  the  office  ot  the 
Ontario  Ministry  ot  Consumer  and  Com- 
mercial Relations  and  was  lold  he  would 
noi  be  rehired  as  a  racing  sieward 
because  he  was  a  homosexual 

Damien.  unlike  so  many  others,  re- 
fused 10  accept  his  tale  He  rejecied  a 
S1700  Bnbe  to  resign  quietly  He  con- 
tacted GATE  who  came  oul  in  his  sup- 
port on  February  Mth  On  February  22nd 
the  Committee  lo  Defend  John  Damien 
was  lormed  by  the  Coalition  lor  Gay 
Rights  in  Ontario  (CGRO) 

By  the  end  ol  March,  Damien  s  law- 
yer, Harry  Kopyto,  had  tiled  a  suit  ot  sum- 
mons againsi  the  Onfano  Racing  Com- 
mission demanding  S350.000  lor  wrong- 
ful dismissal,  and  against  prominent  in- 
dividuals in  the  ministry,  the  Jockey  Club 
and  the  Racing  Commission  demanding 
one  million  dollars  damages  lor  "wrong- 
fully and  maliciously   inducing  the  Com- 
mission in  deny  Damien  his  job. 

Damien  a  case  became  a  symbol  ol 
the  struggle  lor  gay  nghts  To  set  a 
precedent  for  all  cases  ol  anti-gay  dis- 
cnminalion,  Damien  asked  the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Commission  to  make  a 
ruling.  The  Commission  at  first  refused  to 
consider  heanng  the  case  on  the 
grounds  that  they  could  rule  on  discrimin- 
ation on  the  basis  ol  sex  -  but  not  of 
sexual  orientation. 

Public  pressure  mounted.  The  De- 
fence Committee  called  for  Oamien's  re- 
instatement and  for  a  Commission  o! 
Inquiry  to  investigate  Ihe  firing.  The 
Globe  and  Mall  said  in  an  editorial  that 
Ihe  Racing  Commission  had  behaved 
"abominably"  The  Toronto  Star  called  it 
a  "flagrant  injustice"  After  Kopyto  had 
collected  more  than  a  hundred 
Signatures  of  prominent  citizens  on  his 
brief,  the  Human  Rights  Commission 
agreed  to  hear  the  submission. 

On  February  23  the  largest  rally  in  the 
campaign  was  held  in  Toronto.  Speaking 
were  Damien,  Doug  Wilson,  Harry 
Kopyto,  Chris  Bearchell  (coordinator  of 
Ihe  delence  committee),  and  other  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Toronto  gay  commun- 
ity. The  next  day  the  submission  was 
presented  to  the  OHRC. 

Afler  deliberation  the  Commission  re- 
jected the  submission  on  the  grounds 
that  the  term  "sex"  In  the  code  referred 
to  gender  and  not  orientation,  Although  it 
was  a  setback  for  Damien,  the  rejection 
was  scon  turned  into  fuel  in  the  struggle 
lo  have  "sexual  orientation"  explicitly  in- 
cluded in  the  Act. 

Shortly  afterwards  the  Divisional  Court 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  agreed 
to  rule  on  the  legality  of  the  OHRC  de- 
cision That  case  will  gel  to  court  in  the 
first  weeks  in  March.  Oamien's  lawyers 
are  optimistic. 

The  civil  case  is  proceeding  favorably 
albeit  slowly.  Damien  has  so  far  won 
every  single  motion  to  be  presented.  The 
opposition  is  now  working  with  its  fifth 
set  of  lawyers,  So  lar  they  have  nol 
presented  one  piece  of  concrete 
evidence  against  Damien  His  lawyers 
are  aiming  lor  a  jury  trial  so  that  ordinary 
Canadians  can  decide  whether  gays  in 
Ontario  have  any  rights  or  not. 

For  Damien  himself  it  has  been  a  year 
ol  many  changes.  After  earning  520,000 
a  year  at  the  track,  he  spent  most  of 
1 975  looking  unsuccessfully  for  work.  His 
unemployment  Insurance  ran  out  in 
November  Most  prospective  employers 
told  him  that  his  applications  would  have 
to  wait  until  his  case  was  settled. 

He  received  one  offer  Irom  an  insur- 
ance company  and  his  application  to  be- 
come an  insurance  agent  is  presently 
being  considered  by  the  ministry  ot  Con- 
sumer and  Commercial  Relations,  ironic- 
ally, Ihe  same  provincial  department  re- 
sponsible lor  his  firing 

In  the  firel  week  in  February,  a  year 
after  he  was  fired,  he  finally  got  a  iob  as 
a  clerk  in  the  Department  ol  National 
Revenue  at  S3  39  an  hour  After  a  year's

unemployment  he  enjoys  going  lo  work 
at  6.30  every  morning 

His  lifestyle  has  changed  dramatically. 
He  abandoned  his  penthouse  lor  a  small 
bachelor  apartment  He  had  to  sell  most 
of  his  possessions.  The  first  thing  to  go 
was  his  car.  He  learned  to  take  a  bus  or 
walk. 

The  "rat-race  ol  social  climbing"  has 
been  left  behind  lor  a  quieter  life.  He 
spends  more  time  at  home,  cooking, 
doing  chores  and  relaxing  His  old 
In  ends  have  generally  been  replaced  by 
new  people,  those  who  are  involved  with 
his  case  and  in  the  Toronto  gay  com- 
munity. He  realizes  now  how  much  his 
job  and  his  possessions  had  cut  him  off 
from  the  "real  world 

By  material  standards  Oamien's  de- 
cision to  come  out  publicly  has  cosl  him 
a  great  deal  But  he  doesn't  regret  it  for 
a  moment   He  says  he's  living  a  "better. 
Iruer  life"  With  a  lof  more  peace  of  mind 
he  can  say   "I've  learned  more  in  the 
last  year  than  in  the  twenty  previous 
years  put  logether " 

The  only  part  ol  his  new  lite  thai  he 
doesn't  enjoy  are  the  many  public  en- 
gagements that  are  demanded  ol  him. 
There  have  been  dozens  ol  interviews, 
benefits,  and  rallies.  He  tires  of  being  on 
display  and  doesn't  think  he'll  ever  gel 
used  lo  il. 

Damien  is  not  bitter  towards  Ihe  men 
who  fired  him.  He  says  he  pities  them 
more  than  anything.  They  acted  irration- 
ally, and  they  betrayed  the  ideals  that  he 
as  a  judge  always  tried  lo  uphold  at  the 
track:  to  listen  to  both  sides,  and  to 
always  give  a  person  a  chance  to  defend 
her/himself. 

He  misses  the  (rack  somewhat-and 
visits  old  friends  there  periodically. 
"They're  behind  me,  but  Ihey  can't  say 
anything  because  ol  their  positions. "  He 
is  hopeful  that  he  will  get  his  job  back, 
but  he  feels  he  will  never  get  back  into 
Ihe  old  ral  race.  "The  experience  has 
realty  opened  my  eyes". 

There  have  been  two  developments  on 
the  judicial  front  in  the  Damien  case. 
Lawyers  for  the  Ontario  Racing 
Commission  and  other  defendants 
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conceded  tn  a  court  appearance 
February  16  that  they  had  no  evidence  to 
support  their  allegations  of  sexual 
impropriety  against  John  Damien.  They 
had  been  ordered  by  the  Ontario 
Supreme  Coun  of  Ontano  to  either 
substantiate  the  accusation  or  see  it 
deleted  from  their  case 

And  tn  the  court  action  to  force  the 
Ontano  Human  Rights  Commission  to 
interpret  the  term  sex'  in  the  Ontano 
Human  Rights  Code. to  include  sexual 
orientation,  after  several  postponements, 
a  decision  is  expected  March  12 

Damiens  case  has  important  impli- 
cations lor  the  gay  nghts  struggle  in  this 
province   If  it  is  successful,  it  will  set  an 
important  precedent  in  Ontario  law.  It 
has  also  developed  unity  and  wide  sup- 
port among  different  sectors  of  both  ihe 
gay  and  straight  communities  Together 
with  the  Doug  Wilson  case  in 
Saskatchewan  and  ihe  Bntish  Columbia 
Human  Rights  Commission  decision,  it 
has  brought  the  question  of  Gay  Rights 
into  focus  across  the  country.

Coalition  continues 
to  grow 

The  Second  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Coalition  lor  Gay  Rights  In  Ontario 
(CGRO)  was  hosted  by  Guelph  Gay 
Equality  at  the  University  of  Guelph  on 
February  21  and  22. 

Over  fifty  individuals  and  represen- 
tatives from  thirteen  member  organiz- 
ations across  Ontario  attended  the  con- 
ference. Tola!  membership  now  stands 
al  fifteen,  up  from  nine  a  year  ago. 

After  a  plenary  session  the  delegates 
attended  workshops,  including  "Women 
and  Ihe  Gay  Rights  Movement"  "Gay 
Rights  and  the  Media"  "Gays  and  Edu- 
cation Policy"  and  a  review  ol  CGRO 
strategies  and  achievements.  Saturday 
evening  delegates  joined  the  Guelph  gay 
community  in  a  dance  on  the  university 
campus. 

On  Sunday,  following  workshops  on 
the  John  Oamien  Case  and 
Organizational  Dilemmas,  a  second 
plenary  session  passed  motions  real- 
firming  Ihe  public  struggle  for  gay  rights 
in  opposition  to  ihe  recent  statement  ol 
Advocate  publisher  David  Goodstem 
(see  pages  10-11  ol  this  issue)  "We 
reject  the  position  taken  by  those  who, 
like  D.B.  Goodstem,  editor  ol  The 
Advocate,  say  that  the  large-scale  org- 
anization ol  gay  people  to  publicly 
defend  their  own  interests  is  unneces- 
sary and  creates  an  unfavorable  image 
ol  gays" 

It  was  recommended  thai  a  committee 
be  established  to  set  guidelines  on  deal- 
ing with  the  straight  media  (or  CGRO 
members.  In  addition,  the  leaders  ol  the 
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major  political  parties  will  be  asked  lo 
make  a  public  statement  on  the  inclusion 
ol  sexual  orientation  in  the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Code. 

A  conference  was  approved  for  the 
spring  which  will  be  devoted  to  Ihe 
question  ot  women  In  the  gay  movement 
The  Queen's  University  Homophile 
Association  volunteered  lo  host  the  con- 
ference, which  will  probably  take  place 
on  Ihe  24lh  of  May  weekend  in  Kingston. 

In  other  resolutions,  ihe  delegates 
expressed  their  solidarity  with  the  work 
of  gays  in  other  provinces,  extending 
congratulations  to  Ihe  Vancouver  Gay 
Alliance  Toward  Equality  on  its 
successful  fight  10  gain  a  favorable  ruling 
from  the  British  Columbia  Human  Rights 
Commission  and  declaring  their  suppon 
lor  Doug  Wilson  in  his  personal  fight 
againsi  discrimination  in  Saskatchewan. 

After  the  dose  ol  the  plenary,  the 
CGRO  Steering  Committee  met  to  con- 
duct the  regular  business  of  the  coalition, 
A  committee  was  named  to  prepare 
materials  on  homosexuality  to  be  presen- 
ted lo  local  school  boards.  Further,  3 
statement  by  the  New  York  Gay  Activists 
Alliance  opposing  the  anti-movement 
Advocate  editorial  was  endorsed. 

The  conference  concluded  with  a 
press  conference  attended  by  local  press 
and  television.  The  event  received  fair  and 
accurate  coverage  In  The  Globe  and 
Mall,  The  Toronto  Star,  and  on  radio 
station  CBL  (C8C /Toronto),

MLA  Margaret  Campbell  (Liberal  -  St. 
George)  still  hopes  lo  debate  her  reso- 
lution lo  amend  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Code  so  as  10  include  the  term 
'sexual  orientation'  The  resolution  is 
presently  on  Ihe  order  paper  from  the 
last  session  ol  the  legislature. 

Campbell  intends  to  introduce  the 
resolution  for  debate  during  the  first  priv- 
ate members'  session  allotted  to  Ihe 
Liberal  Party.  She  has  expressed  hope 
that  she  will  be  able  to  bring  the  matter 
to  a  vote.  However,  the  unanimous  con- 
sent ot  the  House  is  required  to  bring  a 
private  members'  resolution  to  a  vote 
and  she  admits  that  such  an  eveni  Is 
rare, 

Campbell  has  assured  The  Body 
Politic  that  both  former  Liberal  leader 
Robert  Nixon  and  Stuart  Smith,  the 
newly  elected  member  of  the  party,  back 
the  resolution,  She  added  that  Smith  leli 
the  amendment  lo  the  Code  was  long 
overdue 

The  legislature  is  expected  to  recon- 
vene sometime  m  March

Olympics  clean-up 
strikes  again 

,  The  Club  Balhs  tn  Montreal  was  raided 
by  the  Montreal  Police  Force  (tie  night  ot 
January  23  and  1 3  persons  were 
arrested  as  found-ins  in  a  bawdy  house. 
The  bath,  affiliated  with  the  international 
chain  of  Club  Baths,  had  only  been  open 
a  short  time  when  the  raid  occurred  and 
had  been  having  problems  with  the 
Police  in  getting  their  license  approved. 

This  is  the  second  such  raid  on  a  bath 
in  Montreal  Last  year  a  similar  raid 
occurred  al  the  Aquanus,  which  subse- 
quently burned  down  as  a  result  ol 
arson.  The  men  arrested  al  that  lime 
have  yet  to  be  judged. 

The  raids  are  part  ol  a  continuing  cam- 
paign of  police  harassment  ot  Montreal 
gay  establishments  which  has  been 
attributed  by  many  in  the  Montreal  gay 
community  to  an  attempt  lo  clean  up 
before  this  summer's  Olympic  games.

Olympics  circus 
brings  more 
repression 

The  repression  accompanying  the  Olym- 
pics preparation  in  Montreal  has  caused 
some  dislocation  and  demoralization 
among  gay  groups 

Liquor  permits  for  gay  dances  have 
been  impossible  to  obtain  tor  over  three 
months.  Both  Gay  Montreal  Association 
(GMA)  and  the  Montreal  Metropolitan 
Community  Church  have  been  evicted 
from  their  rented  premises.  GMA  has 
simply  folded  while  the  church  is  looking 
'or  a  new  home.  Only  a  revived  Gay 
McGill  is  growing,  primarily  because  it 
has  some  of  the  traditional  protections 
afforded  to  a  university  group. 

These  details  have  to  be  seen  in  the 
context  of  a  wider  movement  of  political 
and  moral  repression.  Foreign  students

Liberal  convention 

Prompted  by  the  appearance  of  repres- 
eniatives  of  the  Edmonton  Gay  Alliance 
Toward  Equality  (GATE)  al  a  convention 
of  the  Liberal  Party  of  Alberta  in  fled 
Deer  February  14.  outgoing  party  presi- 
dent Jack  Pickett  stated  publicly  that  gay 
people  shouldn't  be  allowed  to  lobby 
political  gathenngs  and  made  insulting 
remarks  about  the  women  members  of 
GATE'S  delegation  Pickett  added,  "I 
may  be  a  liberal,  but  I'm  not  thai  liberal." 
GATE  teafleted  the  convention  and  un- 
furled a  banner  depicting  a  red  heart  em- 
blazoned with  the  words  "Gay  nghts 
now!" 

Heactlon  from  other  parts  of  trie 
Liberal  party  were  more  encouraging. 
Party  leader  Nick  Taylor  spoke  lo  the 
GATE  delegation  and  reaffirmed  his  sop- 
port  for  gay  nghts,  charactenzing  the 
demand  as  "eminently  sensible''  And  the 
new  party  president,  Sharon  Carslairs. 
returned  a  positive  response  to  the  ques- 
lionnaire  distnbuted  to  candidates  in  last 
year's  provincial  election. 

Commenting  editorially.  The 
Edmonton  Journal  suggested  that,  in 
view  of  Pickett's  in  sensitivity  to  minority 
issues,  the  Liberal  Party  is  probably 
better  off  without  him 

The  Alberta  Liberal  Party  has  no  seats 
in  the  provincial  legislature.

Homosexual? 
Feeling  isolated? 
We're  here  to  listen 

After  several  months  of  discussion  and 
planning,  Toronto  Area  Gays  (TAG)  have 
started  taking  calls  on  their  telephone 
lines.  The  group  offers  a  counselling 
service  to  women  and  men  facing  the 
problems  and  contusions  of  coming  to 
terms  with  their  homosexuality 

The  service  is  funded  and  operated  by 
TAG  members  Counsellors  are  chosen 
and  prepared  in  weekend  training  ses- 
sions arranged  by  the  organization  The 
members  feel  that  this  training  process 
provides  them  with  counsellors  more  pre- 
pared than  those  of  other  organizations 
to  talk  to  gays  who  need  help. 

In  an  effort  to  reach  the  people  who 
need  counselling.  TAG  has  pnnted  up 
and  posted  hundreds  of  stickers  around 
Toronto  advertising  the  number  of  its 
phone  lines  The  group  has  also  adver- 
tised in  The  Globe  and  Malt  Both  The 
Toronto  Sun  and,  in  an  apparent  con- 
flict between  editorial  and  advertising 
policy.  The  Toronto  Star  refused  TAG'S 
advertisement. 

II  is  hoped  that  gay  people  will  first 
make  contact  with  TAG  by  calling  the  ad- 
vertised number.  This  initial  communi- 
cation may  produce  a  number  of  tele- 
phone conversations  or  meetings  with  a 
counsellor.  After  that,  informal  drop-ins 
can  be  arranged  at  which  counsellors 
and  callers  get  together  to  talk  out  some 
of  the  issues  ol  coming  out  and  gay  lib- 
eration. TAG  plans  to  have  an  adver- 
tised drop-in  centre  some  lime  in  the 
future  to  facilitate  Ihese  group  counsel- 
ling sessions. 

TAG  would  like  to  have  an  advertised 
drop-in  centre  at  some  time  in  the  future 
to  facilitate  group  counselling  sessions 
At  present  funds  are  limited  and  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  rent  space  for  such 
a  centre. 
TAG  counsellors  will  try  to  help  gays 


deal  with  the  loneliness  they  feel  while 
facing  the  prospect  of  coming  out  Since 
its  members  are  drawn  from  a  variety  ol 
positions  m  the  gay  movement,  the 
group  does  not  have  a  well-defined  and 
consistent  political  view  ot  gay  oppres- 
sion to  offer  counsellees  Consequently, 
TAG  is  not  interested  in  directing  people 
to  this  or  that  sector  ol  the  gay  move- 
According  to  the  spokesperson  Harvey 
Hamburg,  existing  counselling  services  m 
Toronto  are  inadequate:  the  commitment 
of  the  Community  Homophile  Association 
of  Toronto  is  incomplete,  while  the  coun- 
selling service  offered  by  the  Gay  Com- 
munity Services  Centre  has  too  strong  a 
religious  onentation  because  of  its  links 
with  the  Metropolitan  Community  Church. 
TAG  hopes  to  fill  the  gap  that  exists. 

TAG'S  services  are  limited  nght  now 
because  il  is  wholly  dependent  upon  the 
financial  resources  ol  its  members. 
Donations  will  gladly  be  accepted  Irom 
those  who  would  like  to  help  TAG  in  its

Two  arrested 
for  kissing 


Two  men  were  arrested  (or  kissing  at 
Ihe  comer  o(  Bloor  and  Yonge  Streets  on 
Thursday  afternoon  February  12 

Trie  men.  Bill  Holloway  and  Tom  Field, 
were  posing  tor  pictures  lor  an  article  on 
homophobia  to  be  published  in  Ihe  Alter- 
native to  Alienation  newspaper  The 
article  was  lo  include  pictures  o(  two 
men  kissing  In  public  and  ol  Ihe  reac- 
tions ol  passersby 

After  Ihe  pictures  had  teen  taken,  two 
policemen  appeared  and  demanded  lo 
see  identification.  The  Altemaiive  pho- 
tographer was  lold  lo  "move  along" 
Apparently,  a  3rd  off-duty  policeman  had 
seen  the  incident,  and  had  immediately 
phoned  In  a  complaint  to  the  5isl  divis- 
ion headquarters 

Field  reported  no  stronger  reactions 
than  surprise  and  amusemenl  Irom  pas- 
sersby. In  (act,  many  people  appeared 
not  to  notice  the  incident  at  all.  Al  one 
point,  a  woman  approached  the  couple 
and  began  laking  pictures  along  with 
Ihe  Alternative  photographer 

The  two  men  were  lold  ihey  were 
being  arrested  (or  committing  an  in- 
decent act  in  public.  Explanations  went 
unheeded,  and  the  two  were  taken  to 
police  headquarters  lor  further  ques- 
tioning Field  reported  some  verbal  in- 
timidation by  the  police  on  the  sidewalk 
and  in  ihe  squad  car,  but  no  actual 
physical  abuse. 

At  the  station,  the  men  were  further 
cross-examined,  including  a  question  by 
the  desk  sergeant  as  lo  whether  any 
gyralions"  had  taken  place  during  the 
incident.  By  this  lime,  the  police  seemed 
less  certain  ol  their  case,  and  altered 
Ihe  Charge  lo  obstructing  the  sidewalk 
by  causing  a  public  disturbance  A  trial 
date  was  set  (or  Monday  Feb.  22nd. 

In  the  inlenm  penod.  Ihe  Alternative 
collective  publicised  the  event  widely, 
calling  lor  supporters  lo  attend  Ihe  thai 
A  large  crowd  was  gathered  outside  the 
courtroom  in  Old  City  Hall,  bul  only 
eleven  people  were  allowed  into  the 
courtroom. 

The  case  was  quickly  dispatched  in 
court  Surprisingly,  the  police  added  the 
original  charge  of  committing  an 
indecent  act.  which  means  Field  and 
Holloway  now  lace  two  charges. 
Because  of  the  additional  charge,  the 
case  has  been  remanded  until  March  9.

Law  reform  grinds 
along 

The  last  year  has  been  a  significant  per- 
iod lor  American  gays  in  terms  of  legis- 
lative change  The  gay  movement  across 
Ihe  United  Slates  won  major  victones  in 
the  held  ol  gay  rights  legislation  as  well 
as  m  the  more  elementary  area  of 
legalizing  homosexuality 

During  this  penod.  five  stales  legalized 
homosexual  acis  performed  between 
consenting  adults  in  pnvate  The  states 
were  Calilomia.  Washington.  Maine,  New 
Mexico,  and  Arkansas  This  brings  lo  t3 
Ihe  number  of  slates  which  have  re- 
pealedjneir  sodomy  laws,  some  of  which 
daled  back  lo  the  19th  century  Belore 
the  rebirth  ol  the  gay  movement  in  1969. 
gay  sex  was  legal  only  in  the  slate  of 
Illinois,  which  had  decnminalized  it  in 
1961. 

The  most  important  victory  in  the  field 
o'  civil  nghts  was  the  decision  of  Ihe  US 
Civil  Service  Commission  that  sexual 
oneniation  cannot  be  a  cntenon  In  hiring, 
liring,  or  promotion  This  ruling  covers 
2.6  million  federal  government  jobs.  Also 
a)  the  federal  level.  New  York  City  rep- 
re  present  a  [we  Bella  Abzug  introduced  a 
gay  nghts  bill  wrlh  23  cosponsors  in  ihe 
House  of  Represenlatives  for  the  second 
time.  A  similar  bill  was  introduced  in  the 
upper  house  by  Senator  Allan  in 
January. 

Al  the  stale  level,  ihe  civil  nghts  issue 
was  considered  by  nine  legislatures,  but 
was  rejected  in  each  case. 

Victory  seemed  certain  in  Massachus- 
etts after  the  election  of  Elaine  Noble,  an 
open  lesbian,  lo  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives Nevertheless,  three  separate 
bills,  each  endorsed  by  the  governor  and 
the  Massachusetts  press,  went  down  to 
defeat 

Minnesota  activists  were  hopeful  after 
the  generally  favorable  response  to  the 
public  coming  out  ol  state  senator  Alan 
Spear  A  bill  covenng  employment  and 
public  accomodation  was  introduced  in 
Ihe  State  senale  with  the  endorsemeni  ol 
Ihe  majority  leader.  In  the  lower  house, 
however,  the  accomodation  section  was 
dropped  and  the  bill  was  subsequently 


tones  were  won  on  the  civic  level 
Twelve  cilies  and  counties  passed  gay 
nghts  ordinances,  bringing  the  toial  to 
thirty 

Several  notorious  events  deserve  to  be 
recorded  in  Ihe  annals  of  homophobia 
New  York  State  renewed  its  entry  by 
deleating  ihe  sixth  gay  nghts  bill  in  as 
many  years  And  in  a  heartening  display 
ol  southern  hospitality.  Georgia  demons- 
Irated  its  understanding  of  sexual  equal- 
ity by  amending  its  sodomy  laws  to 
include  women. 

In  Calilomia  the  ecumenical  spirit 
united  a  pack  ol  Mormon  and  lunda- 
mentalist  churches  into  the  Coalition  ol 
Christian  Citizens,  which  circulated 
petitions  calling  lor  a  public  referendum 
on  Ihe  decnminalization  of  homosexu- 
ality. The  move  tailed  tor  lack  ol  signa- 
tures 

The  mosi  encouraging  display  ol 
straight  solidarity  came  from  Pennsyl- 
vania governor  Milton  Sharp,  who  vetoed 
a  specifically  anli-gay  bill  which  passed 
both  houses  of  the  legislature  Shapp 
later  issued  an  executive  order  calling 
upon  state  agencies  to  end  discrimin- 
ation against  gays  and  appointed  a  23- 
member  Council  on  Sexual  Minorities, 
including  17  gay  members 

It  is  hoped  thai  Shapp  will  also  veto 
two  more  anti-gay  bills  currently  working 
their  way  through  the  Pennsylvania  legis- 
lature.

Poll  confirms 
prevalence  of 
stereotypes 


For  the  first  time,  a  senous  attempt  has 
been  made  to  assess  Bntish  attitudes 
toward  homosexuality  in  a  scientific 
manner 

In  a  poll  conducted  by  National 
Opinion  Polls  for  the  Bntish  gay  news- 
paper Gay  News,  a  sampling  of  almost 
two  hundred  thousand  Britons  from  a 
hundred  different  conslituencies  was 
questioned.  The  results  reveal  a 
somewhat  more  liberal  attitude  on  sexual 
questions  than  on  other  issues.  For 
example,  while  77%  agreed  that  the 
maintenance  of  law  and  order  ts  one  of 
Britain's  biggest  problems  and  64%  want 
Ihe  death  penalty  reintroduced.  40% 
believe  that  homosexual  couples  should 
be  able  to  live  together  openly  while  only 
31%  are  opposed. 

Lesbianism  was  considered  lo  be  far 
less  common  than  male  homosexuality

Portuguese  gays  spoke  up  "al  the  proper 
moment*'  again  according  to  Revolt,  the 
Swedish  gay  monthly,  when  they  gave 
an  interview  to  Dlarlo  de  Llsboa  (The 
Lisbon  Dally)  las!  August.  The  Inter- 
view followed  a  public  picketing  by 
MAHR  (Gay  Revolutionary  Movement  ol 
Portugal) 

MAHR  published  a  manifesto  al  the 
onset  of  the  Portuguese  revolution  and  is 
now  making  the  following  demands: 

1  —  Concentration  camps  should  be 
abolished  and  homosexuals  should  no 
longer  be  treated  as  cnminals. 

2  —  The  police  should  be  forbidden  to 
arrest  homosexuals  and  to  interrogate 

3  —  Homosexuals  should  not  be 
driven  underground  anymore  but  should 
be  allowed  their  freedom  in  public. 

4  —  Homosexuals  should  be  allowed 
to  congregate  and  meet  in  public. 

5  —  The  public  should  be  informed 
about  the  problems  of  homosexuals. 

6  —  The  schools  should  offer  better 
sex  education. 

7  —  Men  who  dress  in  leather  or  want 
to  live  together  as  couples  should  no 
longer  be  discriminated  against, 

8  —  All  political  parties  should  further 
a  revolution  which  is  both 
sexual,

Bill  of  rights  for 
gay  consumers 

The  Gay  Consumers  Union  of  Florida 
has  issued  the  following  Gay  Consumers 
Bill  of  Rights; 

1  —  Gay  people  should  not  have  to  pay 
exorbitant  prices  for  food,  drinks,  or  ad- 
mission at  or  to  gay  establishments. 

2  —  No  person  should  be  prohibited 
Irom  entering  a  gay  establishment  on 
account  of  race.  sex.  religion,  age  (it  18 
or  older)  and/or  dress. 

3  —  The  establishment  is  responsible 
lor  the  welfare  of  its  patrons  when  homo- 
phobic individuals  such  as  'queer'  baiting 
youths  threaten  gay  people  in  the  estab- 
lishmenl  or  in  nearby  parking  lots. 

4  —  The  establishment  shall  be  res- 
ponsible lor  its  patrons  lor  bail  or  legal 
aid  in  the  event  of  police  raids. 

5  —  A  gay  patron  is  not  to  be  black- 
listed from  patronizing  a  gay  establish- 
menl  for  organizing  gay  people  within 
gay  liberation  activities.

People  seemed  lo  feel  thai  lor  women, 
sex  was  a  duty  concomitant  with  mother 
hood  and  Vial  therefore  "there  will  be 
'ewer  lesbians  because  they  can  obtain 
no  motherly  gratification  from  it".  Les- 
bians were  also  considered  harder  to 
identify  since,  with  the  nse  of  women's 
liberation  and  new  dressing  patterns,  the 
old  "dutch"  stereotype  can  no  longer  be 
regarded  as   a  workable  indication  ol 
lesbianism" 

Most  of  those  tested  seemed  to  iden- 
tify gay  with  males  of  upper  or  middle 
class  background  Homosexuals  are 
stereotyped  as  "well  educated,  charm- 
ing, fastidious  and  witty"  At  least  one  of 
those  questioned  stated  that  he  felt 
homosexuality  was  the  result  of  inbreed- 
ing among  the  upper  classes  Many 
people  fell  working  class  youths  were 
likely  lo  have  such  tendencies  knocked 
out  of  them. 

This  middle  and  upper  class  image 
correlates  with  the  perceived  effiminacy 
of  gay  men.  Although  some  people  rec- 
ognized thai  gays  look  "just  like  you  and 
me",  many  felt  that  gay  men  were  more 
effeminate.  The  middle  and  upper  clas- 
>  general  were  seen  as  being  "less 
manly"    Several  people  said  thai  gays 

more  "mellow  and  tolerant"  be- 
cause of  our  minority  status 

Gays  were  also  felt  to  be  found  mainly 
in  the  older  age  groups  People  would 
turn  to  homosexuality  as  a  last  resort 
when  they  acknowledged  that  "normal 
relationships"  were  nol  working  out  for 
them.  "I  think  it's  an  older  man  s  game.  I 
should  think  a  younger  man  is  satisfied 
with  his  wife  and,  when  her  charms  fade, 
he  turns  elsewhere  ". 

The  sampling  was  far  more  conserva- 
tive In  regards  lo  children  Homosexuals 
should  nol  be  teachers  because  children 
are  easily  influenced  Homosexuals 
should  be  "kept  away  from  children". 
"Men  who  introduce  boys  lo  this  way  ol 
life  should  be  put  away  for  a  prison 
sentence" 

Mosl  people  considered  homosexuality 
as  an  alternative  lo  heterosexuaiity. 
Homosexuality  is  a  complete  sexual 
code  and  is  respected,  if  not  approved 
of,  as  such.  Bisexuality  and  promiscuity 
are  therefore  seen  as  "most  blame- 
worthy" "There  is  a  difference  between 
a  homosexual  and  somebody  who  is 
oversexed  and  prepared  to  go  out  and 
pick  up  anyone".  A  minority,  on  the  other 
hand,  felt  that  bisexuals  were  "at  least 
part  norma)". 

There  were  also  reservations  as  to 
whether  gays  should  be  allowed  in  the 
army  and  the  police  force.  We  would  be 
a  real  threat  and  a  disruptive  influence 
n  a  restricted  and  predominantly  male 
organization"  Blackmail  would  be 
possible.  It  was  leli.  however,  that  few 
gays  would  be  attracted  to  the  "rough 
and  ready"  environment  of  the  police  or 
armed  forces.  'They  wouldn't  like  Ihe 
uniform  for  a  start" 

The  general  feeling  was  that  the  laws 
affecting  homosexual  behaviour  were 
presently  '"adequate".  Heterosexual 
society  was  not  felt  to  be  in  any  real 
danger  from  homosexual  subversion.  In 
lact,  the  conventions  of  mamageand 
family  lite  seemed  more  threatened  by 
women's  liberation,  a  force  inside  the 
boundaries  of  heterosexual  society,  than 
they  were  by  gays.

Pope  says 
don't  do  it' 


In  his  "Declaration  on  Certain  Questions 
concerning  Sexual  Ethics"  released  in 
January.  Pope  Paul  VI  reaffirmed  and 
elaborated  on  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church's  traditional  attitudes  to  sex.  The 
pontiff,  a  78-year-old  bachelor,  declared 
thai  premarital  sex,  masturbation,  and 
homosexuality  were  transgressions...  of 
the  leaching  and  spint  of  the  Gospel" 
and  therefore  sinful. 

In  an  oblique  reference  to  the 
American  Psychiatnc  Association's  de- 
classification of  homosexuality  as  an  ill- 
ness, the  declaration  observed  thai  some

"have  begun  to  |udge  indulgently,  and 
even  to  excuse  completely,  homosexual 
relatxais  between  certain  people  ".  The 
declaration  noted  that,  though  gays  were 
to  be  treated  with  "understanding    and 
judged  with  "prudence",  no  mora)  justifi- 
cation could  be  grven  to  homosexual 
acts.  They  were  deemed  lo  lack   an 
essential  and  indispensible  finality" 

Observers  in  the  gay  movement  agree 
that  the  declarations  will  fuel  and  support 
anti-gay  sentiment,  particularly  in  the 
arena  of  civil  rights  struggle.  Gay  rights 
legislation  in  New  York  City  has  tailed 
twice  because  of  opposition  from  the 
Catholic  Church, 

The  Vatican  daily.  Osservatore 
Romano,  did  concede,  however,  that 
gay  people  suffered  from  "discrimination 
which  is  unjust",  though  it  hastened  to 
add  "except  for  some  reservations    It  did 
not  clanfy  when  discrimination  might  be 
appropriate  and  just. 

Reaction  lo  the  document,  even  from 
within  the  church,  has  been  widely  nega- 
tive Pnests  and  theologians  in  various 
countries  have  condemned  it  as  theo- 
logically unsound,  loveless,  and  unjust 
The  outcry  was  sufficient  to  prompt  the 
pope  to  denounce  "the  betrayal  of 
clerics "  in  his  own  church.  He  called  for 
a  "docile  and  vinle  obedience" 

The  Body  Politic  conducted  a  spot 
check  of  ten  of  Metro  Toronto's  81 
Roman  Catholic  churches  We  concluded 
that  if  the  declaration  was  to  have  any 
effect  on  the  lives  of  gay  people,  it  would 
be  in  the  area  of  pastoral  counselling 
We  asked  Ihe  pnests  how  the  dec- 
laration would  affect  their  counselling  of 
gay  people,  specifically  in  regard  to 
sexual  expressions  of  love  or  affection. 
All  but  two  stated  that  any  sexual  activity 
would  be  sinful  and  could  not  be  coun- 
selled. Two  thought  that  they  would  have 
to  consider  individual  cases  and  that,  in 
some  cases,  sexual  activity  might  be 
allowed  as  ihe  lesser  ot  two  evils 

Father  Clough,  Chancellor  of  Spiritual 
Affairs  for  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  arch- 
diocese, declared  that  no  sexual  expres- 
sion could  be  permitted.  Gay  couples 
woukJ  have  to  move  towards  a  "platonic 
relationship" 

Dignity,  the  organization  of  gay 
Catholics  with  chapters  in  the  US  and 
Canada,  has  reacted  with  predictable 
dismay.  The  Boston  chapter  declared 
that  the  statement    reflects  a  lack  of  ap- 
preciation ol  the  broad  range  of  human 
sexuality." 

The  president  of  the  Toronto  chapter 
ol  Dignity,  however,  sees  reason  for  a 
cautious  optimism  in  the  Vatican  docu- 
ment. He  feels  that  "it  departs  from  the 
church's  tradition  {regarding  sexual  mai- 
lers), albeit  cautiously  and  with  reser- 
vation" It  is  also  significant,  he  (eels,  in 
that  it  acknowledges  for  the  first  time  that 
there  are  homosexuals  in  the  church.

Shrink  Shopping 


The  feature  "Shrink  Shopping"  in  The 
Body  Politic  #22  deserved  comment 
because  the  position  of  gays  in  primal 
therapy  was  misrepresented 

It  is  true  that  Arthur  Janov  considers 
homosexuality  to  be  neurotic.  But  Janov 
is  not  a  guru  for  the  primal  community. 

Most  gay  people  lhat  we  know  of  dis- 
cover strong,  positive  roots  for  their  gay- 
ness  in  early  childhood  when  they  get 
into  primal  therapy.  It  is  not  uncommon 
for  individuals,  gay  and  straight,  to  feel 
greater  capacity  to  share  sexuality  with 
both  sexes  because  of  their  therapy 
experience. 

The  article  in  The  Body  Politic  in- 
creased the  mystification  surrounding 
primal  therapy  rather  than  speaking 
about  it  in  lerms  of  how  we  expenence  it. 
The  bit  from  Janov  about  aversion  ther- 
apy was  not  Janov's  suggested  therapy 
lor  gays  and  was  misquoted  Scream- 
ing is  not  a  magic  cure  in  primal  ther- 
apy. Having  and  expressing  one's  feel- 
ings is  prima!  therapy 

We  are  a  group  of  gay  men  in 
Berkeley,  Portland,  Ore.,  and  Missoula, 
Montana.  We  feel  it  Is  important  for  gay 
people  in  primal  therapy  to  find  support 
among  themselves,  and  we  are  glad  to 
help  primal  gays  anywhere  get  in  touch 
with  a  primal  gay  community  where  they 
live.

Angels  of  the  Lyre 

I  must  take  exception  to  Graham  Jack- 
sons  treatment  of  Frank  O'Hara  in  his 
review  ol  Angels  ot  the  Lyre 

Jackson  speaks  of  O'Hara  as  "self- 
styled  New  York  poet"  I  don't  know  what 
he  means  by  that,  exactly  The  impli- 
cation seems  to  be  that  O'Hara  smugly 
bestowed  the  laureate's  mantle  upon 
himself  at  some  point  Maybe  he  did  so 
in  Ihe  poems  printed  in  Angels  of  the 
Lyre;  if  so,  they're  works  I  haven't  yet 

Much  more  aggravating  is  Graham 
Jackson's  contention  that,  unlike  Gins- 
berg or  Goodman,  O'Hara  was  a  closet 
case.  This  simply  Isn't  true.  His  own 
work,  and  material  on  him  which  has  ap- 
peared in  the  past  tew  years,  show 
dearly  how  open  he  was  about  his  sexu- 
ality; N  is  unlikely  that  anyone  could  have 
known  him  even  slightly  and  nol  known 
that  he  was  gay.  Not  was  this 
information  kept  from  print, 

I  obviously  cant  quarrel  with  Graham 
Jackson  over  his  response  to  O'Hara's 
work  -  his  response  is  his  business  But 
I  wonder  if  behind  this  contention  of 
closetry  there  doesn't  lie  the  assump 
tion  that  the  works  ol  gay  artists  or 
writers  must  be  obviously  gay  in  content, 
and  not  just  in  style  or  point  of  view. 
Frank  O'Hara's  poems  are  mosl  obvious- 
ly gay  to  me  in  their  language,  Iheir 
awareness  of  small  daily  things,  their 
occasional  frivolity.  Though  they  deal  in 
things  which  are  ultimately  meant  to  be 
taken  senously.  they  do  not  do  so  by 
taking  a  solemn  tone,  by  being  heavy 
He  gets  dismissed  hy  a  lot  ol  critics  as  a 
lightweight  lor  this  -  they  are  used  to 
sonorities. 

We  shouldn't  be  fooled.  Heavies  are 
easy  to  fake,  and  content  can  be  tacked 
on  It's  the  point  of  view  which  should 
distinguish  gay  poetry  -  we  should  be 
able  to  see  things  in  ways  that  straight 
people  can't,  and  that's  what  should  be 
obvious  in  Ihe  work.

Frankly.  I'm  scared  There  is  nothing  in 
my  roots  to  help  me.  Bo!  the  other  day  I 
waiched  two  men  sitting  together  on  the 
bus.  I  couldn't  take  my  eyes  off  Ihem 
They  were  together,  in  the  old  sense  ol 
the  word.  They  were  just  talking  quietly, 
smiling,  laughing,  oblivious  ot  their  sel- 
ling or  ol  me  or  anyone  else  watching 
them.  They  looked  at  each  other,  lis- 
tened and  touched  with  what  seemed  to 
me  a  rare  delicate  attentiveness,  a  pro- 
tective warmth  thai  amazed  me,  and 
made  me  feel  good 

Last  nighl  we  went  lo  see  Marcel 
Came's  1945  movie  Les  Entartta  du 
Paradls.  It's  enchanting,  graceful,  rich. 
etc.  etc.  It's  full  of  love,  it  makes  you 
want  to  Jove,  to  be  loved,  to  make  love. 

II  does  and  it  doesn't.  It  depends  on 
your  roots 

We  didn'l  make  love.  There  was  a  ting- 
ling constrain!  between  us.  We  talked 
aboul  the  movie,  partly  because  I  always 
talk  about  everything,  but  partly,  I'm 
sure,  because  we  were  helplessly  off- 
balance   Les  Entanis  is  a  heterosexual 
movie.  We  had  a  choice  of  reactions  to 
it.  We  could  ignore  it.  If  it  were  junk,  yes, 
bul  it's  a  flower  in  a  Held  of  weeds,  I  don't 
want  lo  tgnore  it  anymore  than  I  can 
ignore  anything  beautiful.  Or  we  could 
abstract  it  out  of  our  lives,  treat  II  in 
terms  ol  lighting,  acting,  hold  it  at  arms' 
length  This  I  tned  to  do,  but  it's  too  com- 
pelling, it  overflows  the  Intellect  into  the 
emotions  by  main  force,  I  was  moved  by 
it  So  abstract  it  another  way  tell  your- 
self it's  about  love,  all  love  is  the  same 
whether  the  object  of  your  love  is  a  man 
or  a  woman  -  no.  even  better,  lei!  your- 
self each  of  you  is  a  person  loving 
another  person.  Wonderful.  Bul  that  isn't 
what's  on  the  screen.  On  the  screen  is 
their  way  of  loving.  Do  we  have  lo  wor- 
ship other  people's  gods  in  other 
people's  temples  forever?  We  are  sup- 
posed lo  feel  good,  il  al  all,  only 
by  proxy.  So  you  can  rage  al  it,  lousy 
sexist  heterosexual  movie,  I  spit  al  youl 
But  that's  nonsense,  there's  nothing  in 
Les  Enfants  lo  hate,  no  insults  to  gay 
people,  no  stereotypes,  nothing  like  thai. 
There's  nothing  to  hate  except  perhaps 
the  whole  damn  world  when  you  come 
out  of  the  theatre.  But  that  doesn'i  lasl 
long,  especially  on  good  days. 

Is  anyone  still  reading? 

A  man  phoned  and  then  came  into  The 
Body  Politic  office.  He  was  gay.  from  a 
small  town,  he'd  come  out  only  a  month 
ago,  but  now  he  was  angry  -  at  every- 
thing they  do  to  hold  gay  people  down, 
at  the  lack  of  fight  in  the  gay  people  he 
knew.  "I  want  a  Tight",  he  said.  He  got  it, 
he  was  in  the  Gay  Rights  March  the  fol- 
lowing week.  At  that  same  match  we 
were  collecling  donations.  A  man 
watching  from  a  distance  put  $10  in  my 
bucket,  leaned  forward,  whispered  "I'm 
a  serious  closet  case",  and  actually 
blushed.  Why  did  it  sound  heroic  to  me? 

Last  week  my  grandmother  died  She 
raised  me,  if  you  can  call  it  that  -  from 
the  moisl  confusion  of  infancy  to  the 
plush  closet  of  Polite  Society.  Ot  her 
three  generations  of  satellites,  I  am  the 
only  person  known  to  be  gay  The  others 
all  did  more  or  less  The  Righi  Thing, 
marriage,  children,  alcoholism,  success, 
elc.  She  told  me  that  good  citizenship 
began  with  producing  at  least  two  child- 
ren -  if  we  didn't  Do  Our  Duty  by  issuing 
decent  replicas  of  ourselves,  it  wouldn't  b» 
long  before  They  look  over  compielely, 
They  are  terribly  promiscuous   They' 
seemed  lo  be  almost  everyone  excepi 
Us,  but  most  particularly  those  thai  are, 
well  -  how  can  one  put  it?  -  off-white 

After  her  death,  after  the  luneral,  I 
went  Home  (to  me,  home  is  where  you 


live.  Home  is  where  you  re  supposed  to 
go  lor  Christmas  unless  you  can  get  out 
ot  it.)    I  wanted  to  find  some  roots 
They're  what  keep  things  from  falling 
over,  aren't  they?  Some  things,  of 
course,  should  lall  over,  but  nol  me  My 
grandmother  told  us  again  and  again  thai 
were  descended  from  "a  long  line  ot 
kings".  Well,  there  were  heretic  knights 
expelled  from  10th  century  Florence 
(could  they  have  been  gay??  I  think  gay 
people  were  burned  then,  but  maybe 
ihey  Knew  somebody,  and  jus!  got  ex- 
pelled instead    ),  and  other  goodies,  no 
kings  but  an  enormous  tangle  ol  roots 
Mercifully  the  thing  might  have  stopped 
"  me,  but  my  brother  has  Done  His  Duty, 
producing  two  sons  (so  far)  who  are  al- 
ready installed  in  private  schools.  Sun- 
day school  and  summers  al  Cape  Cod  It 
is  difficult  lor  anything  lo  survive  that,  bul 
one  can  always  hope  I  should  do  some 
missionary  work,  but  in  Pollle  Society  it's 
numbing. J  know. 

Ot  course  I  didn't  find  the  roots  I 
wanted  to.  My  paternal  grandfather  once 
said  to  my  mother,  walking  in  a  garden, 
that  one  ol  the  most  beautiful  things  he 
could  imagine  was  the  body  ol  a  young 

But  thai  isn't  much  lo  go  on,  he 
was  only  staling  the  obvious.  I  didn'l 
want  lo  know  why  I'm  gay,  I  want  to 
know  who  I'm  gay,  or  where,  I  wani  a 
setting,  amply  supplied  tor  family, 
religion,  and  country,  bul  about  gay  roots 
my  past  is  absolutely  silent. 

When  I  told  my  grandmother  that  1  was 
gay,  her  first  impulse  was  lo  send  me  lo 
her  Chiropractor  She  believed  in  his 
ability  to  straighten  anything  Her  second 
was  to  say   "No  matter  what  you  do  we 
will  always  love  you  "  Maybe  that's  better 
than  Never-darken-our-door-again,  but  it 
sounded  to  me  like,  no  matter  how  low 
you've  sunk,  you  are  one  ol  us,  there  is 
still  hope  tor  redemption,  we  will  close 
ranks  around  you  1  think  she  confused 
love  with  Noblesse  Oblige  Then:  "IVe 
understand  bul  lor  God's  sake  don'i  lell 
anyone  else."  Oscar  Wilde  told.  My 
grandmother  was  10  when  he  died  for  il, 
a  martyr  to  Polite  Society 

My  brother  and  sister-in-law,  both  pil- 
lars ot  their  Presbyterian  church,  called 
their  Minister  In  a  panic  for  advice  on 
dealing  with  this  suddenly  alien  being, 
the  homosexual  sheep  in  the  family,  the 
gay  skeleton  come  rattling  out  ol  the 
closet.  The  very  Reverend  advised  them 
that  I  would  be  unhappy  in  my  old  age. 
Only  the  style  changes.  Is  there  a  scripl 
somewhere? 

A  Canadian  white  man'  asked  Billy 
Diamond,  the  Cree  activist,  how  'white 
people'  could  help  his  cause.  He 
answered:  "I  don'l  think  like  a  white  man, 
you'll  have  to  think  for  yourself."  Me,  too, 
I've  been  trying  loo  hard  to  think  like  a 
white  man,  a  good  citizen,  a  son,  a 
brother,  a  gay  person.  The  only  one  o! 
those  I  want  lo  be  more  of,  the  only  one 
I  would  mind  very  much  being  less  of,  is 
gay  Let  it  contain  all  the  resl,  or  what 
doesn'i  fit  can  fade  a  little,  it  won't  hurt. 
A  straight  accused  me  of  being  obses- 
sive about  the  subject  of  gay  rights. 
"Isn'l  there  anything  else??"  No. 

It's  taken  a  lot  ol  rambling  to  gel  to 
this,  but  here  it  is:  my  society  gives  me 
one  rule,  only  one,  golden  and  all-abid- 
ing. No. 

Once  I  get  over  that  admittedly  formid- 
able obstacle  to  gay  survival,  I  find  my- 
self in  an  astonishing  position  None  ot 
the  rules  ot  that  society  apply  to  me. 
Its  laws  do,  in  all  their  gross  stupidity, 
cruelty  and  selective  hate,  but  the  rules 
don't.  We  outlaws  are  Iree  to  make  our 
own.  or  to  do  without  The  best  we  can 
do  with  theirs  is  lo  shit  on  ihem  (My 
doctor  said  lo  me  this  morning    "In  polite 
society  we  say  'defecaie' "  Detecale?? 
He's  gay,  but  I  think  he's  still  trying  to 
gel  into  Polite  Society,  he  hasn't  caught 
on  yet.; 

I  think  I'll  look  tor  heroes  and  roots 
closer  to  home.  In  fact,  you  are  my  roots 
and  I  am  yours.  We  will  learn  from  each 
othei 

We  are  nol  replicas,  We  are  originals 
The  beginning.

"This  issue  begins  new 
era  for  gay  people" 

With  this  blunl  drawline  on  ihe  cover  of 
Ihe  January  29,  1975  issue  ol  The 
Advocate,  David  Goodslein  announced 
Ihe  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  his  life.  He 
had  just  bought  America's  largest  gay 
publication.  In  Ihe  year  that  followed  he 
and  his  Liberation  Publications, ' Liber- 
ated' The  Advocate  of  much  ot  its  news 
Increasingly,  the  focus  shifted  from  de- 
velopments within  the  organized 
community  (o  the  prefab  personalities 
and  ready-made  heroes  of  a  larger 
media  world,  Cal  Culver.  Labelte,  Bette 
Midler,  the  Pointer  Sisters.  Mae  West... 

The  Liberation'  of  The  Advocate  was 
not  welcomed  by  many  people.  The  old 
Advocate,  for  all  its  apparent  faults,  had 
been  an  important  source  of  Information 
about  movement  activities.  The  main- 
tenance of  communication  in  any  hind  of 
social  change  movement  Is  an  expen- 
sive/imperative business  which  must  tin- 
airy  be  centralized.  The  Advocate  had 
become  the  centre. 

As  Gay  Sunshine  pointed  out  after 
only  three  issues  ot  the  new  Advocate. 
network  of  correspondents  thai  Rob 
Cole  (former  news  editor)  and  Dick 
Michaels  (former  publisher)  had  cons- 
true led  has  been  shattered  because  of 
«vere  cutback  in  news  coverage... 
News  material  has  undergone  funda- 
mental rewriting  to  make  it  conlorm  to  a 
magazine  style."  The  sudden  staunching 
of  this  rich  source  of  information  by  this 
rich  entrepreneur  led  more  people  than 
those  at  Sunshine  to  wonder  about  a 
move  to  the  right".  The  year  would 
answer. 

The  Advocate  began  grabbing  the 
attention  of  Ihe  straight  press,  most  not- 
ably The  Wall  Street  Journal.  On  May 
13,  1975  that  journal,  in  its  inimitable 
fashion  said  of  The  Advocate  "this 
paper  covers  the  homosexual  commun- 
ity and  the  homosexual  'liberation' 
movement  and  claims  a  circulation  of 
jO.QOO  nationwide."  Its  median  reader 
'earns  just  over  $15,000  a  year,  59% 
own  stocks  or  bonds,  90%  own  stereo 
equipment,  and  10%  own  their  busines- 
ses." 

In  July,  The  Advocate's  Christopher 
Stone  excoriated  the  marchers  in  the 
Christopher  Street  West  Parade.  "II  its 
purpose  was  to  reinforce  gay  stereotypes 
lor  the  genera)  public,  the...  Parade  suc- 
ceeded brilliantly  As  a  representation  ot 
gay  lifestyles  and  gay  pnde,  it  sucked." 
And  David  Goodslein  apologized  to  gay 
people  for  themselves,  "some  gay 
people  behave  offensively...  like  every 
other  community,  we  have  people  who 
do  not  conform." 

With  Pointers  from  the  straight  media, 
The  Advocate  was  beginning  to  in- 
crease its  following  Not  to  lose  the 
effect,  Goodstem  continued  lo  decrease 
news  coverage  of  organizational  events, 
and  increase  the  star  watch 

By  November  5,  he  was  announcing 
Advocate  Expands"  He  had  bought, 
and  silenced.  Contact,  the  second  larg- 
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est  gay  newspaper  in  the  U.S.  Activists 
read  "Communication  Contracts". 

Ironically,  in  a  February  5  editorial 
Contact  had  welcomed  The  Advocate 
to  the  field  of  gay  publishing  but  expres- 
sed the  reservation  that  "while  The 
Advocate's  new  leadership  has  impres- 
sive resources.,  it  does  not  have  the 
rich  background  in  journalism  that  gave 
their  publication  its  reputation,  circu- 
lation and  readership     ..  We  hope  they 
do  not  abandon  Ihe  held  of  reporting.1'  At 
Ihe  same  lime,  it  committed  itsell  to  con- 
tinue reporting  the  news  because  "we 
define  a  major  need  of  gay  people,  as  a 
reliable,  accurate  and  respected  source 
of  news." 

The  first  year  of  The  Advocate's  new 
era'  ended  with  a  bang.  Goodstein,  never 
bashful  about  expressing  his  opinions, 
wrote  an  "Opening  Space"  column  on 
January  14  in  which  he  congratulated 


himself  on  the  year,  and  lashed  out  at 
the  leaders  ot  the  organized  commun- 
ity. It  was  headlined  "Gay  'spokes- 
people'  are  disconnected  from  their  con- 
stituency." 

The  response  was  almost  instant  and 
did  not  come  from  the  spokespeople  of 
the  community,  the  quarter  from  which 
he  might  have  expected  reaction.  On 
January  15.  editor  Robert  McQueen 
and  David  Goodstein  received  a  joint  let- 
ter from  six  ol  The  Advocate's  most  im- 
portant writers.  They  represented  the 
heart  ol  the  paper's  east  coast  stall 

To  the  Editor: 

"As  regular  contributors  to  The  Advo- 
cate we  feel  obliged  lo  disassociate  our- 
selves as  completely  as  possible  from 
David  Goodsiein's  January  14  comments 
in  his  publisher's  "Opening  Space".  From 
our  point  of  view  as  gay  journalists  with 


considerable  experience  inside  and  out- 
side the  movement,  his  depiction  of  its 
spokespeople  and  its  constituency  was 
distorted  and  highly  reactionary  in  tone 
and  intent. 

"We  have  greal  difficulty  recognizing 
among  the  men  and  women  who  have 
been  most  prominent  speaking  on  behalf 
ol  gay  people  Ihe  jackals',  'neurotics' 
and  'emotionally  disturbed'  figures  he  so 
describes.  While  alleging  that  gay 
spokespeople  have  forced  others  oul  of 
Ihe  movement  by  attacks  on  their  inleg- 
nty  (a  perhaps  acknowtedgeable,  but 
hardly  universal  phenomenon), 
Goodstein  indiscriminately  indulges  in 
slander  himsell, 

"That  Ihe  mass  of  gay  people  is  still  re- 
latively closeted  is  true.  Thai  we  are  also 
not  all  activists  is  true.  But  gay  cons- 
ciousness across  the  country  Is  hardly  In 
the  primitive  slate  Goodstein  would  have 
us  believe  it  is,  and  it  is  untrue  that  gay 
women  and  men  do  not  understand  what 
the  movement  hopes  to  achieve  and  ac- 
tively dislike  their  spokespeople.  It  Is  also 
nol  true  that  all  gay  organizations,  as 
Goodstein  implies,  do  not  credibly  rep- 
resent gay  people's  interests 

"In  our  view  it  is  Goodstein  himself 
who  actively  dislikes  gay  leaders.  He 
seems  lo  have  raised  a  number  ol  com- 
plex queslions  that  do  deserve  exam- 
ination in  order  merely  to  oiler  his  own 
biased  prescription  (or  what  the  move- 
ment should  be  -  strictly  a  relormlst  civil 
rights  effort  under  the  leadership  of  an 
enlightened'  few,  working  behind  the 
scenes'  and  'from  the  safety  of  their 
closets.'  Since  he  has.  in  the  course  of 
his  essay,  systematically  excluded  all 
those  individuals  and  organizations  now 
comprising  the  visible  and  vocal  segment 
of  the  gay  community  from  'our  exciting 
movement',  we  assume  he  is  endorsing 
the  status  quo  and  recommending  that 
nay  people  cease  demanding  our  rights 
in  the  streels  and  city  council  chambers, 
while  a  few  'responsible',  affluent. 
closeted  individuals  beg  our  cause  in  the 
back  rooms  of  conventional  party  politics 

"Goodsteins  rhetoric  (including  the 
Nixonism,  "the  silent  majority"  -  meaning 
the  mass  of  gay  people)  is  shocking. 
Stating,  lor  instance,  that  most  lesbians 
and  gay  men  are  'infuriated'  by  con- 
tingents of  unkempt'  gay  people  march- 
ing in  leftist  and  Third  World  demons- 
trations denies  one  ol  the  mosl  tuna- 
mental  facts  ol  our  existence  as  an  op- 
pressed minority:  our  pluralism.  II  also 
denies  ihe  necessity  tor  us  to  join  in  soli- 
darity with  other  oppressed  peoples. 
These  comments  and  his  attack  on  les- 
bian separatism  reveal  an  intolerance  tor 
political  and  social  diversity  and  a  basic 
conservatism  that  make  us  question  his 
own  fitness  as  a  spokesman  for  the  gay 
cause. 

"In  all,  Goodslein  (who  says  he  is 
'lonely  on  the  front  lines")  seems  to  be 
calling  for  a  return  to  Ihe  closet  -  a  new 
Kind  ol  expensively  decorated"  closet 
to  be  sure  We  have  attempted  to  write 
as  gay  liberationists  and  professional 
journalists  as  well  under  the  assumption 
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by  James  Dubros 


John,  Lord  Hervey  (1696-1743),  was  an  extreme- 
ly successful  courtier  and  Whig  politician.  As 
Lord  Privy  Seal  in  the  cabinet  of  Sir  Robert 
Walpole  and  Vice-Chamberlain  in  the  court,  he  was  for 
seven  years  the  key  intermediary  between  Queen 
Caroline  and  the  Prime  Minister.  An  able  political 
pamphleteer,  he  defended  the  Walpole  government 
against  the  opposition  paper  the  Craftsman  .  As  a  hopelessly 
bad  poet,  he  inspired  Alexander  Pope, 
the  greatest  poet  of  his  time.  And  as 
historian,  he  succeeded  brilliantly  in 
capturing  (and  demolishing)  the  court  of 
Queen  Caroline  in  his  Memoirs 


Tho  writing  of  gay  history  poses 
unique  problems  Little  is  known 
about  gay  people  because  of  a  sys- 
tematic and  sustained  effort  through- 
out time  to  suppress  or  destroy  all 
evidence  of  our  existence.  Before  we 
can  go  on  to  assess  the  relationship 
of  gay  people  to  the  society  of  the 
day,  we  must  engage  in  a  preliminary 
accumulation  of  evidence.  Our  first 
task  Is  simply  to  demonstrate  that  we 
did  exist. 

The  evidence  which  the  historian  of 
homosexuality  must  use  Is  often  more 
complex  and  problematic  than 
socially  sanctioned  documents  like 
marriage  certificates  and  family  por- 
|  traits.  Such  demonstrations  of  hetero- 
I  sexual  credentials  are  essentially  cos- 
I  metlc,  and  for  our  purposes  must  be 
[  shown  to  be  unreliable  In  and  of 
themselves,  given  the  attitudes  cur- 
rent about  homosexuality. 
If  Is  only  In  a  modem  urban  society 
,  that  the  kind  ol  developed  sub-culture 
and  the  schizophrenic  life-style  of  the 
closet  homosexual  Is  possible.  It  Is 
possible  because  the  work  place  and 
the  home  and  the  social  environment

are  often  so  separated  that  fellow  _ 
workers  do  not  know  anything  about 
a  person's  activities  after  work.  One 
can  lead  a  number  of  quite  distinctly 
compartmentalized  and  fragmented 
lives  which  do  not  Impinge  one  on  the 
other  except  In  the  psychological 
sense. 

This  would  not  have  been  as 
possible  in  pre-lndu atrial  society 
except  for  those  few  In  positions  of 
power  and  privilege.  It  would  have 
been  extremely  difficult  for  people  In 
other  strata  to  hide  their  sexual  activi- 
ties from  the  disapproving  eyes  of 
neighbours  and  the  Intervention  of 
the  authorities.  Therefore  the  camou- 
flage, the  disguise,  must  necessarily 
have  been  more  complete.  The  most 
obvious  disguise  Is  marriage  or  at 
least  a  convincing  Interest  In  hetero- 
sexual activity. 

The  article  which  follows  demons- 
trates the  kind  of  evidence  which  can 
be  used  In  order  to  prove  the  homo- 
sexual orientation  of  a  particular  his- 
torical figure,  in  this  case  the  eight- 
eenth century  courtier,  politician  and 
author.  Lord  Hervey. 


Lord  Hervey  Is  not  widely  known 
outside  the  specialized  fields  of  eight- 
eenth century  English  literature  and 
history,  although  more  people  will  be 
familiar  with  a  poem  which  attacks 
him  under  another  name.  This  Is  Alex- 
ander Pope's  "Epistle  to  Dr.  Arbuth- 
nol"  and  the  'Sporus'  portrait  con- 
tained therein  Is  often  regarded  as  the 
most  Inspired  and  most  vicious  bit  of 
satiric  Invective  In  English  literature. 

Is  it  merely  coincidence  that  Alexan- 
der Pope  should  have  reserved  some 
of  his  most  vitriolic  poetry  for  a 
homosexual?  We  should  remember 
that  the  history  of  gay  people  cannot 
easily  be  separated  from  the  history 
of  homophobia,  the  Irrational  fear  and 
hatred  of  gay  people.  In  fact,  we  often 
learn  as  much  about  the  haired  as  we 
do  about  the  homosexual.  Only  part 
of  the  evidence  for  Lord  Hervey's 
homosexuality  comes  from  his  own 
pen.  ft  also  comes  from  the  homo- 
phobic accusations  and  innuendoes 
of  enemies  fueled  as  much  by  their 
distaste  for  homosexuality  as  by  their 
dislike  of  Lord  Hervey  the  man.

The  mass  media  -  the  daily 
press,  television,  radio-  reach  millions  It 
is  crucial  that  we  monitor  the  coverage 
homosexuals  receive  there  Gay  people 
are  attempting  to  uncover  our  lost  history 
and  we  want  to  share  some  of  thai 
research  with  our  readers 
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in  Toronto  lor  the  last  five  years.  Paul,  a 
student  of  English  literature  at  the 
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Lady  Mary  Wortley  Monlagu  (c.  1720) 

"This  world."  Lady  Mary  Wortley  Montagu  once 
obsen'ed,  "consists  of  men,  women  and  Hervey s."  in 
time  Lady  Mary's  jeu  d'esprit  became  the  classicstate- 
ment  on  her  very  close  friend.  Lord  Hervey.  It  antici- 
pated the  thrust  of  Hervey  commentators  and  critics  for 
the  rest  of  the  eighteenth  century  and  beyond. 

sines  Pulteney's  earlier  portrait  of  Hervey. 
Pope  here  vividly  reinforces  the  image  of

Horace  Walpole  suggested  many 
years  later  that  'there  were  three 
sexes:  men.  women  and  Herveys  "  For 
by  the  time  ot  Walpoles  paraphrase  ol 
Lady  Mary's  joke,  Herveys  persona,  of 
which  his  sexuality  was  a  major  part,  had 

i  firmly  established  It  was  the 

product  of  over  twenty  years  of  myth- 
ologizing  ot  Lord  Hervey  s  appearance 
and  sexual  onentation  in  the  works  of 
William  Pulleney,  Alexander  Pope,  Henry 
Fielding,  and  a  host  of  pamphleteers, 
playwnghts  and  novelists.  The  mythical 
Lord  Hervey.  the  creature  of  the  third  sex 
humorously  presented  by  Lady  Mary, 
had  become  the  reality  even  before  his 
death  in  1743. 

William  Pulteney,  at  one  time  one  ol 
Hervey's  closest  friends,  was  the  firsl  to 
elaborate  dramatically  on  Lady  Mary's 
image  of  Hervey's  sexual  ambiguity. 
Hervey  had  |ust  loined  the  ministry  of  Sir 
Robert  Walpole.  and  Pulteney,  the  leader 
of  the  opposition,  vigorously  assaulted 
Lord  Hervey  in  a  pamphlet: 

What?  hurt  Mr.  Falnkyvel  -  What  would 
the  ladies  say?  -  Nay.  you  Know  lhal  he 

composition  ot  the  two  sexes  that  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  distinguish  which  is  most  pre- 

Bul  though  it  would  be  barbarous  tv 
handle  such  a  delicate  Hermaphrodite, 
such  e  preny  Master-Miss  In  too  rough  a 
manner,  yet  you  must  give  me  reave,  my 
dear,  to  give  you  s  little  gentle  correction 
tor  your  own  good... 
Pulteney's  use  of  the  term  'hermaph- 
rodite' here  seems  to  be  solely  as  a  term 
of  abuse,  le,  meaning  homosexual. 

Four  years  later,  reacting  to  a  vicious 
personal  attack  by  Lord  Hervey  and  Lady 
Mary,  Pope  published  his  "Epistle  From 
Mr.  Pope  to  Dr.  Arbuthnot ".  In  the  mere 
use  of  the  obscure  name  'Sporus'  it  is 
clear  that  Pope's  intent  is  to  associate 
Lord  Hervey  with  "unnatural"  sexual 
.  practices  We  read  in  Suetonius'  Uvea 
i  of  the  Twelve  Caesars  that  the  original 
Sporus  was  Nero's  wife: 

Nol  satis'ieo  wiln  seducing  tree  bom 
i         boys  and  married  women,  Nero  raped 
the  Vestal  Virgin  Rubna  Having  tried  to 
turn  the  boy  Sporus  into  a  girt  by  cas-

There  is  no  disguising  Ihe  fact  that 
Hervey's  composition  had  a  definitely 
homosexual  strain,  and  that,  far  from 
concealing  his  tendencies,  he  was  apt  to 
underline  them  "  With  this  observation 
Peter  Quennell.  writing  in  1953.  became 
the  first  modem  critic  to  translate  the 
figurative  and  euphemistic  "Hermaph- 
rodite". "Master-Miss",  and  third  sex  into 
a  well  known  sexual  orientation  Pulleney 
himself  had  insinuated  that  Hervey  was  a 
practising  homosexual: 

There  is  a  certain  unnatural  reigning  vice 
(indecent  and  almost  shocking  to  men- 
tion) which  hath,  ot  lata,  been  severely 
punished  in  a  neighbonng  nation.  It  is 
welt  known  that  there  must  be  two  par- 
ties In  this  enme;  the  Pathick  and  Ihe 
Agent;  both  equally  guilty  I  need  not  ex* 
plain  these  faults   The  proof  ot  the  crane 
heth  been  generally  made  by  the  Pafhick; 
Out  I  believe  that  evidence  will  not  be  ob- 
tained Quite  so  easily  tn  ihe  case  of  cor- 
uplion  when  a  man  en)oys  every  moment

Pulteney's  point  is  that  one  is  corrupt  (or 
homosexual  by  analogy)  when  one 
becomes  party  to  corruption  (or  homo- 
sexual activity) ;  however  passively  one  is 
involved  in  the  "enme".  one  is  still  guilty 
Assuming  this  is  the  case  (ol  course  now 
we  can  lake  out  the  unnatural'  part) 
there  is  no  question  that  Hervey 
was  homosexual  as  well  as  hetero- 
sexual (He  did,  after  all,  have  eight 
children!) 

The  evidence  for  Hervey's  homosexu- 
ality is  in  his  letters,  even  in  the  cen- 
sored version  edited  by  the  protective 
6th  Earl  ot  llchester,  Stephen  Fox's  des- 
cendant. Here  is  some  of  the  confirma- 
tory evidence- for  Hervey's  love  relations 
with  males,  relations  which  were  continu- 
ous throughout  his  life. 

There  is  no  denying  the  tact  that 
Hervey  loved  Stephen  Fo*  This  is 
graphically  conveyed  in  over  six  years  of 
passionate  love  letters  Particularly  re- 
vealing is  the  following,  written  by 
Hervey 

Tother  day  el  dinner  at  Lord  Harring- 
ton's, Su  William  Irby  sal  ne*i  io  me.  and 
Lord  Chancellor  designing  to  dnnk  his 
health  and  taking  him  lor  you,  called  to 
him  by  your  name   when,  without  the 
affectation  I  assure  you  I  coloured,  and 
felt  just  as  I  imagine  your  favourite  mis- 
tress would  have  done  upon  the  same 
occasion  Don't  despise  me  lor  these 
little  particulars,  but  llaner  your  vanity 
with  reflecting  that  to  teach  such  a  way 
Of  thinking  io  so  good  a  courtier  is  nor 
less  prool  ot  your  power,  thai  it  would  be 
to  establish  Chnstlanity  in  Turkey  or  chas 
trry  m  Swallow  Street 
In  another  letter,  written  iust  five  months 
after  they  met,  Hervey  specifically  refers 
to  marks  on  his  body  left  by  Stephen 


Vou  havo  left  some  si 
behind  you  that  I  assure  you  (Ufa  any 
satisfaction  to  you  to  know  it)  you  ant  not 
m  the  feast  danger  ot  being  forgotten 
The  favours  I  have  received  at  your 
Honours  Hands  are  O'  Such  a  Nature  that 
tno'  Uie  impression  might  wear  out  ot  my 
mmd.  yer  they  are  written  m  such  lasting 
characters  upon  every  Umb,  that  W  im- 
possible forme  to  fookonaLagvan 
Arm  without  having  my  memory  refresh  d. 
I  have  some  thoughts  ot  o'posing  tne 
marks  of  your  poltisonene  (lewdness)  to 
move  Compassion,  as  the  Beggars  that 
have  been  Slaves  at  Jerusalem  doe  the 
burnt  Crucifix  upon  their  Arms,  they  have 
remain  d  so  long  fhar  I  cegin  ro  think  Way 
are  equally  indelible. 
"What  else."  Robert  Halsband,  HervSy's 
scholarly  modem  biographer  rhetorically 
asks,   "could  Hervey  have  meant  except 
that  he  Still  bore  the  marks  ol  love- 
making  ">  that  he  is  reliving  the  delicious 
moments  of  Stephen's  caresses  which 
were  vigorous  enough  to  leave  visible 
^black  and  blue)  marks  on  his  limbs'" 
Hervey  s  passionate  love  (or  Francesco 
Algarotti.  Ihe  poet  and  populanzer  of 
Newton  who  later  became  Fred e nek  the 
Great's  lover,  is  illustrated  in  letters  to 
Algarotti  himself  as  well  as  letters  to 
Lady  Mary  and  to  Stephen's  younger 
brother,  Henry  Fox. 

There  are  Other  signs  of  Hervey's 
homosexuality  in  Ihe  letters  and  else- 
where. As  Halsband  points  out,  Hervey  s 
intimate  friend  and  legatee.  Thomas  Win- 
ninglon  (included  in  the  Hogarth  paint- 
ing "Lord  Hervey  and  His  Friends"),  was 
more  than  casually  associated  with  the 
notorious  Lord  Lincoln  (who  was  famous 
among  his  friends  lor  his  large  penis  and 
his  indefatigable  use  ol  it,"  according  to 
Charles  Hanbury  Williams  and  Horace 
Walpole)   In  a  letter  written  shortly  after 
Hervey's  death.  Williams,  another  close 
friend  of  Hervey's.  links  Winnington. 
Hervey  and  Lord  Lincoln    "Upon  my  word 
Lord  Hervey  has  left  Winnington  a  very 
handsome  legacy  and  I  suppose  he'll 
enter  into  possession  immediately  -  1 
suppose  Lord  Lincoln  won'l  push  at  him 
any  more.  If  he  does,  Hervey  will 
certainly  appear  backward  to  him." 

Yet.  beyond  the  hard  facts  of  Hervey's 
'homoerolic  passion"  or  "sentimental 
sodomy"  as  Halsband  calls  it  at  one 
poini,  is  the  aura  ol  the  homosexual  per- 
sonality that  permeates  Hervey's  life  and 
works  This  ambience  of  homosexuality, 
suggested  by  his  lifestyle,  his  associ- 
ations, and  his  wit,  albeit  a  subjective 
assessment,  is  ot  equal  significance  to 
Ihe  more  specific  question  of  whether

Hervey  actually  Had  sen  with  Stephen 
Fo*  and/or  Count  Algarotti 

Given  Hervey's  importance  al  court 
and  in  the  government,  and  given  Ihe 
deeply  covert  nature  of  homosexual 
aclivity  (especially  in  the  eight  eenih 
ceniury  when  n  was  a  mapr  crime 
punishable  by  dealh  in  some  cases),  it 
would  be  virtually  impossible  to 
document  a  person  ol  Lord  Hervey's 
position  having  homosexual  relations 
For  Hervey.  despite  what  Peter  Quen- 
nell  says,  appears  to  have  lived  with 
caution.  There  are  notable  exceptions  in 
those  less  careful,  daring  souls  who 
seemed  to  make  no  real  attempt  to  hide 
(heir  homosexuality,  even  in  the  eight- 
eenth century.  Count  Algarotti  himself 
and  William  BecMord,  the  Gothic  novel- 
ist, are  two  ol  these  in  the  literary  world 
(There  is  little  conoborating  evidence  for 
other  authors  who  were  allegedly  prac- 
tising homosexuals,  such  as  Thomas 
Gray  and  Horace  Walpole  )  It  ts  indeed 
rare  that  we  find  such  documentation  of 
homosexual  activity  as  Voltaire's  des- 
cription, in  a  letter  to  Frederick  the  Great, 
of  Algarotti's  sodlmislng  the  handsome 
young  male  secretary  of  the  French 
Ambassador 
Suf  when. 

I  see  the  lender  Algarotti

Unlike  Pope.  Hervey  is  very  much  an 
actrve  participant  in  the  world  he  damns 
in  his  wnlings  As  Oliver  Elton  observes. 
He  was  bom  into  a  society  which  he 
was  loo  clever  to  like  and  not  strong 
enough  lo  quit."  Lord  Hervey,  the  eldest 
son  of  the  Earl  of  Bnstol,  was  inherently 
a  part  of  Ihe  wealthy,  anslocratic  world  of 
the  London  of  the  early  eighteenth  cent- 
ury This  very  real  power  and  wealth  of 
Lord  Hervey.  along  with  his  close  rela- 
tionships with  other  ansiocrats  such  as 
Lady  Mary,  exasperated  the  upwardly 
mobile,  mrddte  class,  Alexander  Pope 
Like  so  many  who  aspired  lo  acceptance 
by  the  upper  class.  Pope  idealized  the 
aristocracy  as  symbolic  earners  of  the 
moral  and  cultural  tradition  This  Tory 
nostalgia  ted  him  to  react  strongly 
against  what  he  saw  as  Hervey's  abuse 
ol  his  anstocralic  responsibility  After  all, 
people  like  Hervey  and  Lady  Mary,  per- 
sonified and  therefore  defined  the 
conventions  ol  society  For  Pope,  con- 
vention was  sacred  This  conviction 
added  to  the  urgency  of  his  attack.  Not 
only  were  they  betraying  him  person- 
ally (as  former  fnends).  bul  Hervey  and 
Lady  Mary  were  also  betraying  the  ans- 
tocralic ideal  as  exempted  By  Lord 
Bathursl  and  Lord  Burlington. 

Pope  sensed  the  existence  of  a  coterie 
around  Lord  Hervey.  Lady  Mary  and 
Count  Algarotti  within  the  coun  circle, 
which  shared  literary  and  sexual  as  well 
as  political  interests  antithetical  to  his 
own  Pope  deplored  the  selfishness,  the 
exclusiveness.  and  the  vanity  ol  this  in- 
cestuous group  Probably  Pope  was  not 
familiar  with  fhe  particulars  ol  the  inter- 
relationships thai  existed  among  Lady 
Mary.  Lord  Hervey.  and  Algarotti  -  that 
Lady  Mary  and  Lord  Hervey  shared  a 
passionate  (and  unrequited,  in  al  leasl 
Lady  Mary's  case)  love  for  Algarotti,  who 
lefi  them  both  for  greener  pastures  in 
Berlin.  Lady  Mary  was.  without  a  doubt, 
more  suited  to  the  amoral,  worldly, 
cynical  society  of  Lord  Hervey  and 
Algarotli  than  lo  the  chaste,  more  spirit- 
ual world  of  the  artist  Pope  saw  this, 
eventually,  and  so  identified  Lady  Mary 
with  Lord  Hervey  in  his  saiires

To  Pope,  the  relationship  between 
Lady  Mary  and  Hervey  was  essentially 
unhealthy.  Pope  reacted  10  Hervey's 
circle  as  D.H.  Lawrence  reacted  to  ihe

years  later  Lawrence  s  feelings  foward 
the  exclusive  Btoomsbury  set  is  expres- 
sed in  a  letter  to  his  friend  David 
Garnett.

Hervey  -  a  strange,  hybrid  animal  ("bug" 
"spaniel','  "toad','  "Reptile")  who  seems  to 
lack  sensitivity,  compassion,  and  a  sense 
of  the  moral  order  Pope  sees  Lord 


Hervey  as  the  degenerate  aristocrat.  Ihe 

tool  ot  quality ,  and  associates  both 
Hervey  and  Lady  Mary  with  unsavory 

characters. 

Another  source  ol  Pope's  antipathy  to 
Lady  Mary  is  that  he  once  loved  her  In  a 
series  of  letters  (1716-18),  Pope  declares 
hts  devotion  to  Lady  Mary  Probably 
assuming  thai  Pope  was  wniing  in  the 
alfected  epistolary  slyle  of  the  seven- 
teenth cenlury  French  romantic  letter 
wnters,  she  neither  encouraged  nor 
checked  these  advances  Yet,  as  the 
most  likely  story  goes,  Lady  Mary 
laughed  when  Pope  made  a  passionate 
declaration  ol  love,  and  Pope  terminated 
the  relationship. 

Already  bored  with  mamage  to  a 
rather  dreary  person  (Edward,  her  hus- 
band, was  most  noled  tor  his  thrift},  Lady 
Mary  sought  out  men  who  accepted  her 
as  an  equal   In  the  company  ol  gay  men, 
Lady  Mary  felt  stronger  To  Lord  Hervey 
and  Count  Algarotti  she  was  not  |ust  a 
woman,  but  a  fellow  writ  Aggressive  and 
not  confined  lo  her  stereotyped  role  as  a 
woman  (she  chased  poor  Algarotti  for  a 
number  ol  years,  leaving  her  family  and 
couniry  lo  find  the  "Elyslan  Fields"  in  his 
company),  she  was  buoyed  by  accep- 
tance into  the  exclusive  society  ol  gay 
wits  Here  she  could  escape  from  the 
'straight'  heterosexual  world  where 
women  were  regarded  as  something  less 
than  men  {and  even  something  less  than 
human).  As  a  writer  and  thinker  she 
found  sustenance  and  early  recognition 
and  slatus  (as  Virginia  Woolf  found  in  the 
Bloomsbury  clique)  in  her  relationship 
with  Lord  Hervey  and  Algarotti. 

In  spile  of  the  laci  thai  Pope  offers  his 
own  masculine  persona  in  opposition  to 
the  effeminate  and  obscene  persona  ol 
Lord  Hervey  in  ihe  "Epistle  to  Dr  Arbuth- 
not"  il  is  Pope  himself  not  Hervey  or 
Lady  Mary,  who  ts  somewhat  ol  a  sexual 
anomaly   Unmarried,  childless,  and  phys- 
ically delormed,  Pope  had  romances  only 
in  his  imagination,  with  the  exception  of 
his  lifelong  Platonic  relationship  with 
Martha  Blount.  Pope,  it  appears  from 
most  available  evidence,  was  in  the  dis- 
tinct minority  of  a  non-practising  hetero- 
sexual. Lord  Hervey,  the  representative 
of  the  third  sex,  on  the  other  hand, 
enjoyed  at  leasl  four  requited  love  affairs 
spanning  twenty  years,  two  wilh  each  of 
Ihe  sexes.  Q

When  I  first  read  C.A  Tnpp's  The 
Homosexual  Matrix  two  months  ago  I 
was  delighted  by  the  diversity  in  its 
picture  of  homosexuality,  the  logic  by 
which  it  devastates  the  familar  cliches, 
and  its  awareness  ot  "Ihe  labyrinthine 
'  human  ambivalence."  (272) 
Intermittently  in  the  meantime 
ated  the  book  and  the  escalating  debate 
it  has  spurred  in  the  press  both  straight 
and  gay  I  aver  that  sexuality  is  complex, 
Dr.  Tnpp's  book  is  complex;  ihe  debate 
is  complex.  And  the  more  I  sift  these 
complexities,  the  more  I  find  that  sexual- 
ity still  baffles  our  logics,  thai  the  Matrix 
is  a  deceptive  book  inadequate  to  fts 
task,  and  that  the  gay  movement  errs  to 
espouse  it  even  lor  a  moment  in  ils 
present  form 

Dr  Tripp's  staled  aim  is  "to  combine 
quite  a  number  of  common  and  not  so 
common  observations  into  a  new  picture 
ol  sexual  events  -  one  which  has  been 
analysed  with  an  eclectic  psychology, 
and  with  an  eye  to  both  anthropological 
and  biological  considerations  "  (ix)  His 
preface  makes  ngorous  claims  tor  his 
methodology:  "to  slay  as  empirical  and 
inductive  as  possible  "  He  sees  Ihe  sludy 
as  "mainly  a  synthesis  ralher  lhan  being 
statistical  in  its  own  right," 

But  on  page  after  page  Dr  Tripp 
makes  staiement  after  statement  for 
which  there  is  neither  firsthand  empirical 
support  nor  reference  lo  previous  studies 
(as  one  mighl  fairly  expect  ol  an  Induc- 
tive "synthesis").  Ol  the  292  lilies  listed 
as  "Reference  Notes."  only  about  100  are 
relerred  to  in  the  lext,  most  of  Ihese  are 
concentrated  unevenly  in  seven  ol  Ihe 
book's  twelve  chapiers.  and  none  give 
page  references.  Dr  Tnpp  makes  il 
lough  for  us  to  test  his  analysis.  Claiming 
to  use  Kinsey  s    sampling  techniques 
and  styles  ol  close-up  observation"  (viii), 
he  so  conceals  his  methodology- that  one 
must  accept  scores  of  observations  on 
faith  alone  Safe  lo  say  thai  I  have  never 
before  read  a  book  which  stales  so  often 
the  evidence  says  that"  wilhout  even 
minimally  indicating  the  source  of  that 
evidence 

"Faith"  is  the  right  word.  Dr  Tripp 
invites  it  by  repeatedly  mystifying  the 
"sex  researcher "  Over  and  over  the 
reader  meets  claims  for  the  "sophis- 
ticated observer"  (243}  capable  ol  seeing 
"below  the  surface"  (3)  and  speaking  "at 
higher  levels  of  semantic  precision"  (35) 
than  the  rest  of  us  ordinary  joes  or 
psychotherapists. 

Besides  the  frequent  use  of  this  rhetor- 
ic to  bolster  unevidenced  ex  cathedra 
claims,  there  are  two  further  problems: 
first,  the  male  establishmentarian  pos- 
ition Dr.  Tnpp  himself  lakes,  even  in  this 
reference  lo    men"  which  forgets  some- 
how Dr.  Evelyn  Hooker  and  Or  Virginia 
Johnson.  Such  a  position  is  anything  but 
"objective."  Second,  Dr  Tripp's  own  car- 
eer: he  refers  in  his  preface  lo  "my  own 
previous  work  as  a  sex  researcher"  (vii), 
and  though  he  allows  that  he  was  never 
a  member  of  the  Kinsey  Research  staff, 
he  omfts  what  the  dust  jacket  recalls: 
"Dr.  C.A,  Tripp  is  now  a  psychologist 
and  psych olherapi si  practising  in  New 
York."  One  suspects  that  the  mystifrca- 
tion  of  sex  researchers  and  indiscnmm- 
ate  dismissal  of  psychothe rapists  emerge 
from  a  self-duplicity  wilhin  Dr.  Tripp  him- 
self, out  whatever  their  source  they  help 
to  minimize  this  book's  integrity 

AJso  deceptive  are  the  implications  of 
the  title.  The  "scientific"  ring  of  Matrix  is 
no  less  misleading  lhan  the  article  The's 
implied  exhaustiveness  and  unity. 
"Matrix"  is  used  only  four  times  m  (he 
book,  two  of  these  m  the  preface;  m 
every  case,  its  use  is  casual.  There 
appear  in  fact  to  be  nol  one  but  two 
matrices:  homosexuality  s  "own  matnx 
and  the  social  matrix  in  which  it  occurs 
(ix)  Fuzzy  enough''  As  for  ihe  definite 


article,  the  glaring  omissions  lo  be  noted 

below  impair  its  claim  lor  exhaustrveness 
and  Ihe  nearly  complete  discreteness  Ol 
chapters  7-12  its  claim  lor  unity   1  see  no 
necessary  relation,  lor  example,  between 
the  notions  of  complemenianty  and  resis- 
tance developed  in  early  chapters  and 
the  issues  of  the  later  chapters  So  a 
less  deceptive  title  tor  the  book  might  be 
Speculative  Essays  on  Male  Homo- 
sexuality and  Society,  by  a  Practis- 
ing Psychotherapist  With  a  Long-Time 
Interest  In  Sex  Research. 

Dr,  Tnpp  has  a  roving  mind,  and  his 
book  is  nch  with  speculations.  Since  its 
mode  is  self-assu redness,  only  rarely  ad- 
mitting to  the  uncertainty  or  debatability 
ol  its  claims,  Ihe  reader  must  proceed 
with  unusual  caution  or  be  easily  misled 
As  the  reviewer  lor  Psychology  Today 
(herself  a  sex-researcher|  remarked,  she 
was  on  page  70  before  she  realized  he 
was  talking  only  about  msJe  homo- 
sexuals, 

In  view  of  these  red  hemngs,  I've  elec- 
ted to  devote  mosl  ot  my  space  here  to 
Ihe  first  five  chapters  and  indicate  what  a 
cautious  reading  might  disclose.  Then  I 
will  speak  very  selectively  ol  Ihe  later 
chapters,  though  Ihe  hemngs  there  are 
no  less  rife. 

Dr  Tripp  opens  with  an  apt  dismissal 
of  the  "new  liberalism"  and  "tolerance" 
we've  seen  since  Ihe  "sexual  revolu- 
tion." These  are  superficial,  "the  truth  is 
that  almost  nobody  is  very  liberated."  (3) 
After  a  token  historical  survey  of  tra- 
ditional religious  and  modem  psychiatric 
a nti- homosexuality,  he  gives  biology  "the 
first  word."  (9)  8ul  his  key  use  ol  the 
biological  imperative  Is  concealed  In  Ihe 
second  chapter,  concerning  "inversion." 

Here  Dr.  Tnpp  separates  "gender 
rales'  from  "gender  identity,"  a  move 
that  makes  possible  useful  distinctions 
between  various  forms  ot  transvestism 
including  -  it  appears  -  Iransexuallty 
(though  one  must  question  whether  the 
latter  is  as  linked  to  Ihe  former  as  Dr 
Tnpp  implies)  But  Ihis  separation  does 
nol  hold.  Dr.  Tripp  evokes  the  "primal 
sex  scene    in  which  "the  male  is  always 
"male."  is  always  aggressive"  and  the 
lemale    always  passive"  (23),  and  his 
notions  of  "pnmary  gender-roles"  (23) 
and  their  "inversion,"  however  frequent 
the  inversion,  maintain  a  basic  assump- 
tion of  biological  determinism  in  terms  of 
aggress  ion -passivity.  There  is.  at  the  root 
of  his  theory,  a  "natural  dominance  dif- 
ference between  the  sexes."  (48)  This  is 
unproven.  and  his  later  arguments 
depend  upon  it. 

They  also  depend  upon  an  assumption 
whose  importance  might  be  overlooked. 
In  observing  that  most  known  societies 
have  "widened  the  breach"  of  this  bio- 
logical difference,  Dr  Tripp  poses  a  very 
interesting  question:  why  have  they?  And 
his  second  key  assumption  hides  In  his 
answer  to  this.  "Part  of  the  answer  is  un- 
mistakable," he  says.  "Something  within 
Ihe  sexual  psychology  ot  man  requires  a 
higher  level  of  stress  between  the  sexes 
than  biology  alone  requires."  (48)  His 
casual  "pari  ot  the  answer"  is  mislead- 
ing; his  subsequent  theory  assumes  that 
ail  of  the  answer  lies  within  a  psycho- 
logical requirement  ot  difference  between 
the  genders  (or,  thanks  lo  ihe  action  ol 
gender- inversion,  between  the  gender- 
roles).  If  we  accept  the  psychologizing  of 
this  "requirement"  as  absolute,  it  seems 
to  me  that  we  have  no  choice  but  to 
follow  him  inio  his  theory  of  "resis- 
tance." But  there  is  no  argument  pul 
forth  in  this  book  for  accepting  it;  even  ils 
status  as  an  assumption  is  concealed  in 
casualness. 

"Resistance"  is  the  exacerbation  of  Ihe 
difference  between  the  sexes  and.  by  ex- 
tension, between  same-sex  partners. 
Erotic  "zest"  (an  "objective,"  value-tree 
term?)  requires  it.  (59,  64.  65)  Resis- 
tance is  not  anger  -  Herbert  Hendm  in 
the  New  Yon*  Times  was  wrongheaded 
to  so  misread  it  -  but  rather  a  quite 
vague  caiegory  which  may  involve 
"fights  and  clashes"  (59),  a  more  dil- 
fuse  "tension,"  "antagonism,"  "dis- 
tance," "foreignness."  or  exaggerated 
distinctions  between  the  sexes  Dr 
Tnpp's  favonte  melaphors  for  it  are  ihe 
"battlelme"  (i  19)  and  the    spark  gap" 
(39,40,  64,  73-4.  100), 

Erotic  "zest"  requires  resistance,  how- 
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ever,  only  to  a  certain  degree,  an 
"opbmaJ  distance  between  the  partners 
(61).  because  there  (s  a  counter-lore*  ol 
attraction  due  10   complementation     l" 
terms  Of   pnmal-scene   biology,    the 

m  often  destined     to  find  each 
other  attractive   because  "there  ts  s 
mutual  til  m  (hen  differing  modes  of 
being  dominant  and  submissive     (55) 
The  casual  language  again  belies  the 
debatable  but  unde bated  assumption  ol 
biological  determinism   And  again,  if  we 
accept  this  we  may  have  no  choice  but 
10  follow  Or   Tnpp's  theory,  this  lime  into 
complementation, '  the  Jack  Sprat 
theory  ot  compatibility 

Biology,  then,  has  all  ol  us  seeking  lo 
complele  ourselves  by  finding  our  com- 
plement in  a  partner  and  simultaneously 
has  us  resisting  completion    A  paradox 
{1 19),  yes.  and  not  objectionaJ  as  such 
Or  Tnpp's  theory  is  objectionable 
because  Of  the  concealed  assumpUons 
ol  biological  determinism.  Or  ol  biology 
as  read  by  a  delermmisi  psycholhera- 
pisi,  (or  isn  I  the  'pnmal  scene"  a  psycho- 
analytic, not  a  biological  idea1 

One  might  pause  here  to  acknowledge 
the  currenl  doubt  among  social  scien- 
tists about  I  he  theory  ol  "male  bonding" 
which  Or  Tnpp  accepts  unreservedly, 
and  Hilde  Hem's  argument  in  Philos- 
ophical Forum  (Fall-Winter  1973-74) 
thai  Iheones  ol  complementation  are  in- 
escapably sexist  in  that  they  are  always 
posed  from  a  male  perspective  to 
resolve  the  "problem"  ol  Ihe  other,  ol 
Femininity 

And  surely  one  should  pause  lo  ask 
just  what  the  "spark  gap"  theory  ex- 
plains Dr  Tnpp  first  finds  lhat  11  ex- 
plains observed  cultural  patterns  I  musl 
leave  this  to  anthropologists  to  lesl.  Or 
Tnpp  also  finds  tl  explaining  in  pan  the 
sell-corn  pile  it  subjugation  ol  women,  but 
in  a  rare  recognition  ol  his  theory's  limits 
he  allows  thai  Ihe  eliology  ol  this  is  still 
m  ways  "quile  obscure  "  (41)  Finally,  Dr 
Tnpp's  examples  suggest  that  the  "spark 
gap"  theory  would  explain  cu  no  si  lies  ol 
individual  relationships,  bul  I  submit  that 
interpreting  Ihe  complex  relation  between 
paired  humans  by  his  spark  gap  model 
would  be  as  flexible  as  he  shows  the 
psychoanalytic  model  to  be.  A  physicist 
can  determine  Ihe " optimal  distance  '  in  a 
spark  plug,  but  Dr  Tripp's  model  works 
only  after  ihe  lacl   II  worked''  Ihen  you 
had  "optimal  distance,"  It  didn't?  then 
you  wete  too  close  or  too  lar  apart.  In 
terms  of  personal  therapy,  the  most  ob- 
vious use  ol  Dr  Tnpp's  theory,  Ihe 
model  does  little  more  than  to  legitimize 
an  mdelerminale  amouni  of  res  is  lance  m 
erotic  contexts  and  lo  legislate  lhat 
where  "resistance"  is  not,  neither  is 
there  "zest"  bul  only  an  unexciting  "com- 
promise "  Any  truss  we  have  had  in  the 
book's  "ob|ectivity"  must  vanish  when  we 
read  the  value-charged  language  thai 
describes  this  "compromise"    "Many 
people  are  philosophically  prepared  to 
renounce  Ihe  drama  and  excitements  ot 
sex,  especially  when  Ihese  are  gradually 
replaced  by  a  gentle,  comfortable  com- 
patibility "  (66) 

Dr  Tnpp's  argument  tor  the  etiology  ol 
erolic  "directionality"  -  an  individual's 
moiivation  towards  homosexual  or  heter- 
osexual activities  -  I  find  less  flawed. 
Neither  instincts  nor  hormones,  he  ar- 
gues, are  determinant.  Directionality 
derives  "Irom  whal  is  individually  learned 
and  experienced  in  personal  and  social 
settings  "  t'6|  A  complex  learning 
process  he  calls  "locussing-in"  gradually 
eroticizes  "local  details"  ot  a  situalion, 
and  particular  aspects  ol  the  gender- 
obieci  are  among  these  details  Prepub- 
escent  diversity  of  stimulation  gives  way 
to  narrower  channels  -  by  means  ol  very 
diverse  processes  which,  given  individu- 
alized, indented  "neurologic  structures" 
(20),  evolve  an  elaborate  "sexual  value 
syslem  "  (21)  But  lhis  argument  suffers 
from  being  yoked  lo  complementation 
heterosexual  and  homosexual  direetion- 
alities  stnve  lor  "the  symbolic  posses- 
sion of  Ihese  attributes  ol  a  partner 
which,  when  added  to  ones  own,  (ill  out 
ihe  illusion  of  completeness     (100)  And 
rl  doesn't  convince  me  in  arguing  against 
all  narcissism  (981  or  thai  "supermas- 
culine  homosexuals"  like  Wyatt  Earp(') 
have  more  "balance  and  pliancy"  than 
supermasculine  heterosexuals  (96) 
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The  theory  ol  ihe  "sexual  value  sys- 
tem  makes  (or  minor  difficulties  m  using 
the  words  "homosexual    and  "homo- 
sexuality '   Dr   Tnpp  rejects  as    UndaAfr 
able"  the  «Jea  ot   lalent  homosexuality 
(263)  bul  he  onen  uses  the  word   overt" 
(80  er  passim)  A   homosexual    is  one 
who  has  eroticized  same-sex  attnbules. 
on  this  Or  Tnpp  is  dear  But  he  allows 
the  word  "homosexuality   to  refer  at 
times  to  homosexuals  collectively  con- 
sidered and  a!  times  simply  to  homo- 
sexual ads.  an  ambiguity  which  may  be 
necessary  bul  which  is  never  made  ex- 
pilot 

Chapters  6-10  are  miscellaneous  es- 
says lull  ol  insights  lhat  would  earn 
Warden  Pomeruy's  odd  blurb  "should 
prove  a  lountamhead  lor  engendenng  a 
generation  ot  research     Dr  Tnpp  ol 
course  but  rarely  suggests  that  his 
points  are  more  hypothetical  than 
demonstrated  In  "Sex  Techniques'  and 
Bnef  Encounters  and  Ongoing  Relation- 
ships," lot  an  example  ot  a  suggestive 
hypothesis,  he  proposes  that  there  may 
be  no  such  ihing  as    pure  sex"  since 
nearly  all  sexual  arousal  turns  out  lo  be 
replete  with  conceptual  and  symbolic 
connotations ."  (H4,  157)  Here  is  fuel  lor 
empirical  sexologists 

Bul  this  and  other  proposals  need  to 
be  salvaged  from  his  thoroughgoing  neo- 
Freudian  heritage  Oespite  his  denial  of 
the  existence  of  sexual  instincts,  he  as- 
sumes an  innate    defensive  orientation 
to  lite    which  sounds  suspiciously  like  an 
instinct.  "The  human  animal  can  be  seen 
as  fundamentally  hysterical."  he  says, 
and  our  basic  problems  are  "controlling 
hy stena.  managing  aggression,  and 
regulating  emotional  expression."  (190) 
"Libido"  is  a  working  concept  for  Or. 
Tnpp,  and  you  may  be!  that  women  have 
"a  lower  sex-drive"  (125)  lhan  men  and 
men  have  a  higher  "libidinal  pressure" 
than  women  (197)  A  clever  analysis  of 
effeminacy  appears  in  Chapter  9,  where 
he  is  careful  to  make  a  claim  (or  effem- 
inate mates  that  he  never  makes  for  fem- 
ales "effeminacy  is  no  mere  lack  ol 
masculine  ahributes  "  (200) 

In  the  chapter  on  effeminacy,  as  well 
as  those  on  bnef  encounters  and  "The 
Social  Shapes  ol  Homosexuality,"  the 
cross- cultural  and  monocultural  are  olten 
confused  or  but  belatedly  clarified  (as  on 
page  191  in  Chapter  9)  Despite  much 
nonsense,  the  surveyed  diversity  ol 
homosexuality  is  welcome,  as  Martin 
Duberman  has  pomied  out  One  won- 
ders, however,  il  Ihe  nearly  lotal  absence 
ol  evidence  won't  fail  to  sway  readers 
who  do  nol  already  accept  the  cliches  as 
wrong,  By  relusing  lo  ground  his  sur- 
vey in  historical  matnees  -  be  they  "case 
histories,"  biographies,  or  demographic 
studies  -  Dr  Tnpp  has  weakened  his 
presentation 

When  he  does  admit  a  hisioncal  mat- 
rix, tn  "The  Politics  ol  Homosexuality,"  it 
ts  largely  confined  to  the  boys  of  Boise 
and  to  gossipy  sketches  of  homosexuals 
in  the  US  government  and  media  during 
Ihe  forties  and  fifties   Nine  pages  recount 
Ihe  attacks  on  the  Kmsey  Report,  and 
yel  no  analysis  backs  up  the  one  point 
that  would  make  these  pages  germane 
to  this  essay  "homosexuality  played  a 
surpnsing  role  in  Ihe  late  ol  Ihe  Kinsey 
Research "  (239) 

The  essay  on   The  Question  of  Psycho- 
therapy" includes  a  virtuoso  demons- 
tration ol  the  change- the  rapists'  tech- 
niques to  increase  a  patient's  guilt,  as 
well  as  a  discussion  ot  the  patienl's  com- 
plicity Bul  ihe  blunderbuss  antitherapy 
rhetonc  encourages  us  lo  forget  jusi  how 
much  Dr  Tnpp's  theones  (as  I've  indi- 
cated above)  are  linked  to  psychoanalytic 
assumptions  He  is.  to  be  sure,  one  of 
those  therapists  who,  as  he  says,  "do 
not  like  healthy-sick  formulations,  and 
do  nol  tnjsl  neatly  put  together  portraits 
ol  doom."  (245)  Nevertheless,  we  cannot 
be  too  skeptical  ol  his  male-bound  as- 
sumptions and  theones  Matnx,  the  Latin 
word  lor  "womb,"  has  no  meaningful 
piace  here 

No  one,  but  especially  no  gay  liber- 
ationism should  espouse  this  book  m  its 
presenl  form.  II  is  loo  full  ot  "scientific'' 
certainties  where  skepticism  is  called  "(or 
It  almost  totally  neglects  lesbian  and 
straight  female  sexuality ,  and  when  it 


does  nol  neglect  ihem  it  wrongs  them  by 
the  unquestioning  use  ol  concepts  such 
as    pnmary  gender  rotes"  or  "complem- 
entation    This  is  not  a  matter  ol  Or 
Tnpp's  attempting,  as  the  Advocate'* 
reviewer  has  maintained,    lo  desenbe 
human  sexual  behavior  as  ft  is  "  Very 
little  ol  Dr  Tnpp's  book  is  description, 
and  very  much  is  speculation  based  on 
concealed  assumptions  and  nonexisieni 
evidence 

I'm  glad  George  Whitmore  has  quil  re- 
viewing lor  Ihe  Advocate,  but  it  is  fit  that 
he  delended  Dr  Tnpp  in  its  pages  For 
Dr  Tnpp.  like  Ihe  Advocate,  denies  the 
authenticity  ol  the  gay  liberation  expen- 
ence  Much  as  the  Advocate  blacks  out 
or  minimizes  news  ot  gay  activism,  Dr 
Tnpp  only  three  times  mentions  the  word 
gay,    twice  relemng  lo  bars  and  once  in 
a  sneenng  reference  to  "the  Gay -Lib' 
propaganda  thai  turns  up  in  Ihe  news." 
(229)  And  this  in  a  book  published  in 
1975,  a  book  which  claims  lo  survey   the 
total  situation"  (127)  ol  (North  Ameri- 
can?) homosexuals'  Presumably  gay 
liberation  is  one  ol  ihe   extremes"  (284) 
he  finds  insignificant 

Another  "extreme"  which  Dr  Tripp 
omits  is  homophobia  Several  para- 
graphs on  "the  intensely  personalized 
emotions  lhat  can  stitl  be  aroused  by  the 
homosexual"  (241)  are  hardly  adequate 
to  this  profound,  enduring,  and  vicious 
phenomenon 

Or  Tnpp  is  indeed  wntjng  a  political 
book  and  slyly  pushing,  as  Whitmore 
said,  a  "ceninsi"  position  He  seeks  to 


legitimize  homosexuaMy  by  making  it 
bland  Too  many  pages  run  through 
alternative  aspects  of  gayness  with  a 
dulling  he-may-do-thts  -or-he-  may-do-  thai 
or-he-may-do-nerther  rheionc   Dullness 
governs  even  the  book's  descnption  ot 
camp  -  Oscar  Wilde  has  never  seemed 
SO  tame1 

The  chapter  on  politics  (which  the 
Advocate  reviewer,  like  Publisher's 
Weekly,  found  "worth  the  pnee  ot  ad-  ~~ 
mission)  reveals  more  lhan  H  states  a 
notion  ot  politics  as  no  more  than  the 
vaganes  ol  government  personnel,  a  coy 
refusal  lo  name  J   Edgar  Hoover  or 
Joseph  McCarthy  or  other  sub|ecis  (al- 
though the  Notes  identify  them,  as  they 
do  McCarthy  and.  later.  Irving  Bieber) 
which  comes  across  as  stylistic  closetry, 
and  an  obliviousness  to  whal  even  the 
New  York  Times  has  reported  on  gay 
politics  in  the  last  decade  For  even  an 
Advocate  reviewer  to  accepl  these  qual- 
ities offhandedly  is  preposterous 

But  I'm  as  aeslhelically  edified  lo  see 
Ihe  Advocate  recognizing  and  praising 
an  anli-temale  and  anti-hberalionist  book 
as  I  am  to  see  thai  Herbert  Hendin's 
rash  (il  occasionally  correct)  response 
kept  him  Irom  seeing  iust  how  much 
more  Dr  Tnpp  is  on  his  side  than  on 
ours.  What  il  we  understood  them  all  - 
the  Advocate.  Ernst  van  den  Haag  ol 
Harper's  Or  Hendin,  Dr  Tnpp  -  as  our 
psychotherapist  authot  himsell  describes 
pyschoiherapy  "a  dub  ol  lools  more  lo 
be  leH  alone  than  argued  wilh  ">  (247)

for  a  record  company  scout  to  hang  out", 
I  as  Ms.  saw  it,  when  reviewing  the  Fes- 
i  tival  in  Iheir  December.  1975  issue 
I     One  such  "unknown"  to  appear  at  the 
National  Women's  Music  Festival,  and  to 
Ihen  go  on  to  make  her  first  record  was 
Cris  Williamson,  Cris  and  her  record 
I  were  sponsored  by  Olivia  Records. 
which  is  a  national  women's  recording 
concern. 

The  purpose  for  Olivia  Records  is  lo 
make  high  quality  women's  music  avail- 
able to  Ihe  public,  to  give  women  music- 
ians access  fo  the  recording  industry,  to 
otfer  training  in  Ihe  technical,  musical 


and  other  fields  related  to  the  recording 
industry  and  to  provide  pbs  with  decent 
pay  in  non-oppressive  condition  s. 

The  producing  of  Cns  Williamson's 
"The  Changer  and  the  Changed",  in  my 
view,  fulfills  mosl,  if  not  all,  of  those 
above-mentioned  conditions. 

Cns  Williamson  was  bom  in  Dead- 
wood,  South  Dakota,  and  raised  in  Ihe 
mountains  of  Wyoming  and  Colorado, 
She  has  been  a  professional  musician 
lor  some  twelve  years.  She  plays  piano 
and  guitar  and  performs  her  own  music 
as  well  as  that  of  her  contemporaries 
Her  music  refleds  her  mountain  upbring- 
ing She  is  involved  in  her  music  with 
transmitting  feelings  of  beauty  (or  spintu- 
ality.  nature  and  women 

In  the  excellent  female  tradition  ol  Col- 
lins, King  and  Nyro,  Williamson  sings  In 
a  clear,  deep,  strong  voice.  Williamson, 
in  combination  wilh  her  musical 
accompanists  and  chorus,  is  a  very  up- 
lifting experience.  There  is  an  inhereni 
sense  in  this  music  ol  female  solidanty, 
sapphic  love,  smoothness  and  freedom. 
The  most  stimulating  things  I  person- 
ally found  about  this  record  were  the  lyn- 
cal  content  which  was  tree,  warm,  sen- 
sual and  gay,  and  the  pidures  which  ac-

The 
sixties  fumed  and  rebelled,  the  youth 
movement  started,  blacks  noted  and 
grabbed  for  their  civil  nghts  and  "about 
all  we  did",  as  one  of  the  characters 
says  "was  make  Jane  Fonda  famous."  It 
was  fell  to  be  a  transfiguring  time,  the 
beginning  of  an  aquarian  age.  But  no 
one  was  transfigured  And  Aquarius  just 
made  money  lor  Hail". 

There  are  five  characters  in  a  New 
York  bar  in  this  peculiar  play.  Peculiar 
because  the  characters  never  meet. 
They  all  speak,  of  course,  and  al  length, 
but  we  are  to  understand  that  these  are 
the  caged  monologues  ol  live  quiet 
people  getting  drunk  in  a  downtown  bar. 

It  sels  Ihe  teeth  on  edge  At  the  begin- 
ning you  are  disconcerted  by  the  clash 
between  the  functional  realism  of  the  set 
and  the  highly  novel  and  artificial  tech- 
nique But  by  the  end  you  are  aching  (or 
them  to  interact.  The  technique  of  al- 
ternating monologues  somehow  defuses 
the  tragic  potential  -  it's  as  it  you  can't 
really  care  deeply  about  them  because 
they  care  far  too  intensely  about  them- 

ilves  to  look  outward  fot  a  moment. 

Each  o(  them  cherishes  an  illusion  nur- 
tured in  Camelot,  In  Kennedy's  America 

the  '60's.  There  is  the  secretary  who 
worshipped  the  first  family  and  plans  to 
get  a  job  teaching  disturbed  children  in 
order  to  perpetuate  in  some  small  way 
the  humanitarian  age  they  began.  The 
hippie  who  watched  the  high  ideals  of 
student  power  and  consciousness  dis- 
solve in  viciousness  and  addiction.  The 
would-be  sex  symbol.  The  Nam  veteran 
reduced  to  insanity  by  attempts  to  make 
sense  ol  the  war  And  Sparger. 

Sparger  ts  gay  As  played  by  Don 
McQuame  he  is  a  kind  ol  stereotype. 
Flamboyant,  an  actor  in  the  underground 
theatre,  witty  and  cynical.  And  apt  to  say 
things  like:  "I'm  having  an  attack  of  the 
truth."  It  Is  astonishing  how  frequently 
characters  ol  this  sort  are  afflicted  by 
bouts  of  veracity  The  Boys  In  the  Band 
was  full  of  it.  It  is  as  il  creatures  who  sur- 
round and  protect  their  lives  with  artifice 
become  peculiarly  adept  at  peeling  it 
away  in  themselves  and  others. 

'  lound  it  difficult  to  be  upset  by  this 
charactenzation.  It  is  not,  ol  course,  what 
want  -  it  is  too  thinly  traditional  lor  that. 
And  I  suppose  it  will  verify  a  stereotype 
in  some  eyes.  What  redeems  Sparger  is 
his  intelligence  The  other  characters 
revel  in  what  was  or  what  might  have 
been  and  have  no  other  explanation  lor 
their  disillusionment  than  a  vague  feeling 
thai  things  somehow  didnt  turn  out  nght. 

er,  at  least  at  the  level  of  his  per- 
sonal life  in  the  theatre,  is  quite  aware  of 
what  happened  takeover  The  powers 
thai  be  (in  his  case  the  critics,  producers 
and  so  on  of  big-tame  theatre)  recognize 


a  wave  of  idealism  or  even  radical  social 
concern  as  manipulable,  marketable 
commodities  and  act  accordingly 
People,  like  Sparger,  like  Carla  the  failed 
sex  siren,  like  Mark  the  menially  woun- 
ded veteran,  become  merely  the  curren- 
cy of  transaction,  a  coinage  debased  by 
Ihe  very  transactions  it  facilitates.  Spar- 
ger senses  (his  -  not  In  any  vast  political 
way  but  in  the  domain  ol  his  own  private 
life. 

His  response  is  a  deep  and  caustic 
cynicism  II  is  an  insufficient  response 
(It's  certainly  not  going  lo  change  any- 
thing), but  il  certainly  leaves  him  the  eld- 
est of  Kennedy's  children,  years  ahead 
of  those  lor  whom  the  present  is  merely 
Ihe  detritus  ol  a  richer,  more  human

Les  Ballets 
Trocadero  de 
Monte  Carlo 

M  inkier  Auditorium, 
Seneca  College,  Toronto 

For  anyone  with  knowledge  ot  dance,  the 
American  drag  ballet,  Les  Ballets  Tro- 
cadero de  Monte  Carlo,  is  a  remarkably 
clever  send-up  of  classical  and  neo- 
classical ballet  Beginning  with  an  hys- 
tencalfy  faithful  interpretation  ol  that  old 
war-horse  ol  Imperial  Russian  ballet, 
Swan  Lake,  the  company  under  the  joint 
artistic  direction  ol  Peter  Anaslos  and 
Antony  Bassae  (a.k  a  Tamara  Karpova} 
sabotages  the  sanctity  and  sanctimony 
of  classical  traditions  Every  graceful 
gesture,  pose,  or  line  is  somehow 
aborted  and  rendered  in  an  instant  awk- 
ward, trite,  or  melodramatic  but  always 
comic  in  context. 

Swan  Lake  was  followed  by  the  Pas 
de  Quatre  in  which  four  great  ladies  of 
Romantic  ballet.  Taglioni,  Grisi,  Cem'to. 
and  Grahn  dish  one  another  in  dance 
Although  not  as  comic  (from  a  dance 
point  of  vlewl  as  Swan  Lake.  Pas  de 
Quatre  featured  the  splended  talents  of 
the  two  leading  lights  of  Les  Ballets, 
Tamara  Karpova  and  Okja  Tchika- 
boumskaya,  at  their  best. 

The  former,  who  billed  herself  in  the 
programme  as  The  Black  Rhinestone  of 
the  Russian  Ballet,  is  a  short,  squat 
black  man  who  dances  many  ol  the  com- 
pany's major  roles  She  Is  perfectly  ugly 
in  her  tutus  and  yet  so  completely  re- 
served and  proper  Ihe  way  that  great 
pnmas  are  supposed  to  be  that  it's  hard 
to  believe  Karpova  is  anything  but  a  bal- 
lerina. Her  drag  is  no  pnmitive  charade:  it 
is  a  carefully -timed,  finely-honed  cre- 
ation. And  yet  Karpova,  unlike  ballennas 
in  rival  companies  (the  Gloxinia  In  panic  - 


ular).  has  not  attempted  to  disguise  her 
bulging  musculature  or  Hat  chest  in  order 
to  mimic  better  a  real  ballenna.  Karpova 
aims  lor  the  essence  ot  a  ballenna.  not 
ihe  externals,  and  by  captunng  that 
essence,  she  makes  us  believe  in  her 
and  what  she  is  doing.  We  watch  her 
and  say.  "Isn't  that  funny?  I  never 
noticed  that  before!    Suddenly  there's  a 
whole  new  side  ol  ballet,  chiefly  comic, 
that  reverential  balletomanes,  critics  and 
scholars  of  dance  have,  until  recently, 
overlooked  or  more  probably  denied 

Karpova  shone  too  in  the  fourth  and 
last  presentation  ol  the  evening,  a  merci- 
less lake-oil  on  the  Bolshoi's  <l  assume 
it's  the  Bolshol,  it's  so  kitsch)  version  ol 
Spanish  dancing  inexplicably  named  Don 
Quixote   In  a  red  tutu  and  black  man- 
tilla, (luttermg  a  black  fan,  she  performed 
a  spectacular  pas  de  deux  with  Alexis 
Lermontov,  the  only  man  in  male  drag  in 
the  company,  and  undoubtedly  the  pret- 
tiest performer  on  stage.  He  and 
Karpova  made  a  wonderful  comic  duo; 
their  lifts  and  dives  were  reverently  exe- 
cuted, Karpova  maintaining  just  the  nght 
air  of  icy  aloofness  throughout 

The  other  pnma.  Oiga  Tchikaboums- 
kaya,  with  the  fashionable  hauteur  and 
swan-like  elegance  ol  ballennas  like 
Marcia  Haydee,  Cynthia  Gregory,  and 
Veronica  Tennant,  cut  a  witdly  comic 
(igure  in  Ihe  company's  third  offenng  ol 
the  evening,  Go  For  Barocco  This  ballet 
is  an  obvious  send-up  of  George  Balan- 
chme's  neo-classical  choreography, 
notably  the  famous  Concerto  Barocco 
(performed  last  in  Toronto  by  Ihe  Dutch 
National  Ballet)  in  which  Bal  an  chine's 
tendency  to  over -choreograph,  i.e.  to 
choreograph  every  note  ot  music,  is 
more  evident  than  elsewhere.  Like  Kar- 
pova, Tchikaboumskaya  captures  the 
very  essence  of  the  ballenna  who  per- 
lorms  as  though  the  music  were  written 
for  her  alone  to  dance  to. 

Despite  the  glamour  ol  these  stars  of 
the  Trocadero,  one  can' I  help  wondering 
if  a  send-up  of  classical  ballet  technique 
would  work  with  a  straight  cast,  The 
answer  is  undoubtedly  yes:  il  has  been 
done  -  comic  dance  learns  were  a  popu- 
lar feature  of  TV  variety  shows  in  the 
'50s  What  then  does  the  drag  element 
lend  to  the  proceedings  besides  a  lew 
bellylaughs? 

Drag  seems  to  provoke  a  derisive  res- 
ponse in  audiences.  The  young  man  and 
his  girl  sitting  next  to  me  laughed 


raucously  and  made  snide  remarks  about 
the  performers  and  the  gay  folk  who  had 
come,  like  them,  to  watch;  they  reminded 
me  ot  those  people  who  line  up  on 
Yonge  Street  outside  the  St  Charles  lo 
heckle  the  drag  queens  every 
Hallowe'en.  The  gay  boy.  too.  who  with  a 
toss  of  his  silky  blond  hair  announced  to 
his  Inends  that  he  was  in  a  mood  to  be 
Irashy.  could  hardly  contain  the  sneer  in 

All  this  is  unfortunate  because  Les 
Ballets,  unlike  other  drag  acts,  has  a 
point  to  it  -  over  and  above  satirizing 
classical  ballet,  that  is.  The  Trocadero 
very  cleverly  underlines  certain  sexist 
attitudes  expressed  in  ballet,  the 
decorative,  icon- like  ballerina  led,  ear- 
ned or  swirled  about  the  si  age  by  her 
male  partner  whose  sole  job  it  is  lo 
support  her  By  putting  boys  in  tutus,  the 
Trocadero  manages  to  break  the  spec- 
tators hold  on  sexual  conventions  or 
stereotypes  and  forces  him  to 
re-examine,  from  a  distance,  the  whole 
crazy  role- structure  prevalent  in  the 
ballet  world  and,  by  extension,  in  the  cul- 
ture ol  which  ballel  forms  no  Insignificant 
part.  In  a  more  complex  manner,  Jean 
Genel  pulls  Ihe  same  stunt  in  his  play  ol 
sexual  games  and  disguises,  The  Maids. 

Les  Ballets  Trocadero  de  Monte  Carlo 
is  certainly  one  of  Ihe  most  accomplish- 
ed and  insightful  ot  saline  troupes  I  wish 
them  great  success  in  their  gala  New 
York  season  (February  1976)  Rumour 
has  it  thai  they've  added  The  Firebird  to 
their  repertoire.  It  boggles  the  mind.

Sarah  Aldridge 

The  Naiad  Press,  1975,  $4.75 
Sarah  Aldridge  has  written  the  same 
Slory  twice;  first  The  Latecomer,  then 
Tottie,  a  tale  of  the  sixties: 

A  sharply  defined,  successful,  conser- 
vative woman  has  her  well-ordered  world 
disrupted  by  a  younger,  more  radical 
woman  who  needs  help.  They  fall  in  love 
and  the  conservative's  life  is  forever 
changed  and  immeasurably  enriched. 
This  takes  only  a  few  weeks.  The  books 
end  and,  presumably,  domestic  bliss  en- 

At  107  pages,  The  Latecomer  is  a 

light  novelette,  saved  from  being  a  short 
story  only  by  its  lack  of  literary  muscle. 
The  plot  is  an  arbitrary  collection  ol  coin- 
cidences. Our  heroine,  Phillipa  (even  the 
name  stretched  my  credulity)  does  not 
gel  a  single  stateroom  for  her  voyage 
from  England  back  to  the  USA.  Shanng 
her  stateroom  is  heroine  number  2,  Kay, 
Familiar  with  the  "opposites  attract"  syn- 
drome I  was  surprised  but  not  pleased 
when  they  turn  out  to  be  "from  different 
worlds"  -  Kay  a  film  editor  and  Phillipa  a 
university  professor. 

With  not  so  much  as  a  lingering  kiss  to 
alleviate  Ihe  boredom  of  Aldridge's  ship- 
board irrelevancies  (intended  no  doubt 
as  characterization)  the  voyage  ends  and 
our  heroines  part.  Phil  wonders  whether 
they  will  meet  again  The  reader  knows. 
What  the  reader  does  not  know  is  how 
many  outrageous  coincidences  and  un- 
likely situations  she  will  have  to  accept  to 
make  this  meeting  possible 

At  her  university.  Phi!  sees  a  news- 
paper headline  informing  her  that  her 
only  cousin's  husband  (a  minor  diplomat) 
has  been  kidnapped   Her  cousin  orders 
her  to  come.  A  mysterious  woman  has 
appeared,  saying  she  was  having 
relations  with  Stafford  and  threatening  lo 
release  a  story  to  Ihe  newspapers  After 
an  agonizing  number  ol  pages  a  picture 
is  published  telling  Phil  what  we  already 
guessed  -  the  woman  is  Kay 

After  a  TV  interview  and  many  distres- 
sing moments  tor  the  cousin,  Phllippa 
and  Kay,  Stafford  is  found.  Furthermore 
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ihe  CIA  reports  that  Kay's  much  publi- 
cized revelations  were  dismissed  as  hav- 
ing no  bearing  on  Ma  kidnapping  of  the 
motives  of  his  abductors  The  reasons 
to/  r>er  alleged  disclosures  we'e  unex- 
plained 

They  certainly  were1  The  hik 
I  the  plot  is  wholly  unbelievable  -  there 
was  no  logical  reason  tor  Kay's  public 
announcement  Perhaps  'or  once  on- 
known  lo  the  reader.  Ms  AJdndge  was 
paddling  m  deepest,  darkest  Psycho- 
kjgia. 

Thirty  pages 
drivel  and  Kay  and  Phil  finally,  in  the  last 
sentence,  tall  into  a  sexual  embraoe  The 
curtain  falls  -  107  pages  too  late 

Tottle,  sub-headed  A  Tale  ot  the  Six- 
lies,  attempts  !o  be  even  more  topical 
Unfortunately  tor  Sarah  Aldndge  it  is 
good  wntmg  and  insight  which  ensure  a 
book's  immortality  -  Ihe  merely  topical 
lends  lo  disappear  with  Ihe  fashion  H 
sought  10  represent.  This  will,  no  doubt, 
be  Ihe  rale  of  Tottle,  even  though  il  is  a 
belter  attempt  ai  the  novel  than  The 
Latecomer 

Connie  ts  an  up-and-coming  young 
lawyer  in  an  eminent  law  firm  about  lo 
marry  the  firm's  brightest  star  -  who's 
pretty  dull  Totlie  is  a  nch  young  woman 
conducting,  in  disguise  and  from  the 
sidelines,  an  exploration  of  the  sixties 
radical  scene  USA. 

Coincidence,  Ms  Aldndge's  lavounie 
literary  device,  once  again  brings  two  dif- 
ferent worlds  together  This  time,  how- 
evet,  there  is  some  genuine  excitement 
and  only  a  few  hard  swallows  fairly  early 
on  can  gel  you  through  [o  the  end  with 
even  a  sma 1 1"  modicum  of  pleasure 

a  much  fuller,  fleshier  novel  than 
The  Latecomer,  in  ils  treatment  ot  both 
character  and  sexuality 

I  won't  reiterate  the  entire  ploi  of 
Tottle  as  there  is  a  faini  possibility  that 
you  may  like  to  read  il  yourself. 
Suffice  to  say.  as  a  true  sixties  novel, 
there  is  a  steady  stream  ot  bombing, 
kidnapping,  police,  money,  lawyers  and 
drugs  and  a  trickle  ol  politics  and

Sarah  Aldridge  is  fairly  adept  at  events 
but  seems  to  miss  the  fullness  of  the  at- 
mosphere, politics  and  feelings  that 
engult  an  event  in  real  life  Her  vision  is 
one  dimensional  Even  her  pet  theme, 
contrasting  two  mam  characters  from 
different  worlds  .  is  severely  limited. 
The  contrast  seems  lo  apply  lo  personal 
roles  only   In  socio-economic  fact,  her 
wortd  and  the  world  ol  her  characters 
never  slrays  from  middle-class  Amerlka. 
This  is  a  world  with  which,  as  a  working 
class  Canadian.  I  have  had  little  con- 
tact Perhaps  Ms  Aldndge  and  I  are 
Irom  worlds  too  different  tor  me  to  ap- 
preciate her  style  or  content.  There  may 
be  people  for  whom  her  cardboard  per- 
ceptions are  reality  These  people,  how- 
ever, would  not  be  feminists 
■  A  major  tailing  ot  both  these  books  ts 
that  the  politics  ol  lesbianism  are  en- 
tirely neglected.  True.  I  was  pleased  to 
be  spared  pages  of  guilt  and  anguish 
which  most  pre-femmism  lesbians  have 
suffered.  I  was  glad  there  were  no  ster- 
eotypical ly  happy  endings  instead  of  the 
obligatory  moral  or  physical  suicides 
The  happiness  was  inviai  though,  void 
as  il  was  ol  thought   Evidenily  (and  here 
I  think  Ms  Aldndge  perceives  fairly  ac- 
curately), a  thick  wad  ot  money  and  edu- 
cation cushions  women,  even  lesbians, 
Irom  the  harsh  and  very  political  reality 
ot  their  position, 

The  Latecomer  and  Tottle  both  seem 
to  be  the  fantasy  of  a  conservative 
woman  who  has  discovered  that  loving 
women  is  beautiful  and  wished  to  share 
thai  beauty  with  the  wortd.  Unfortunately, 
she  chose  to  censor  the  blood  and  guts 
lhat  make  that  beauty  possible.  Had 
Aldndge  looked  to  the  growth  ol  her  own 
soul  instead  ol  to  the  newspapers  lor  her 
plots,  we  might  have  had  more  interest- 
ing novels  Probably,  loo,  being  closer  to 
her  own  truth  they  would  have  been 
belter  written 

I  wish  Sarah  Aldndge  had  not  pub- 
lished these  two  novels,  Judging  Irom 
the  marked  improvement  ol  Tottle.  I 
assume  that  another,  better  novel  is 
coming  and  lhat  is  the  one  thai  should 
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From  the  Closets 
to  the  Courts: 

The  Lesbian  Transition 
Ruth  Simpson

The  cumulative  deadening  effect  of  Ruth 
Simpson  s  From  the  Closets  to  the 
Courts  renders  the  book  at  once  innocu- 
ous and  lethal  That  it  might  be  innocu- 
ous stems  Irom  its  charactenstic  litany  ol 
the  va nations  on  Ihe  lesbian  expenence, 
while  its  lethal  quality  is  an  attitudmal  by- 
product Simpson  proceeds  through  180 
stultifying  pages  lo  chad     in  detail  the 
history  of  the  lesbian  stereotype  and  les- 
bian oppression,  all  the  whtle  intoning  Ihe 
ultimate  allegiances  to.  and  resources  ot, 
Ihe  democratic'  process. 

Within  the  breadth  ol  exact  and  often- 
times first-hand  experience,  she  chron- 
icles the  traditional  operational  modes  ot 
family,  church,  psychiatry  and  the  law. 
interspersed  wilh  reflections  on  lesbian- 
ism and  feminism.  Ihe  media  and  the 
movement  itself 

II  Is  with  a  seemingly  endless  tone  of 
patience  and  polite  liberalism  lhat  Simp- 
son conducts  her  presentation,  suggest- 
ing the  artificial  underpinnings  Ol  homo- 
phobic institutions  (eg  the  family  and 
insidious  lamilial  instinct).  It  is  a  work 
which  aplly  cites  the  obvious  sources  ot 
ihe  degenerate,  copious  oppression  of 
the  lesbian-lem mist"  ego.  but  goes  virtu- 
ally no  further  It  is,  then,  in  this  lack  of 
final  analysis  -  this  vacuum  ol  connec- 
lions  -  an  uninteresting  and  worthless 
book  for  both  the  lesbian  and  Ihe 
lesbian- feminist,  for  Ihe  families  ol  these 
women,  and  tor  the  public  at  large  It  is  a 
work  the  purpose  ol  which  eludes  me.

Tennessee  Williams 
Doubleday,  1975.  $6.95 
Tennessee  Williams'  popularity  as  a 
playwngbl  has.  it  seems  to  me,  been  at 
least  partly  due  to  his  homosexuality,  in 
a  way  that  enforces  the  homophobia  of 
our  society  Williams'  open  homosexual- 
ity has  ensured  his  role  as  Ihe  "wild 
man"  of  American  theatre  and  reinlorced 
(he  concept  of  artist  as  outsider  The 
melodrama  ot  his  plays  and  their 
apparent  autobiographical  content  have 
made  his  works  popular  but  often  at  the 
expense  ol  a  real  appreciation  ot  their 
implications  Viewing  Williams'  plays  as  a 
sublimation  or  public  working  out  ol  his 
personal  expenences  and  neuroses  has 
proved  titillating  lor  both  critic  and 
audience  Everyone  becomes  an  analyst 
tor  an  hour  in  a  Williams  play  His  sen- 
sitivity is  obvious,  but  then  all  homo- 
sexuals are  sensitive.  His  archetypal 
lemale  characters  are  clearly  represen- 
tative ol  his  mother,  sister,  and  wish- 
tulfiilmg  sell  (they  do  want  to  be  women; 
why  else  are  they  fem?) 

This  reductionist  view  has  enabled 
audiences  to  assure  themselves  of  Wil- 
liams outsideness.  It's  fun.  even  intel- 
lectually stimulating,  and,  thank  God, 
safe  For  "normal'  people.  Williams 
world  can  be  a  brilliantly  created  but  ir- 
relevant, even  sick,  vision  One  can 
have,  in  this  analysis  ol  Williams,  all  the 
advantages  ot  art  without  its  responsi- 
bilities Of  Williams  more  receni  work 
which  fits  less  conveniently  the  accep- 
table pattern,  the  critics  are  pairomzing 
and  the  "lovers  of  theatre"  stay  away  in 
droves 

Ot  his  Memoirs,  it's  clear  what  such 
"fans"  would  expect  -  lots  of  sensitivity 
of  course,  soul-searching,  and  intimate 
psychological  dirt.  Williams  dares  to  dis- 
appoint them 

His  "thing"  as  he  calls  it.  is  bawdy,  full 
ot  anecdotes,  funny-sad.  well-paced,  and 
superficial  He  discusses  his  tricks,  his 
loves,  his  poverty,  plays'  Inumphanl

"Is  (here  a  gay  culture'"  was  the  topic 
of  a  receni  Gay  Activists  Alliance  lonjm 
m  New  York.  Many  considerations  of  that 
subject  deal  with  gay  artists  ol  the  past, 
with  the  commercialization  ot  gay  sub- 
ject-matter in  ihe  movies,  and  perhaps 
with  the  gay  "subculture"  (homble  wordi). 
but  seldom  examine  a  genre  ol  strongiy 
indigenous  gay  art,  the  underground 
theatre  and  film  that  has  emerged  from 
the  inter- reaction  ol  artists  and  street 
people  (and  the  same  folks  are  some- 
times both)   I'm  thinking  ot  the  work  of 
Taylor  Mead,  Gregory  Markopoulos,  Ken- 
neth Anger,  Charles  Ludlam  -  and  the 
young  New  York  poet  Jimmy  Cenlola. 

Centota  s  poems,  The  Divas  ot  Sheri- 
dan Square,  are  brilliant,  lively,  slangy 
rhymes  that  seem  to  have  leapt  and 
danced  nght  off  Ihe  New  York  streets. 
The  Divas  has  been  performed  as  a 
stage  show,  and  most  ol  the  poems 
would  make  very  good  rock  songs  They

Charles  Jarvis'  Visions  of  Kerouac 
(S3  45  Irom  Ithaca  Press,  P.O.  Box  853, 
Lowell.  Mass  01853.  USA)  is  a  personal 
memo ir-cum- biography  ot  the  tale  "King 
ol  the  Beats";  it  delves  into  Ihe  psychic 
sources  of  Kerouac  s  work,  and  Is  at  its 
best  when  recounting  the  rambling,  an- 
noying, lascmating  conversations 
between  Jarvis  and  Kerouac,  sometimes 
while  motoring  through  the  New  England 
countryside,  stopping  along  the  way  lor 
Jack  lo  buy  liquor.  Sadly,  for  the  last  lew 
years  of  his  lile,  Kerouac  seems  to  have 
been  on  an  almost  constant  drunk  -  a 
sad  figure,  bul  Jarvis  affectionate  book 
does  well  by  him. 

Spartacus  International  Gay  Guide 
(6th  ed  .  1976,  $K)  from  Euro- Spartacus, 
P.O  Box  3496,  Amsterdam,  Holland)  is 
a  trilingual  guide  to  (mostly  mate)  gay 
clubs,  bars,  hotels,  organizations,  baths 
and  cruising  spots  outside  Ihe  USA, 
including  "the  world's  only  gay  telephone 
booth"!  For  Canada,  only  organizations 
are  listed.  Checking  Ihe  Canadian 
section,  I  lound  some  out-of-date  listings 
and  some  incorrect  information  (18  rather 
than  21  ts  given  as  the  legal  "age  ot  con- 
sen!"  for  gay  sex)  But  overall,  Ihe  Spar- 
tacus Guide  is  conscientious  and  tries 
lo  be  comprehensive.  Many  of  ihe  spots 
are  given  ratings  (Irom  "not  lo  be  mis- 
sed" lo  "avoid  ai  all  costs!"}  and  the 
compilers  are  not  afraid  to  be  frank  ("the 
dirtiest,  most  disgusting  gay  sauna  in  the 
whole  of  Europe.")  Definitely  recommen- 
ded for  gays  travelling  abroad,  as  long 
as  it's  used  as  a  "guide",  noi  a  bible.

openings,  plays'  dismal  closings  with  a 
matter-ot-factness  which  is  unsettling. 
How  can  he  be  so  cavalier?  Life  is  surely 
more  than  one  night  stands  or  a  senes  ol 
drunks,  But  as  you  reed  on,  it  begins  to 
dawn  on  you  that  it  is  not  Williams  but 
you  who  are  being  superficial  How  un- 
fortunate that  we  have  allowed  the  same 
self- righteous  liberals  who  brought  us  a 
sadly  inadequate  interpretation  of  Wil- 
liams' plays,  with  their  high-sounding 
phrases  of  "Meaning"  and  "Quality  of 
Life"  to  make  Williams'  integrity  in  these 
memoirs  seem  cheap.  It  is  Ihe  sensi- 
tivity (another  name  for  sentimentality?) 
and  soul-searching  that  would  have  been 
cheap  When  you  reach  this  realization 
(it  took  me  70-80  pages)  you  can  really 
Start  to  enjoy  the  Memoirs 
The  predominance  of  sex  in  the 
emolrs  has  been  mentioned  by  nearly 
every  reviewer.  After  all.  it  does  con- 
form to  the  notion  ot  homosexuals  being 
obsessed  with  sex.  Well,  I  expend  a  lot 
of  time  and  effort  on  my  own  sex  life  and 
I  hope  if  I  ever  write  my  memoirs  I  will 
have  Williams'  honesty.  Williams'  first 
sight  of  his  lover's  ass  gets  a  lot  more 
attention  than  the  play  he  is  writing  at 


the  time.  The  Memoirs  are,  in  lad. 
sexually  stimulating,  not  because  ol 
sexual  detail  or  description  of  sexual 
acts,  but  because  of  Williams'  loving, 
humorous  and  totally  positive  view  ot 
sex. 

Williams  refuses  to  discuss  his  plays, 
saying  they  speak  for  themselves.  One 
has  lo  appreciate  his  concern.  His  plays 
already  suffer  under  a  mountain  ot  what 
has  been  said  about  them  and  they 
could  hardly  bear  the  weight  of  much 
more,  be  it  even  the  author's  view  of  his 
own  work.  Of  his  sister  Rose,  immor- 
talized as  Laura  in  Glass  Menagerie,  or 
so  we've  always  been  told,  Williams  says 
we  will  never  know  what  she  is  realty  like 
by  reading  the  play.  In  the  memoirs,  we 
see  her  as  a  quiet  lobotomized  woman 
who  believes  she  is  the  Queen  of 
England  and  who  loves  the  vulgarity  of 
Fel lint's  Amarcord   Hers  is  a  madness 
that  is  less  melodramatic  but  more  real 
and  moving  than  Laura's. 

Tennessee  Williams'  Memoirs  stand, 
with  Kate  Millett's  Frying,  as  major 
homosexual  autobiography.  We  expected 
it  from  Millett,  but  Tennessee  Williams? 
He  may  not  belong  to  the  liberation 


generation  but  he  lived  an  openly  gay  life 
when  few  others  dared  to.  Ol  the  many 
homosexuals  he  Knew  and  associated 
with  (including  Gore  Vidal).  only  he  and 
I  sherwood  have  publicly  supported  the 
gay  liberation  movement

Self-consciousness  has  a  tendency  to 
btoal  the  cheeks,  and  much  gay  male 
fiction  of  the  post -Stonewall  era  has  not 
been  immune.  This  derives  in  part  from 
the  weakened  bloodlines  ot  camp,  m  part 
from  the  punchy  development  of  a  new 
strain  of  gay  mates'  novels  ~  The  Gay 
Male  Novel  -  and  its  strained  accoutre- 
ments: sincerity,  Drama,  the  first  sex 
scenes,  the  gay  pride  march  scenes,  the 
athletes,  momism  and  other  familial 
hagiography 

The  Butterscotch  Prince  by  Richard 
Hall  has  my  admiration  because  it  nearly 
escapes  these  Deliciously  slight,  only 
159  pages,  it's  a  good  read  in  one  good 
Sitting  Deliciously  slighting,  too;  no 
momisrri',  no  messages  ol  fair  play  to 
faggots,  not  a  single  athlete  Adolescent 
introspection  has  given  way  to  sheer 
plot,  and  the  plot  sheers  us  rapidly  Irom 
the  civil-rightsy  daytime  sense  of  gay  life 
to  the  nighttime  world  ol  sex  gadgeteers 
without  once  inviting  us  to  leer  or  gag. 
Ptol  can  realize  without  showboating, 
and  that's  what  Richard  Hall  uses  it  to 
do  His  gay  male  novel  is  a  murder  mys- 
tery 

A  New  York  City  murder  mystery.  Cord 
McGreevy  (named  after  Cordell  Hull, 
remember  him?)  sees  that  the  cops  just 
don't  care  who  slabbed  his.  oh,  lover 
(Cord  finds  the  term  awkward)  -  "the  - 
death  ot  a  black  man  and  a  homosexual 
was  not  something  high  on  the  priority 
list  at  Homicide.  Bigotry  did  not  end  at 
the  grave."  He  begins  his  personal 
search  for  the  murderer  with  only  three 
dues:  an  uncompleted  crossword  puzzle 

with  "a fyps_"  the  stumbling  block, 

a  sketch  ol  a  writhing  serpent,  and  an 
exotic  (to  Cord)  plastic  toy  -  a  double 
condom  used  on  the  night  of  the  murder. 

The  search  for  the  source  o(  the 
condom  leads  Cord  on  a  wikJ-gooser 
chase  through  the  "offbeat"  sex  scene,  a 
scene  which  Cord  but  not  the  book  finds 
disturbing.  He  meets  hospital  dietician 
Anthony  Wlggams  who  likes  livers  In' 
bed,  Avery  who  makes  home  movies 
with  unsuspecting  casts,  Nino  whom 
American  boys  exploit.  Eckermann  and 
Zack  who  puncture  nipples.  Initially  rejec- 
ting these  as  "freaks,"  Cord  gradually 
learns  his  own  freakness  -  first,  voyeur- 
ism, then  a  general  propulsion  by  fan- 
tasies. His  arch  superiority  dissolves  -  "I 
was  no  better  than  Troy,  really"  -  as  he 
moves  towards  a  cocoon  or  womb 
"where  everything  could  be  accepted." 

But  pbt  triumphs  over  self-discovery 
and  we  are  spared  protracted  meditation. 
Narcissism,  piss-elegance,  and  S&M  ap- 
pear but  as  props  in  a  whodunit,  not 


mops  in  a  brood-on-lt.  Characters  and 
scenes  are  sketched  with  dean,  simple 
lines  Hall  knows  how  to  leave  out 
clutter.  The  apocalypse  never  comes, 
just  the  murderer's  surprise  confession, 
and  though  the  snakes  appear  in  several 
locales  (including  the  dance-demo  In 
front  of  police  headquarters),  guirl-tnp- 
ping  shies  away. 

Gay  male  fiction  will  enter  a  welcome

This  book  can  be  best  appreciated  by 
first  recognizing  which  "gay  world" 
Warren  is  looking  at,  Warren's  "gay 
world"  Is  a  male,  (upper)  middle  class, 
California,  party  and  bar  circuit.  Focus 
upon  this  group  leads  her  to  believe  thai 
"the  gay  community  exists  within  leisure 
time  "  It  is  a  gay  world  which  appears 
primarily  as  play  and  frivolity.  It  exists 
away  from  the  workplace,  trom  real  emo- 
tional involvements,  and  from  gay 
oppression   It  is  a  gay  world  which  takes 
no  account  ol  the  cultural  traditions  or 
political  coming-to-consclousness  ol  a 
people.  This  gay  world  is  abstracted  from 
political  reality;  secrecy  and  accommo- 
dation are  strategies  adequate  (appar- 
ently) for  uninterrupted  security. 

Given  these  limitations,  Identity  Is  a 
careful  and  perceptive  distillation  of 
five  years  of  being  with  gay  people. 
Reliance  on  direct  quotes  provides  the 
flavor  of  unmistakable  authenticity. 
Warren  has  fruitfully  explored  some  top- 
ics which  merit  greater  development:  the 
distinction  between  'gay'  and 
homosexual',  the  wisdom  of  the  camp 
sensibility,  the  sense  of  identity  and  com- 
munity. She  wryly  observes  the  willing- 
ness of  many  gay  people  to  adopt  and 
parrot  causal  theories  back  to  Iheorizers, 
thereby  solidifying  "scientific"  ideologies. 
She  likes  the  word  gay'  as  indicative  "of 
the  kind  of  liveliness  experienced  by  the 
members  In  this  transition  (which  Berger 
calls  ecstasy);  the  dropping  of  the  mask, 
the  putting  on  ot  the  true  identity,  the 
ritual  celebration  ol  brotherhood 
enhanced  by  stigma  and  secrecy,  and 
the  sexuality  experienced  within  mis 
world  of  meanings." 

identity  is  mercifully  free  of  moralism 
or  paternalistic  advice  and  represents  an 
advance  in  social  science  research.  It  Is 
dedicated  "to  the  gay  community"  and 
deserves  our  attention.

On  January  23.  Whltmore  sent  his  let- 
ter ot  resignation  One  ol  the  finest 
wrrters  on  Ihe  staft  ol  The  Advocate,  his 
regular  literary  column  had  won  him  a 
substantial  following  and  added  a  great 
deal  lo  the  lone  and  quality  ot  the  paper. 

"Most  ol  my  reasons  lor  no  longer 
wanting  to  work  lor  you  are  detailed  in 
the  joint  letter,"  he  wrote  In  his  resig- 
nation, but  "my  own  feeling  of  outrage 
over  the  political  viewpoint  articulated  in 
Gcodslein's  piece  is  much  slronger  than 

that" 

"I  can  say  that  I  wasn't  edited  lor  my 
politics  during  my  tenure  with  you.  I  don't 
think  I  could  expecl  thai  any  longer '" 

"I'm  gravely  dlsappomled  to  have  to 
cut  myself  off  from  the  paper's  audience 
lor  whom  it's  been  a  great  pleasure  to 
write...  Goodstein  had  succeeded  in  my 
case  at  least,  in...  (creating]  a  them'  vs. 
us'  schism.    I'm  one  ol  Them'  not  one  of 
you." 

In  a  conversation  with  The  Body 
Politic  on  February  6,  Goodstein  said  thai 
the  "Opening  Space"  had  contained  only 
observations,  "a  perception  of  reality" 
He  has  an  opinion,  but  he  carefully  ex- 
cised it  during  the  wntmg  ol  the  eighteen 
drafts  which  preceded  the  published 
version  of  the  column  Those  who  have 
attacked  him,  he  said,  are  responding 
like  medieval  kings,  mistaking  Ihe  mes- 
sage lor  the  messenger,  and  killing  him 
for  bnngmg  bad  news  Parenlheiically.  he 
is  "del ig hied  to  have  caused  a  ker- 
fuffle." 

Organizational  response  lo  the 
"Opening  Space"  was  not  long  in  cominc 
either.  On  January  22,  the  New  York 
Gay  Activists  Alliance  unanimously 
adopled  a  statement  of  censure  at  its 
general  membership  meeting.  Tilled  "In 
Oefense  ol  the  Gay  Liberation  Move- 
ment An  Open  Letter  lo  David  Good- 
stem  and  The  Advocate ".  the  statemeni 
has  been  widely  distnbuted  in  the  US 
and  Canada.  The  GAA  has  asked  lhai  it 
be  discussed  and  endorsed  by  as  many 
organizations  and  individuals  as  possible 
Locally,  the  statement  has  been  unan- 
imously endorsed  by  the  thirteen  organ- 
izations represented  al  the  February  21 
conference  of  the  Coalition  lor  Gay 
Rights  in  Ontano  (including  the  editorial 
collective  ol  this  paper)  The  stalement 
and  Ihe  "Opening  Space"  are  repnnted 
in  (heir  enllrety  below. 

In  defense  of  the  Gay 
Liberation  movement 
An  open  letter  to  David 
Goodstein  and  the 
Advocate 

We,  the  undersigned  groups  and  individ- 
uals, strongly  condemn  and  repudiate  the 
Opening  Space   column  by  Mr  Good- 
item  in  the  January  14,  1976  issue  of" 
The  Advocate  This  statement  cons- 
litutes  a  virtual  declaration  ol  war  on  Ihe 
gay  liberation  movement  It  also 
represents  the  culmination  of  more  than 
a  year  of  evolution  in  a  nght-ward  and 
reactionary  direction  by  The  Advocate, 
to  the  point  where  Ihe  paper  can  lay  no 
claim  lo  speak  lor  any  but  Ihe  most 
conservative  elements  wiihin  ihe  gay 
community 

The  aim  of  Goodstein's  piece  was  not 
lo  open  up  a  dialogue  wiihin  the  gay 
movement  on  where  n  should  be  head- 


'  ing,  nor  lo  offer  an  analysis  Ol  Ihe 
present  slate  ol  the  movement   Its  arm 
was  quite  different;  lo  drive  a  wedge 
I  between  the  activist  wing  of  the 
,  movement  and  ihe  resl  of  the  gay 
i  community  In  essence,  Goodstein  draws 
a  line  under  alt  Ihe  experience  of  Ihe 
i  movement  thus  far,  throws  ii  all  out.  and 
i  in  its  place  proposes  a  genteel,  closeted 
attempt  lo  work  wilhm  the  establishment 
I  A  few  characteristic  statements  from  his 
\  article  demonstrate  this. 

•  "Almost  everything  ol  any  signifi- 
cance is  being  done  behind  ihe  scenes 
by  people  who  do  nol  wish  to  be  known 
or  exposed  fo  harassment  by  other  gay 
people,  especially  by  sell-appointed  gay 
leaders " 

•  "The  straight  media  pay  attention  lo 
them  (gay  spokespeople)  because  they 
confirm  the  Stereotypes  they're  looking 
for  Our  people  resent  them  for  the  same 
reason  They  appear  unemployable,  un- 
kempl  and  neurotic  lo  the  point  of  mega- 
lomania." 

•  Gay  men  and  women  "are  enraged 
by  gay  contingents  m  leftist  and  'Third 
World'  demonstrations." 

Such  observations  read  as  though  Ihey 
came  from  an  inveterate  and  diehard 
opponent  ot  gay  liberation  They  dearly 
demonstrate  whal  gay  activists  have  sus- 
pected for  some  time  that  The  Advo- 
cate prefers  exclusion,  excision,  and  out- 
right slander  to  the  free  exchange  of 
ideas.  Let  Goodstein  run  his  paper  Ihe 
way  he  wants,  bul  we  draw  the  line 
when  he  pretends  to  speak  as  someone 
who  has  al  heart  the  best  interests  of 
millions  ol  oppressed  gays,  rather  than 
as  an  aspiring  businessman  who  sees 
the  activist  movement  as  an  obstacle  on 
his  path  to  fame  and  riches 

Many  ot  us  have  searched  the  pages 
of  The  Advocate  in  vain  dunng  the  past 
year  for  consistent  coverage  of  activist 
demonstrations  and  struggles  on  behalf 
of  gay  people.  The  occasional  and  in- 
cidental mention  such  struggles  have  re- 
ceived cannot  be  entirely  explained  by 
the  admitted  general  decrease  in  activ- 
ism dunng  the  past  year  or  so  Clearly, 
activist  groups  and  actions  were  put  on  a 
blacklist  a  long  lime  ago  by  The 


Advocate  Goodstein  simply  makes  it 
official  in  his  piece 

How  hypocnticaJ.  therefore,  lo  read 
that   anyone  with  ideas  is  welcome  to 
share  them  with  us."  Welcome,  indeed' 
We  need  all  the  ideas  we  can  get.  but 
judging  from  the  kind  ol  news  and 
feature  coverage  in  the  pages  ot  Good- 
stein's paper  over  the  pasl  year,  it  is  ob- 
vious that  the  only  ideas"  he  solicits 
and  can  be  counted  upon  lo  print  are 
those  re  Heeling  the  gay  religious  phen- 
omenon, stncHy  middle-class  and  pro- 
establishment  endeavors  (such  as  the 
feature  on  Seattle's  Donan  Group,   Fut- 
ure of  Gay  Rights  The  Emerging  Gay 
Middle-Class."  Ocl   22,  1975);  enjmbs 
left  at  his  table  by  estabiishmenl  poli- 
ticians; and,  ot  course,  a  heavy  dose  ol 
"gay  scene''  reportage.  Marry-ol  us  used 
to  read  The  Advocate  to  "find  out  what's 
going  on"  throughout  the  country  Today 
one  reads  it,  if  at  all.  to  feel  titillated  by 
having  one's  "lifestyle"  louched.  Strug- 
gle, political  or  otherwise,  toward  improv- 
ing and  changing  fhe  lot  ol  gay  people  is 
of  WUe  or  no  concern  or  inleresl  to  ils 
owners.  II  has  become  a  conscious 
organ  for  preaching  and  maintaining  the 
status  quo  -  including  the  status  quo  for 
gay  people.  Is  this  whal  gay  people 
want,  and  need?  We  doni  think  so 

If  Gcodslein's  column  was  intended  to 
Show  just  how  tar  removed  from  the 
struggle  for  gay  liberation  The 
Advocate  is.  il  certainly  succeeds 
Goodstein  demonstrates  this  in  two 
ways. 

First,  having  surveyed  the  worldwide 
status  of  gays,  he  correctly  notes  that 
"gay  people  everywhere  in  the  Western 
world  are  demonstrating  more  sell- 
esteem,  more  pride  "  On  this,  at  least, 
we  can  all  agree  But  to  what  can  this 
new  self-esteem  and  gay  pnde  be  attrib- 
uted? To  the  struggles  of  the  gay  liber- 
ation movement,  including  ils  noisier 
components,  since  Stonewall?  No.  To 
Ihe  impressively  large,  annual  gay  pnde 
marches  occumng  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  which  each  year 
seem  to  draw  in  wider  strata  ot  the  gay 
populalion  than  before?  No  To  the  grow- 
ing trend  toward  repeal  ot  medieval 
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sodomy  statutes  (now  in  thirteen  stales) 
and  passage  ol  gay  rights  legislation  (in 
close  lo  thirty  cihes)''  No  To  the  mourn- 
ing number  ol  books  being  published  thai 
deal  with  homosexuality  in  ways  more 
imaginative  than  the  old  psychiatric  form- 
ulas7 No  To  the  successes  ot  lesbians 
in  making  lesbianism  an  issue  wiihin 
mass  women's  organizations  that  for- 
merly shunned  the  issue''  No  To  the 
proliferation  ol  gay  groups,  reaching  into 
wider  layers  Of  our  community  and  Of 
American  society.  No 

None  ol  these  (actors  -  some  ol  which 
have  even  received  passing  mention  in 
the  pages  of  The  Advocate  itself  -  mem 
the  slightest  mention  in  Gcodslein's 
piece  No,  he  singles  oui  something 
quite  different  as  the  symbol  of  this  new 
state  of  affairs     The  most  obvious  ex- 
amples of  Ihis  new  pnde  are  the  many 
new,  well-lighted,  expensively  decorated 
bars  and  clubs  that  are  rapidly  replacing 
the  dingy  toilets  ot  old  " 

And  to  whom,  or  lo  what,  does  Good- 
stem  attnbute  this  lacl  (if  il  is  a  (act)  that 
the  bar  and  club  owners  have  made  iheif 
establishments  into  tess  offensive  places 
of  rendezvous?  A  higher  level  of  cons- 
ciousness on  the  pari  of  ihe  Mafia?  Or  Is 
he  inclined  to  take  credit  for  n  himself? 
It  does  noi  seem  to  occur  lo  him  that  the 
gay  liberation  movement  itself  may  have 
had  someihing  to  do  with  instilling  a  new 
sense  ol  pnde  in  gay  people,  as  well  as 
with  the  treatment  received  in  ihe  bars 
and  clubs  some  o!  us  frequent   How  tar 
out  of  il  can  you  get? 

Even  further,  apparently   For  (and  Ihis 
is  the  second  indication  of  how  fat  re- 
moved from  reality  The  Advocate  Is) 
Goodstein  goes  so  far  as  to  make  the 
charge  that  ihe  gay  activist  movement 
has  lumed  its  back  on  ihe  vast  majonty 
of  gays,  who  "would  like  lo  participate  in 
our  exciting  movement,"  bul  who  "want 
reassurance  from  ihose  ol  us  who  are 
veterans  that  they  are  wanted  as  they 
are  -  closeted "  This  statemeni  fairly 
boggles  Ihe  mind, 

It  is  true  thai  most  gay  people  are  siill 
closeted.  This  is  because  gay  people  are 
still  oppressed,  and  homosexuality  is  still 
condemned  by  our  society  But  rather 
lhan  urge  them  to  stay  in  Ihe  closet,  and 
thereby  accept  as  permanent  Ihe  oppres- 
sion that  this  entails.  Ihe  gay  movement 
has  from  the  very  start  urged  them  to 
"come  out  ol  the  closets,"  while  al  the 
same  time  trying  to  involve  even  closet  - 
ed  gays  in  the  struggle  for  liberation  by 
refusing  to  make  coming  out  a  precon- 
dition for  participating  in  or  supporting 
our  struggle.  The  entire  thrust  of  Ihe 
movement  has  been  lo  create  the  con- 
ditions in  which  ever  greater  numbers  of 
gay  people  wouKTreel  they  could  come 
out  publicly  without  running  the  nsk  of 
losing  their  |obs,  their  friends,  their  apart- 
ments, their  livelihood.  Has  this  thrust 
been  wrong?  We  don't  think  so.  In  fact. 
we  don't  want  to  see  our  sisters  and 
brothers  feel  obliged  lo  continue  a  closet- 
ed existence.  We  are  doing  everything 
we  can  to  break  down  the  societal  and 
psychological  barners  to  a  free  and  open 
Itle  for  gay  people. 

When  Goodstein  refers  to  "our  move- 
ment.'' what  does  he  mean?  One  can 
only  guess.  But  an  educated  guess 
would  be  that  he  is  motivated  less  by 
concern  tor  gay  liberation  than  by  1}  the 
desire  of  an  uncloseted,  reactionary 
homosexual  to  be  considered  "respect- 
able'  by  the  establishment,  2)  a  com- 
mitment lo  increase  the  income  and  circ- 
ulation ol  his  newspaper  (he  doesn't  ca/e 
if  gays  stay  in  the  closet,  so  long  as  they 
buy  subsenptons),  and  3)  a  decision  lo 
throw  his  weight  behind  the  most  politic- 
ally conservative  elements  wilhm  the  gay 
community  and  in  American  society  a  I 
large 

This  is  the  only  way  to  lake  his  final, 
and  fatuous,  statemeni  " ,.  it's  damned 
lonely  on  the  front  lines!"  Certainly  even 
Goodstein  has  nol  lost  touch  to  ihe 
extent  that  he  really  believes  himself  and 
his  paper  to  be  on  ihe  front  tines  ot  Ihe 
siruggle  tor  gay  liberation  Or  has  he'  To 
each  his  (or  her)  own  fantasy  For  our 
part,  we.  as  activists  committed  to  im- 
proving the  lot  of  gay  people,  pledge  to 
continue  our  struggle  'or  freedom.  If  that 
struggle  must  be  fought  without  the 
support  of  The  Advocate,  so  be  it    Q 
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"li  has  been  suggested  that  all  gays 
unite  behind  the  Lentnist-Manist  and  the 
labor  movements  and  overthrow  the 
present  system    WHAT  GARBAGE' 
Show  me  one  communist  state  where 
gays  have  any  rights  -  there  is  not  one 
Name  me  one  labor  union  that  has  come 
out  with  support  from  its  members  lor 
the  gay  movement. " 

I  was  disgusted  when  I  first  read  this 
dialnbe  against  organized  working 
people  somewhal  over  a  year  ago  in  MC 
News  the  publication  ot  the  Metropolitan 
Community  Church  in  Toronto-  The 
wnter  ol  these  lines,  signed  only  with  (he 
initials  M.S.,  was  parroting  the  antjlabour 
views  ot  the  corporate  media  -  The 
Globe  and  Mall,  the  CTV  network,  and 
so  on  -  without  giving  the  matter  a 
second,  or  even  a  first,  thought.  Blue 
arid  while  collar  members  ol  the  non- 
unionized  workforce,  gays  and  straights 
alike,  are  constantly  being  Indoctnnaled 
with  this  kind  ot  propaganda.  The 
mentally  lazy,  like  M.S.,  newer  bother 
their  heads  wrth  the  possibility  that  the 
picture  which  the  media  draw  ot  labour 
unions  is  just  as  distorted  and  unfair  as 
the   picture  they  draw  ot  gays, 

What  struck  me  as  even  more  offen- 
sive than  the  thoughtless  airing  of  these 
bigoted  an ti labour  feelings  was  the  use 
of  an  untruth  to  spread  these  feelings 
among  gays  That  untruth  was  the  plain 
implication  that  no  union  or  members  of 
the  labour  movement  have  ever 
supported  the  struggle  for  gay  nghts.  In 
fact,  while  MS.  was  ranting  against  the 
unions  in  November  of  1974,  labour's 
support  (or  the  gay  movement  was  over 
a  year  old  and  growing. 

Labour's  firs!  significant  step  in  helping 
gays  win  their  rights  was  taken  in  the  fall 
ol  1973  when  support  Irom  City  of 
Toronto  workers  aided  the  Gay  Alliance 
Toward  Equality  (GATE)  in  secunng  a 
lop-sided  fifteen  !□  one  vote  by  City 
Council  in  favour  of  a  resolution  ban- 
ning dischmination  against  gays  In  the 
municipal  service  (see  The  Body  Politic 
#10).  I  know  that  the  assistance  forth- 
coming Irom  Canadian  Union  of  Public 
Employees  (CUPE)  Locals  79  and  43. 
representing  Toronto's  indoor  and 
outdoor  workers  respectively,  was  sig- 
nificant in  this  victory  for  gays  because  I 
was  a  part  ol  the  carefully  planned  sin- 
month  lobbying  effort  which  led  up  lo  the 
City  Council  decision. 

in  the  course  ot  GATE'S  City  Hall  cam- 
paign, a  lot  of  the  ideas  I  had  about  the 
kinds  and  groups  of  people  who  make  up 
our  society  were  turned  upsidedown.  At 
the  outset,  for  example.  I  assumed  that 
educated  and  professional  people  were 
inclined  to  be  open-minded  and 
approachable,  at  least,  even  on  such 
controversial  questions  as  legislated 
rights  for  lesbians  and  homosexuals.  I 
thought  ol  the  media-created  'reform' 
politicians  as  fundamentally  sympathetic 
to  minorily  groups  and  concerned  to 
correct  obvious  injustices.  Having  ceased 
to  be  a  college  student  just  a  tew  months 
earlier.  I  viewed  these  libera]  politicians 
as  persons  wrth  whom  I  could  talk 
comfortably  and  see  eye-to-eye,  people 
who  would  understand. 

None  of  these  soothing  notions  applied 
to  ordinary  working  people.  I  was  appre- 
hensive when  I  realized  that  GATE'S 
campaign  would  have  to  be  earned  to 
the  City's  workers  and  their  unions  to 

"e  success.  Those  who  did  menial 
or  manual  work,  wheiher  they  were 
unionized  or  not,  seemed  like  creatures 
from  an  alien  and  unpleasant  world. 
They  were.  I  had  been  taught,  crude  and 
brutal  people,  relegated  to  the  nasty  jobs 
they  had  by  their  lack  o I  intelligence, 
talent,  and  discipline:  the  loathsome 
headless  majority    They  were  super- 
macho,  down  on  women  and  contemp- 
tuous, even  violent,  "iwards  gay  people 
So  ran  my  thoughts  -  that  is  to  say.  my 
preiudices  -  about  the  'tower'  class. 

My  quaint  ideas  about  Toronto's  poli- 
ticians slid  down  the  drain  alter  I  had 
talked  to  a  few  of  them  about  the  need 
for  a  Council  directive  to  protect  the 
employment  rights  of  gays  Although 
some  of  their  questions  revealed  an  an- 
tagonism lurking  just  behind  the 
courteous  reception,  almost  no  one  said 
anything  unfriendly  to  ou  faces  But  our 
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work  was  contained  and  discouraged 
somewhat  by  a  curtain  of  unretumed 
calls,  unkepl  appointments,  and  other 
bureau craic  manoeuvers.  We  came  up 
hard  against  the  fact  that,  however  jusl 
our  cause,  we  had  no  power  Whatever 
support  we  would  receive  lor  our  fair- 
employment  resolution  would  be  granted 
as  a  grand  liberal  gesture.  One  mem- 
ber of  Council  with  wnom  we  met  divided 
his  attention  between  us  and  a  news- 
paper which  he  was  reading,  with  rather 
more  attention  going  to  the  newspaper 
fhan  to  us.  And  another,  a  woman  who 
had  been  supportive  In  the  privacy  ol  her 
office  -  after  all,  women  and  gays  suffer 
from  the  same  kind  ol  oppression,  don't 
they?  -  tied  from  the  Council  chamber 
just  before  our  resolution  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  reappeared  soon  afterward. 
,She  later  explained  she  had  made  an 
urgent  trip  to  the  washroom.  So  much  lor 
commitment!  Who  knows''  Maybe  if  the 
Council  chamber  washrooms  had  been 
larger,  the  gay  nghfs  resolution  might 
have  failed  for  lack  of  a  quorum. 

Of  course,  not  every  member  ol  City 
Council  was  indifferent  and  vacillating. 
Council  member  David  Smith  helped 
GATE  formulate  the  resolution,  intro- 
duced it  in  committee,  and  spoke  for  it  in 
Council.  And  the  resolution  was  adopted, 
helped  along  by  a  hall-dozen  absences 
and  abstentions.  But  the  on-agam-off- 
again  attitude  ol  many  on  Council  and 
the  desertion  ot  others  broughl  me  to  a 
new  perspective  on  the  politics  ol  the 
liberal  and  professional  strata  of  our 
society,  a  perspective  which  has  since 
been  confirmed  many  limes.  I  began  to 
see  that  libera)  support  is  like  an  oil  slick: 
miles  wide  and  microscopically  thin. 

Because  of  my  prejudice  against 
working  class  people,  when  the  time 


came  to  seek  help  from  the  City's  wor- 
kers, I  hoped  olher  GATE  members 
would  take  on  that  responsibility  I  ended 
up.  however,  being  assigned,  along  with 
several  others,  to  the  task  of  soliciting 
support  from  CUPE  Local  79.  When 
three  of  us  walked  into  the  office  of  the 
local's  president.  John  King,  we  found 
(hat  he  had  invited  his  vice-president, 
Ted  Simmons,  to  attend.  To  my  surprise, 
King  seemed  just  as  nervous  as  I  was. 
flustered  and  unable  to  decide  whether 
lo  remain  standing  or  to  sit  down.  None 
of  that  calm  (and  Irightenmg)  indifference 
which  political  power  had  bestowed  on 
the  members  ol  City  Council.  After 
listening  to  us,  he  readily  agreed  thai 
sexual  onentation  should  nol  be  a  con- 
sideration in  City  employment  Simmons 
was  calmer  and  more  emphatic,  volun- 
teenng  that  he  had  fought  in  the  War"  to 
defend  the  righis  which  we  were  being 
denied.  Finally,  King  asked  us  to  come 
to  a  meeting  of  the  Local  79  Executive 
Board  the  following  week  so  thai  its 
members  could  hear  us  out  and  take  a 
stand. 

The  firsl  thing  that  caught  my  attention 
as  we  sat  down  at  the  table  with  the 
dozen  or  so  members  ot  the  Executive 
Board"  a  week  "later  was  that  three  or  four 
of  them  were  women.  It  had  never  occur- 
red to  me  that  the  labour  movement 
could  take  the  equality  ot  women  even 
half-senously.  As  the  meeiing  pro- 
ceeded, I  noticed  that  they  called  each 
other  'sister'  and  brother'  jusl  as  we 
sometimes  do  in  ihe  gay  movement. 
When  our  turn  came  and  we  presented 
our  case.  I  glanced  around  the  lable  Irom 
time  to  time  Attentive  faces,  some  dis- 
comfort. No  one  was  reading  a  news- 
paper And  no  one  headed  oft  for  the 
washroom.  Some  questions  following  our 


presentation  revealed  respect  tor  our 
struggle,  a  desire  to  defend  our  rights. 
and  an  honestly  expressed  lear  of  involv- 
ing the  union  in  the  controversial  ques- 
tion ol  gay  rights. 

Thai  meeiing  wrought  a  profound 
change  in  my  attitude  toward  the  labour 
movement.  Like  us,  these  people  knew 
what  it  meant  to  be  engaged  in  a  cease- 
less struggle  against  powerful  and 
antagonistic  forces.  Like  gays.  Ihey  were 
driven  lo  organize  themselves  in  self- 
detence.  And  like  gays,  they  were  cons- 
tantly being  shal  on  by  the  powers  that 
conlrol  the  media  and  most  other 
institutions.  In  fact  il  seemed  lhal  they 
were  more  like  us  than  ihe  collection  of 
influence-peddlars  who  fill  legislatures 
and  city  councils  could  ever  be. 

And  thinking  about  it  afterwards,  I 
realized  thai  we  were  asking  more  from 
the  City  s  employees  than  we  were  from 
the  City's  politicians.  We  wanted  the  poli- 
ticians to  adopt  an  idea,  an  abstract  prin- 
ciple, which  would  have  no  effect  on 
their  day-to-day  lives.  It  was  a  question 
ol  who  would  be  allowed  to  work  lor 
them,  not  who  would  be  allowed  lo  work 
with  them  But  from  the  workers  we 
were  seeking  endorsement  of  a  reso- 
lution which  could  legitimize  the  open 
gays  among  them,  bnng  still  others  out 
ol  the  closet,  and  increase  Ihe  number  ol 
visible  and  known  gays  working  next  Ic 
them  In  short,  Ihey  were  being  asked  to 
recommend  a  change  in  their  day-to-day 
working  situation  tor  the  sake  of 
democratic  rights. 

A  lew  days  after  our  meeting  with  the 
Local  79  Executive  Board,  a  letter  amved 
at  the  GATE  office:  "I  am  pleased  to 
advise  you  that  ihe  Executive  Board 
endorsed,  by  adopting,  the  resolution  to 
ihe  extent  that  'employees  ol  the  City  ol 
Toronlo  are  lo  be  in  no  way  discrimin- 
ated against  with  regards  to  hiring,  as- 
signments, promotions  or  dismissals  on 
the  basis  of  their  sexual  orientation". 
And  even  more  emphatically  from  Local 
43.  the  City's  outside  workers,  who  had 
been  approached  by  another  GATE 
team:  "We  thoroughly  understand  your 
attempt  to  correel  discrimination  based 
on  sexual  onentation.  As  a  union  we  leel 
lhat  il  someone  is  qualified  for  a  position, 
he/she  should  be  judged  on  merit  only. 
We  feel  civil  servants  are  to  be  in  no 
way  discriminated  against  with  regards  to 
hiring,  assignments,  promotions  or  dis- 
missals on  the  basis  ot  their  sexual 
orientation...  We  wish  you  all  the  besl  in 
your  fight  to  end  discrimination  based  on 
sexual  orientation   You  have  our  sup- 
port." These  recommendations  from  the 
City's  workers  were  presented  lo  every 
member  of  City  Council  and  swung  some 
voles  in  favour  ol  the  gay  employment 
rights  resolution. 

I  have  gone  on  at  some  length  about 
this  particular  case  °'  'abour  support  for 
gay  rights  because  I  was  very  close  lo 
the  events  and  was  lor  this  reason  able 
to  make  Ihe  judgements  set  forth  in  the 
preceding  lines  about  the  people  who 
determined  the  final  outcome  ol  this 
campaign  for  gay  nghls.  Since  lhal  first 
Significant  step  late  in  1973,  other 
examples  of  union  help  for  gays  have 
cropped  up. 

The  following  spring  (1974).  CUPE 
Local  1582.  representing  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Public  library  workers,  became 
the  first  labour  union  to  demand  and  lo 
fight  for  protection  for  its  gay  members. 
The  union  prepared  the  case  for  gay 
protection  in  advance  by  securing 
evidence  and  endorsements  from  social 
service  agencies.  Chris  Fox,  Local  1562 
president  at  the  time,  says  that,  despite 
this  external  support,  Ihe  library 
administration  flatly  refused  lo  include 
sexuality'  in  the  no-dischmi nation  clause 
of  the  new  contract,  denying  lhat  there 
was  any  discnmination  against  gay 
people  She  tells  how  the  local  brought 
more  pressure  to  bear,  threatening  public 
demonstrations  against  the  library 
system  by  the  gay  community  unless  the 
administration  agreed  to  the  contract 
demand.  In  the  end.  administration 
negotiators  agreed  to  accept  the 
provision  in  a  separate  letter  ol  intent  to 
be  attached  to  the  contract,  which  was 
accepted  by  both  sides  in  the  fall  ot 
1974  Chns  is  hopeful  that  when  the 
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cc  If  act  comes  up  for  renew 
year,  sexuality  will  finally  m.

Chosen  lo  stand  and  tight  against  dis- 
crimination,  labour's  support  has  grown. 
One  aspect  ol  Ihe  defence  ot  John 
Dammn,  me  racing  steward  who  was  dis- 
missed by  Ihe  Ontario  Racing  Commis- 
sion lasl  year,  was  the  presentaiion  ol  a 
legal  brief,  now  known  as  the  Oamien 
submission',  to  Ihe  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Commission  and,  more  important, 
a  public  rally  to  show  support  tot  Ihe 
submission  Among  those  sponsoring  Ihe 
rally  and  endorsing  the  submission  were 
Sam  Fox,  chairman  ol  Ihe  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Labour  Council,  and  Bons 
Malher.  presidenl  ol  the  Canadian  Feder- 
ation ol  Communications  Workers.  The 
former  organization  is  made  up  ol  rep- 
resentatives ot  vanous  unions  in  Metro 
Toranlo  and  the  latter  covers  sectors  ol 
the  telecommunications  industry 

In  the  case  ol  Doug  Wilson,  the  gay 
activist  who  was  suspended  lasl 
Sepl ember  trom  his  supervisory  duties  in 
Ihe  University  ot  Saskaichewan  Edu- 
cational Foundations  Department,  labour 
support  has  been  broad  and  strong  (see 
The  Body  Politic  #22)  Within  days  of 
Ihe  suspension,  the  University  of  Sas- 
katchewan Employees  Union  (CUPE 
Local  1975)  issued  a  statement  endors- 
ing the  demands  ol  Ihe  Committee  lo 
Delend  Doug  Wilson;  the  endorsement 
was  passed  by  a  vote  ol  85  to  3.  In 
addition,  the  union  decided  lo  seek 
support  trom  other  parts  of  the  labour 
movement  Less  than  a  month  later,  a 
convention  ol  the  Saskatchewan 
Federation  ot  Labour  overwhelmingly 
adopted  a  resolution  ol  support  lor 
Wilson.  The  SFL  also  agreed  to  pressure 
Saskatchewan  s  NDP  government  to 
include  protection  lor  gay  people  in  the 
province  s  Human  Rights  Act  and  amen- 
ded its  own  constitution  to  the  same 
effect 

In  another  area  of  (he  gay  nghts 
Struggle,  the  refusal  in  late  1972  of  Jiffy 
Pn nt.  a  non unionized  printing  company, 
to  print  maierial  for  the  Vancouver  Gay 
Alliance  Toward  Equality  brought  a  state- 
ment Irom  ihe  head  ol  the  British  Colum- 
bia Federation  ot  Labour  that  this  denial 
to  gay  people  of  the  fundamental  nghl  ol 
Ireedom  of  the  press  would  not  have 
occurred  in  any  unionized  pnni  shop  In 
ihe  province 

These  examples  show  that,  contrary  to 
Ihe  opinion  ot  the  M.S.  s  of  the  gay 
world,  there  is  indeed  sympathy  and 


that  there  is  significant  support  lor  gay 
democratic  nghts  among  organized 
working  people. 

This  fact  should  noi  surpnse  us  The 
many  movements  ol  the  oppressed  - 
gays,  women,  workers,  ethnic  and  racial 
minorities  -  are  natural  allies  Their 


ennch  each  other  The  library  workers 
unon.  CUPE  Local  1230.  contains  a 
number  of  visible  gays;  the  question  of 
gay  nghts  was  put  on  the  agenda  as  a 
result  ot  a  pre-negoiiaiion  questionnaire 
on  demands  circulated  among  the  local's 
membership  AI  the  request  ot  the  local 
and  because  ol  its  inclusion  ot  protection 
lor  gay  workers  in  its  demands,  the 
Toronto  Gay  Alliance  Toward  Equality 
voted  to  endorse  ihe  strike  and 
encouraged  its  members  to  join  the 
picket  lines.  In  addition,  a  large  number 
of  gay  people  attended  a  dance  held  to 
raise  money  for  the  sinking  library 
workers  In  the  end,  because  the  strike 
was  the  first  for  a  young  union  without  a 
strike  fund  io  see  us  members  through, 
Local  1230  had  lo  settle  tor  much  less 
than  its  members  needed;  the  gay  nghts 
demand  was  among  the  casualties 
Nevertheless,  gay  support  for  Ihe  strike 
had  a  positive  eflect  (or  bolh  the  gay  and 
straight  members  of  Ihe  union  The 
lol lowing  is  taken  trom  an  interview  with 
Joe  Blonde,  a  gay  member  ot  Local 
1230.  conducted  by  GATE  member  Dan 
Slamlon  and  originally  published  in  Gay 
Rising,  GATE'S  newsletter 
' Joe  believes  the  strike  was  a  significant 


interests  complement  rather  than 
diet  each  other,  for  they  all  move  in  the 
same  direction,  toward  the  perfection  ot 
democracy  and  the  abolition  ol 
exploitation.  ThaT  all  these  groups  are 
not  allies  in  practice  is  due  to  the  diffi- 
culty which  each  of  these  social  group- 
ings experiences  in  shaking  off  the 
media-manufactured  stereotyped  views  it 
has  ol  all  the  others.  This  stumbling 
block  can  only  be  removed  by  an  in- 
creasing awareness  among  all  the 
oppressed  of  their  common  interests  and 
by  the  common  action  and  mutual 
support  which  must  grow  out  ol  that 
awareness. 

The  strike  ol  University  of  Toronto 
library  workers  last  November  and 
December  Illustrated  how  the  gay  and 
labour  movements  can  reinforce  and 
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step  lorward  lor  gay  workers  in  the 
university  libranes.  Il  provided  an  oppor- 
tunity for  education  within  the  union 
around  the  gay  question  with  the  result 
of  some  positive  acceptance  and  sup- 
port from  lellow  workers.  Gays  were 
highly  visible  and  active  on  the  picket 
line...  AI  the  two  si/ike  benefits,  gays 
danced  with  each  other.  This  kind  of  gay 
visibility  encouraged  gays  to  come  oui  ai 
work,  Blonde  felt. 

"In  the  final  analysis.  Joe  believes  that 
the  Opening  up  of  Ihe  gay  question  has 
strengthened  the  union.  As  he  put  it: 

Being  out  helps  to  build  solidarity  It 
removes  a  lol  ol  tension  within  (he  union 
which  undermines  a  united  struggle  The 
liberation  of  sexuality  means  the 
liberation  of  workers  as  a  whole. 
Therefore  gay  is  very  good  in  unions.'*  Q

In  Xanadu  did  Kubla  Khan  a  statety 
pleasure  dome  decree  Don  1  bother 
Dooming  passage,  though  Xanadu  is  cur- 
rently called  The  Club  and  rests  serenely 
on  Firs  I  Avenue  between  First  and 
Second  Streets  in  New  York  City  No 
woman  had  ever  seen  this  foreign  place 
until  March  21,  1975.  tor  The  Club  is  a 
"bath  house'1  serving  a  gay  male  clien- 
tele However,  on  lhat  dale  I,  moustache 
firmly  in  place,  curiosity  raging,  crossed 
the  threshold  into  unknown  territory  The 
adventure  attracted  me.  but  besides  that 
I've  been  raised  with  the  constantly 
repeated  notion  thai  women's  sexuality 
and  men  s  sexuality  are  absolutely  dif- 
ferent. By  placing  myselt  in  an  all-male 
situation  where  there  is  no  intrusion  ot 
female  sensibility  I  hoped  to  learn  some- 
thing about  that  sacred  cow,  sexual  dif- 
ference 

Like  Dante.  I  loo  found  my  Virgil  - 
Arthur,  a  deaf  male  tnend  as  high  oH  the 
tun  ot  it  all  as  1  was  Before  I  could  crash 
The  Club  I  had  to  contend  with  the  minu- 
tiae of  cultural  sexual  differentiation  My 
fingernails  were  all  wrong  Had  to  cut 
Ihem  square  across  My  walk,  though 
springy.  ]usl  wasn't  bulch  enough  -  so  I 
practiced  a  manly  gail  and  fell  like  John 
Wayne  reduced  lo  live  teet  lour  inches 
Arthur  coached  me  in  my  transition, 
combed  my  hair,  painted  burning  gum 
spirits  under  my  nose,  slapped  on  a 
dashing  moustache,  draped  vinle  gar- 
ments on  my  back  and  look  me  to  dinner 
to  rev  up  my  courage 

When  the  waiter  looked  at  us  and 
asked.  "What  are  you  fellows  having?'1  I 
'ought  the  urge  to  reply.   A  helluva  good 
laugh.    Feigning  hoarseness  1  whispered 
my  order  There's  no  way  my  voice  could 
ever  be  conlused  wilh  a  man's  The 
whisper  worked  as  he  didn't  bal  an  eye 
Encouraged  by  this  success  I  still  wor- 
ried about  my  breasts  At  dinner  I  kept 
on  the  shod  Eisenhower  jacket  so  I 
passed.  But  how  would  I  ever  gel  my 
clothes  oH  in  the  locker  room  without 
anyone  noticing 

As  we  stood  in  line  next  to  each  other 

get  into  the  baths  I  started  sweating. 
Fnday  nighi  is  buddy  mghi  ai  The  Club 
Two  men  gel  m  (or  S5  At  S2.50  apiece 
that  makes  this  the  cheapest  entertain- 
ment in  town  Arthur,  my  buddy,  twitched 

himself  the  closer  we  got  to  the 
entrance  window  Approximately  30  men 
waited  patiently  in  line  thai  evening  As 
we  approached  the  booth,  which  re- 
sembles a  ticket  counter  in  8  movie 
house.  Arthur  jumped  forward,  paid  our 
money  too  hastily  and  signed  his  name 
on  the  clipboard  I  signed  mine  "R. 
Brown."  which  was  truthful  enough.  The 
door  buzzed  open  and  an  attendant  poin- 
ted us  downstairs  to  the  lockers 

While  double  lockers  lined  the  narrow 


room  Seven  or  eight  men  crowded  in 
ihe  small  space  trying  to  get  their  clothes 
off  I  took  my  shoes  oft  first.  Whai  could 
be  safer  than  leel?  Then  socks.  Next  I 
unzipped  my  partis.  Weanng  what  our 
Elizabethan  ancestors  called  a    cod 
piece'  I  felt  secure  aboul  the  tantalizing 
bulge  there  As  the  men  bluntly  stared  at 
my  family  jewels  I  whipped  off  the  Eisen- 
hower jacket.  In  a  place  like  this  your 
cock  means  everything  It's  unlike  les- 
bian gatherings  where  your  face  is  mosl 
important,  but  it  does  have  something  in 
common  with  straighi  gathenngs  -  where 
men  discuss  the  Mideast  crisis  with  your 
left  m  Here,  in  the  baths  the  men  don't 
even  make  a  pretense  of  looking  at  your 
lace  as  straight  men  on  Ihe  make  do 
Bui  how  could  I  gel  my  lurtleneck  off 
without  my  breasts  flashing  like  a  Maid- 


beverage  You  mrghi  find  someone  in  the 
TV  room  but  you  don't  begin  sexual  ac- 
tivity until  you  leave  there  We  threaded 
our  way  through  as  last  as  we  could  be- 
cause ol  ihe  lights  and  because  the 
room  is  next  to  the  entrance  door  so 
there  are  attendants  around 

Oft  the  TV  room  winds  an  adult  puzzle 
called  ihe  maze,  covered  with  ihick 
carpets  You  have  lo  feel  your  way 
around  in  its  alleys,  turns  and  twists  The 
Minotaur  is  alive  and  well  in  this  update 
ol  the  ancient  Greek  legend  ol  hunter 
and  hunted.  Around  the  comer  may  be 
the  bull  of  your  dreams  or  one  more 
dead  end  In  choice  places  a  small  ultra- 
violet spotlight  stnkes  a  painted  figure  on 
the  wall  Men  with  false  teeth  are  care- 
lul  not  to  smile  because  the  ultraviolet 
light  makes  your  teeth  look  black.  Bodies

enform  advertisement?  Sweat  rolled  off 
my  lore  head  tnckling  over  the  black 
moustache  Arthur,  naked  in  an  instant, 
caught  Ihe  momeni  and  called  lor  me  to 
come  over  where  he  was  I  walked  over 
and  he  said  m  a  forced  conversational 
lone.  "Does  your  arm  still  hurt?  Lei  me 
help  you  get  that  off "  Good  old  Arthurl 
Anxious  to  hit  the  action  all  but  one  of 
Ihe  men  in  the  locker  room  left  Two  new 
ones  barged  in  |ust  as  I  pulled  my  turtle- 
neck  over  my  head  Arthur  lept  in  front  ot 
me  and  threw  a  short  little  robe  over  my 
shoulders 

So  that  I  wouldn't  be  the  only  human 
being  among  the  hundreds  in  a  robe, 
Arthur  put  one  on  loo  As  we  led  the 
locker  room  area,  passing  by  a  mosaic 
pool  and  sparkling  showers,  he  look  my 
hand,  for  the  crowd  was  so  dense  we 
would  have  become  separated 

Entenng  the  brightly  lit  TV  room  1  was 
aware  ol  being  looked  at  Men  look  at 
each  other  differently  than  men  look  at 
women  The  leer  is  gone.  Ihe  thinly  dis- 
guised hostility  of  the  street  vanishes 
Here  the  eyes  zoom  to  the  crotch  As  I 
was  partially  covered  their  glance  went 
directly  to  my  eyes  and  since  I  didn't  res- 
pond to  the  unspoken  question  the  eyes 
turned  off  to  the  side  or  to  another 
person  The  transaction  boils  down  to 
curiosity,  no  conneclion.  disconnection 

The  TV  room  n  neulral  temtory,  a  sort 
ol  sexual  DMZ  Good  photographs  of 
men  cover  the  walls,  comfortable  chairs 
allow  people  to  relax  and  compare  the 
photographs  with  reality  while  sipping  a 


in  fronf  of  you.  bodies  in  back  ot  you, 
groping,  pushing,  trying  to  gel  to  Ihe 
pnze  ai  Ihe  end  of  the  puzzle,  Ihe  orgy 
room  Standing  at  strategic  locations  in 
the  maze,  men  waited  tor  a  partner  at- 
tractive lo  them  II  sex  starts  in  ihis  set- 
ting Us  usually  cocksucking  or  a  hand 
job.  A  bed  hid  behind  one  turn.  The  two 
men  on  it  attracted  a  small  following  as 
others  watched.  It  isn't  considered  bad 
manners  to  watch  others  and  for  some 
men  the  fun  is  in  being  watched.  The  old 
taboo  ol  sneaking  away  'or  sex  doesn't 
have  a  chance  in  these  plush  surround- 
ings. As  you  bump  through  the  dim 
puzzle  you  get  groped,  bul  it  s  gentle 
compared  to  the  kind  of  grabbing  a 
woman  gets  on  a  subway 

At  last  the  maze  spills  into  a  dark  and 
unbelievable  orgy  room.  A  large  square 
bed,  about  (he  size  ol  four  double  beds 
placed  together,  dominates  the  room, 
with  about  four  feet  ol  space  around  it  so 
men  have  a  place  from  which  to  ob- 
serve The  silence  amazed  me.  Seventy- 
five  to  one  hundred  men  packed  into  that 
room,  seven  of  them  on  the  bed  and  not 
one  word  was  spoken  Heavy  breathing, 
sucking  and  a  tew  timid  moans  were  ihe 
only  noises  Everyone  watched  the  bed 
where  a  black  man  assfucked  a  white 
man  while  another  white  held  his  balls 
waiting  for  the  surge  One  couple  valiant- 
ly Iried  to  pull  oft  69  without  chok- 
ing each  olher  to  death  The  two 
other  men  on  the  bed  circled  each  other 
like  wrestlers  trying  to  gel  the  proper 


Inching  around  the  bed  I  telt  like  I  was 
sliding  by  a  picket  fence  -  all  the  erect 
pentses  behind  me  were  hilling  me  in  Ihe 
small  ol  my  back.  People  reach  tor  your 
genitals  as  you  pass  My  first  response 
was  to  turn  around  and  smash  Ihe  offen- 
der's face  in.  I  had  to  keep  reminding 
myselt,  like  a  mantra  chant,  that  these 
men  thought  I  was  a  man  and  being  a 
man  is  much  safer  than  being  a  woman. 

One  huge  leilow  wilh  a  potbelly  em- 
braced me  as  I  nudged  him  to  get  by. 
Another  man  quickly  enclosed  me  from 
behind.  Fighting  off  my  inslmctive  violent 
response  I  relaxed,  then  hugged  the  man 
in  return  whispenng,  "Thank  you  but  I've 
been  here  tor  an  hour  and  I'm  tired."  He 
released  me  instantly.  As  we  filtered 
through  the  orgy  room  I  had  lo  disen- 
gage every  two  steps  The  easiness  ol 
relusal  is  incredible.  In  heterosexual  lite 
and  lesbian  life  a  first  refusal  never  sinks 
m  Men  and  10  a  lesser  extent,  gay 
women,  are  geared  to  pursue  you. 
Women,  despite  Ihe  "sexual  revolution,' ' 
demand  an  affirmation  of  your  desire/ 
affection,  hence  pursuit  How  long  this 
affirmation  lakes  depends  on  the  woman 
-  hours,  days,  weeks,  months  Since  sex 
as  a  bargaining  tool  is  the  only  thing 
most  women  control,  they  have  to  make 
you  come  to  terms  or  they  lose  their 
market  value   In  the  baths  there  was  no 
pursuit  and  Ihe  reason  was  quite  simple. 
Men  have  nothing  to  lose  through  sexual 
activity  II  you  say  "no"  it  means  "no." 
Ihat's  all,  and  that  simple  "no"  also  pro- 
tects fragile  egos.  Sex  isn't  a  weapon 
here,  it's  a  release  There's  no  need  to 
make  anyone  psychologically  pay  for 
your  lavors  Everyone  pays  lo  get  in 
here  lo  ruck,  pure  and  simple 

The  pressure  to  perform  is  diminished 
in  this  room  because  it  is  the  ulttmale 
anonymity  While  even/one  goes  into  the 
orgy  room  at  one  time  or  another  in  his 
sexual  career.  I  couldn't  help  bul  think 
this  room  was  the  reluge  lor  the  unat- 
tractive, the  insecure  and  the  guilty  Here 
you  risk  the  least  and  in  merging  with  the 
crowd  can  lose  yourself  in  Ihe  totality  ol 
genital  sex 

From  the  orgy  room  we  climbed  the 
stairs  to  the  cubicles,  small  rooms  where 
men  wait  for  a  connection  Nerves 
lighten  here.  Belying  their  tension,  they 
stroll  up  and  down  the  two  floors  of 
corridors  brazenly  checking  oul  the  men 
on  the  beds   II  a  man  lies  on  his 
stomach,  a  lube  ol  KY.  sterile  lubricant, 
beside  him,  it  means  he  wants  to  be  ass- 
lucked.  If  he  lies  nn  his  back,  legs  wide 
apart,  he  wants  oral  sex  or  possibly  he'll 
fuck  you.  People  stare  into  the  rooms  and 
then  move  on  As  1  prowled  the  corridors 
looking  at  the  display  I  was  struck  again 
by  the  silence  and  by  the  fact  that  every- 
one plays  with  himself  trying  lo  get  it  up 
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so  i  looks  larger  Se*  is  deadly  senous 
One  bear  of  a  man.  probably  not  at- 
tractive  to  the  other  men.  lay  In  a  room 
desperately  seeking  his  connection.  Pos- 
sibly in  his  mid-thirties.  Woe-eyed,  he 
looked  like  a  ourty  carpenter  or  strong 
dock-worker  Pausing  in  his  doorway 
overlong.  I  lelt  his  anxiety  increase.  With- 
out thinking  about  what  n  meant  I  smiled, 
wanting  to  reassure  him  He  smiled  back 
as  though  some  awful  dragon  had  been 
slain  and  invited  me  in 

"I  really  like  the  way  you  look."  I  said, 
"bur  I've  had  rt  tor  the  night. "  I  wailed  for 
the  classic  line  from  him,  "What's  a  nice 
girl  like  you  doing  m  a  place  like  this''" 
Again.  I  didn't  reckon  with  a  man's  lear 
ol  nol  being  manly.  01  course  he 
wouldn't  call  attention  to  my  voice  be- 
cause who  knows  what  I'd  say  to  np  his 
balls  off?  He  nodded  his  head  and  lean- 
ed forward  lo  shake  my  hand,  the  tra- 
ditional male  response  ol  good  inten- 
tions. 

Since  class  peels  or)  with  clothing  you 
might  think  a  democracy  of  nakedness 
and  need  would  develop  But  here  in  the 
cubes  a  new  hierarchy  look  place  among 
these  lawyers,  artists,  grocery  clerks, 
Stockbrokers,  movement  activists,  pro- 
fessors and  cab  drivers.  Rank  now  came 
through  size  of  penis,  condition  of  body 
and  age,  The  pretty  young  thing  reigns,  a 
sexual  prima  donna.  Expenenee,  Intel- 
lect, la  lent,  compassion  mean  nothing. 
Since  you  don't  converse  with  your  part- 
ner until  after  orgasm,  if  you  talk  at  all. 
the  irrationality  of  the  flesh  commands. 
Here  the  great  American  principle  of 
competition  and  performance  keep  those 
on  the  make  hungry,  frightened  and 
slightly  savage,  n  you're  old  or  potbellied 
or  with  a  tiny  penis  you  face  blatant 
though  silent  humiliation. 

At  the  end  of  one  corridor  was  another 
orgy  room  composed  of  bunk  beds  slap- 
ped against  the  walls.  As  there  was 
more  light  than  in  the  downstairs  orgy 
room,  looks  were  more  important.  I  saw 
a  guy  looking  over  his  shoulder  for 
Prince  Charming  while  being  blown. 
WhBn  a  more  attractive  man  meandered 
by  he  left  the  man  sucking  him  and 
started  working  on  the  beauty 

Amid  all  this  one-dimensional  sexual 
activity  people  still  look  lor  the  "right 
one."  It's  romanticism  in  a  mechanical 
setting,  with  a  heavy  load  of  ego.  Each 
man  wants  a  partner  worthy  ol  him  even 
if  it's  for  a  hand  job,  Since  erection  is  the 
whole  show,  some  men  will  hold  their 
come  if  they're  being  worked  on  in  one 
part  of  the  baths  and  go  to  another  part 
to  see  if  there's  someone  better  to  shoot 
for.  Anolher  reason  they  hold  back  is  be- 
cause if  a  man  comes  first  he's  got  to 
keep  working  on  the  other  guy  and  that 
can  become  a  colossal  bore.  In  the  orgy 
room  you  can  leave  someone,  but  in  the 
cubicles  there's  more  responsibility  to 
your  partner.  The  pressure  of  controlling 
your  erection  and  orgasm  adds  to  the 
sense  of  tension  already  existing  here. 
The  steam  bath  and  sauna  were  the 
only  places  remaining  aftBr  the  cubicles. 
Descending  a  narrow  staircase  busy  with 
traffic  we  checked  into  the  sauna  first. 
The  heat  didn't  wilt  intense  sexual  activi- 
ty The  steam  baths  proved  even  busier. 
The  hissing  of  the  steam,  the  mist  and 
sweat  provoked  hot  sex.  My  moustache 
drooped  dangerously.  By  now  my  own 
frustration  hit  a  peak,  partly  because  I 
love  steam  baths  and  partly  because  I 
was  tired  of  the  deception.  I  wanted  to 
take  off  my  clothes.  Under  the  mous- 
tache I  was  grand,  old,  glorious  me.  but 
whatever  slender  bond  these  men  left  for 
me  as  a  male  would  have  been 
shattered  if  I  revealed  myselr  as  a 
woman,  I  began  to  get  angry  that  a 
woman  would  freak  out  some  of  these 
men.  Their  sexuality  was  their  business. 
All  I  wanted  to  do  was  remove  my  robe. 
my  cod  piece,  the  moustache  and  (eel 
the  sensual  pleasure  ol  heat  and  naked- 
ness. But  naked  I  would  become  fright- 
ening to  some  ol  these  men  Their 
sexuality  depended  on  my  absence.  Men 
are  terrified  of  being  women;  they  don't 
want  to  identify  with  us  in  any  way  -  and 
gay  men  are  no  exception  We  still  aren't 
people  to  them 

At  i  30  am,  after  three-and-a-hal! 
hours,  we  left  the  baths.  Tnumphl  i  felt      I 
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as  though  I  had  slowed  away  on  the 
Queen  Mary.  But  I  still  had  a  question  is 
this  fuck  palace  the  ultimate  conclusion 
of  sexist  logic  or  is  it  era  tic  freedom? 
Perhaps  the  answer  varies  with  each 
man  who  frequents  The  Club  Some  men 
go  to  enjoy  themselves  and  that's  all 
there  is  to  rt.  For  other  men  the  baths 
become  central  to  (heir  existence  Ad- 
venture, thntls.  acceptance  narrows 
down  to  a  few  inches  of  cock  attached  to 
strange  and  therefore  wonderful  men.  In 
anonymity  each  man  can  be  Minotaur  or 

To  a  woman  anonymity  is  currently  un- 
desirable and  (tightening.  Rape  is  often 
anonymous  Women     can't  trust  men 
sexually,  in  an  anonymous  situation,  the 
way  men  can  trust  each  other.  Some 
men  do  need  a  ballet  of  submission  or 
conquest  for  their  sexual  adventure,  both 
here  in  the  baths  and  out  in  the  hetero- 
sexual world,  but  I  don't.  To  those  of  us 
forced  to  live  beneath  our  abilities  politic- 
ally, sexually,  socially,  artistically  and 
economically,  sexual  submission  carhes 
no  hidden  shudder  of  delight 

The  men  in  the  baths  can  walk  out  on 
the  streets  and  reclaim  all  the  privileges 
of  maleness  unless  they  are  courageous 
enough  to  come  out  publicly  and  identify 
themselves  as  homosexuals.  I  walked 
out  of  the  baths  as  I  walk  out  anywhere, 
a  woman  Although  gay  men  are  oppres- 
sed they  have  the  baths  as  a  retreat,  an 
outlet,  a  fantasy  (arm  I  have  no  such 
sexual/ social  outlet 

Women  build  no  Xanadus  because  we 
are  oppressed  in  a  different  way  than  the 
homosexual  male,  Not  only  do  we  lack 
the  money  but  we  lack  the  concept.  Des- 
pite changing  attitudes  toward  sex  we 
can't  create  our  version  of  the  baths  be- 
cause, for  most  of  us,  sex  for  the  sake  of 
sex  is  still  wrong  -  whether  you  are  a 
heterosexual  woman  or  a  lesbian.  Cigar- 
ette manufacturers  tell  us  we've  come  a 
long  way,  sociologists  write  books  about 
our  sexual  liberation,  yet  we  build  no 
stalely  pleasure  dome  lo  enjoy  this  so- 
called  liberation.  Sex  still    calls  up  awe- 
some emotions,  the  old  tyrannies  of 
romance  We  scramble  to  Invest  sex  with 
love  and  we  call  men  dogs  because 
they've  been  taught  to  separate  the  two. 
If  a  woman  manages  to  distinguish  be- 
tween sex  and  love  and  her  needs  for 
both  she's  "fast,''  as  grandma  used  to 
say,  whether  she  is  straight  or  gay 

So  I  return  to  the  question  rattling  in 
my  mind  ever  since  I  peeled  off  my 
moustache.  Sexism  or  erotic  freedom 
depends  on  the  person  and  yes,  I  do 
want  a  Xanadu.  I  want  the  option  of  ran- 
dom sex  with  no  emotional  commitment 
when  I  need  sheer  physical  relief:  erotic 
freedom.  Our  Xanadu  would  be  less 
competitive  than  the  gay  men's  baths, 
more  laughter  would  ring  in  the  sauna 
and  you'd  touch  not  only  to  fuck  but  just 
to  touch.  It  is  in  our  interest  to  build 
places  where  we  have  relief,  refuge, 
release  Xanadu  is  not  a  lurid  dream,  H's 
the  desire  of  a  woman  to  have  options. 
Like  men  we  should  have  choices:  deep 
long-term  relationships,  the  baths,  short- 
lerm  affairs.  And  those  choices  are  not 
mutually  exclusive. 

Going  to  The  Club  taught  me  more 
about  women's  sexuality  than  tt  did 
about  men's  sexuality.  And  it  taught  me 
about  myself.  Like  all  human  growth, 
sexual  growth  is  ongoing.  Technical 
sexual  knowledge  has  limits,  but  sex  as 
an  integrated  pan  of  your  whole  lite 
never  stops  unless  you  stop.  I  went  to 
modern-day  Xanadu  to  put  myself  in  sex- 
ually alien  territory,  but  I  say  that  under- 
neath all  the  posturing,  the  egos  and  the 
fears,  those  men  weren't  very  different 
from  heterosexual  men  or  from  women. 
The  need  is  the  same:  sexual  release. 
The  deeper  need,  human  contact,  love, 
exists  also.  Men  simply  have  more  ways 
to  mask  that  love  than  women  do.  The 
real  lesson  for  me  was  that  there  were 
moments  in  this  strangest  of  places 
when  I  forgot  to  be  different.  Q
